ble with fauour and frendthip,all th? french kinges tubiectes, and thal permit them to traffique al trades of mar- 
chaundiſe within this r:alme,in ſuch lozt as in tymes of belt peace hath ben, ought to be vled, except they halbe 
pꝛouoked by any holtilitie of any of the part of Fraunce to defend them ſelues,o2 their countrey. And likewiſe that 
all hir maieſties ſubiectes (hall vſe good and honoꝛable ſpeache of the kyngdome and nation of Fraunce.and al- 
though theſe late intollerable infuries, haue bene committed in Fraunce agaynft this crowne ol England: yet to 
iudge therof no otherwyſe then hir mateſtie of hir good nature is pleaſed to thynke and iudge.

v a vertuous diſpolition, ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth, that 
all lawes and good oꝛdinances heretoloꝛe pꝛouided againſt ſighting a 
ſauarrelling in Churches and Churchyardes, ſhalbe duely and with 
| all ſeueritie executed, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ and true meaningolthe 
ſayde La weg and oꝛdinances. | 
And further her Maieſties pleaſure is, that if any perſon ſhalmake any fray o2quarrell,o2dzawe, 
oꝛ put out his hand to any weapon fozthat purpoſe, oz ſhoote any handgunne oꝛ dagge within the

Ahe Nueenes Maieſtie vnderſtandeth, that now of late 
ſince the baſe and copper moneys ok this Realme haue 
I j|(to the greate honour of the ſame) bene altered into 
Al fine ſpluer moneys, by reaſon that a great parte ofthe 
m=—#21] ſayde baſe moneys were ratedatſundzy ſmall values, 
land that the greateſte quantitie of the fine ſyluer mo⸗ 
neys nowe lately copned, hath ben in greate peeces of 
chyllinges, and but a ſmall quantitie in grotes a pence, 
— o2 halfpence , in reſpecte of haſte and expedicion to 
auopde the baſe moneys: There is rplen great anopaunce amongſt the poozer ſozt 
ok her ſubiectes, foz lacke of ſmall moneys of fine ſpluer. Wherevpon her Maieſtie 
haupng a perpetuall care from tyme to tyme, and from one degree to another, to 
releeue the common hurtes oꝛ griefes of her ſubiectes, as they maye be percetued : 
hath pzeſently oꝛdered, that in her Myntes no moze peeces of ſbyllynges ſboulde be 
copned, but that beſyde the peeces of grotes, halfgrotes, and pence, there (halbe im⸗ 
Che Frenche Crowne. mediatlp copned in fine ſterlyng moneys, halte ſhyllynges of ſir pence, quarter ſhyl- 
lynges of thꝛee pence the peece, and a halfe peece thereof called thꝛee halkpence. And 
becauſe a halfpeny cannot be made of ſuch kineneſſe to beare ariy conuenient bulke, 
an other ſmall peece ſhall alſo be coyned of thzee karthynges. All whiche peeces her 
Mateſtie aſſureth her ſubtectes halbe of meere fine ſtarling ſpluer. Ind whatſoeuer 
may be repozted to the contrarp(as percaſe hath ben, though moſt falfly and tlaunde⸗ 
rouſly of the money already coined,as of late hath ben notoztouſly pꝛoued:) Her Ma⸗ 
teſtie letteth them all to vnderſtande, that ſhe neuer entendeth (Gods grace alliſtyng 
her) to leeſe the fruicte of ſo famous an acte,by abaſyng of the copne of this Kealme, 
which ſhe founde to be foz the moze parte copper, and hath nowe recouered it to be as 
fine, oꝛ rather finer ſterlyng ſpluer, then euer it was in this Realme by the ſpace of 
theſe two hundꝛed peres and moꝛe, a matter woꝛth markyng and memozy, 

Ind further, her Maieſtie vnderſtandyng what quantities of fozrayne coynes 
of golde andſiluer be here in this Realme receiued of the ſubiectes vpon karre great- 
ter values then they be wozth, and that no value certeine can be ſette vpon them, by 
reaſon the fozrayne ſtandardes of thoſe moneys be ſo commonly chaunged koꝛ gaine, 
and ſo eaſely counterkapted: By which meanes the ſubtectes receyuyng the ſame, be 
daply greater loſers then they commonly can vnderſtande, eyther in delyueryngmo- 
nep 02 wares foꝛ the ſame : Hath thought meete ſtrapghtly to commaunde a charge 
her ſubiectes, that from hencekoꝛth they nether pay noꝛ receiue any maner of copnes 
koꝛrayne of golde oꝛ ſpluer, as. and in the name of currant money, lauyng only the 
Frenche crowne, and the Flemylhe oz Burgondion crowne: the Pꝛintes wherok are 
(koꝛ better knowledge) in the margent of this Pꝛoclamacion playnely ſette koozth, 
to becurrant at the values lately limitted in a fozmer Pꝛoclamacion, dated in Octo- 
ber the ſecond pere of her Maieſties raigne.

garde to the pzeſeruation of they: neyghbours from infection, and to 
— fozbeare foꝛ ſome ſeaſon to be conuerſaunt with any mo then of, meere 
necellitie they — And foz ſuch ſouldiers as be pooꝛe, and haue any contagious ſicknes vpon them, 
beyng no other wyſe pꝛouided foz, her Maieſtie earneſtly requireth, and in Gods name chargeth, the 
pꝛincipall officers, at well Eccleſtaſticall as Ciuill, of all Cities, Townes, and Parylhes, where the 
ſame pooꝛe ſicke ſouldiours ſhall of neceſſitie come, to pꝛouide ſome remote places, where the ſame 
pooze and icke perſons may be ſeperated from conuerſation with other beyng whole, and hauereliefe 
by common pꝛouiſion and almes to be miniſtred and geuen by the rycher, which beſyde that chꝛiſtian 
charitie requireth it, the ſame is alſo requiſite and expedient to be done by them whiche be whole and 
ryche, fo2 theyꝛ owne pꝛeleruation: Foz otherwpſle, they may feele the ſharpe hande of God ouer them 
foꝛ they: vnmercifulnes.

was contented that the ſapde Earle and the counſell of that Towne, ſhould not thus lamentably con⸗ 
tende and ſfryue any longer with the plague, with the which they had no we foz the ſpace of, v. oz. vi. 
monethes continuallp fought, leeſyng daply moꝛe and moze great numbers therby: but ſhould (conli⸗ 
deryng he and his company had ſo nobly acquited them ſelues) accoꝛde to common with the ſayd Con- 
ſtable, and hearyng his conditions to be (as they were repozted)honozable, (which were, a free a quiet 
departure in conuenient tyme koꝛ the ſayde Lieuetenaunt, Captepnes, ſouldiours, and people, with 
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all they: artyllery, munitions, ſhyppes, veſſelles, vittell, armure, weapon, and goodes, any wyſe be- 
longyng to her Maieſtie, oꝛ to any Englyſhe perſon) the ſaid Lieuetenaunt ſhould accoꝛde thervnto, 

Whervpon the ſaid Liuetenaunt beyng with all the whole garriſon(of theyꝛ owne diſpoſition)of a 
contrary determination, rather tohazarde the reſt of they liues with the plague,and with the aſſaul- 
tes of thennemy, whereof they had abidden and repulſed ſome, then to leaue the Towne by treatie. 
conferryng with the counſell and Captaynes there, and conſideryng her Maieſties Pꝛincely mynde 
and intention towardes the pꝛeſeruation of her ſubiectes, wherof he had charge, beyng in dede many- 
feſtly and ineuitablyſubtect ſtyll both to the plague, and to the enemyes appzoche,by the whiche they 
had poſlefled the entry of the hauen, and made ſundꝛy Bulwarkes by large bꝛeaches ſaltable,and were 
entred into the diches: was contented at length, to ſet apart theyꝛ owne great ſtomakes, and by encly⸗ 
nyng to wyſdome, to open theyꝛ eares to the Conſtables motions and offers. Ind ſo by treatie and ho⸗ 
noꝛable compact, accoꝛded to deliuer the Towne to the frenche king, after the ſpace of eyght dayes, oz 
mo2e,yf tyme ſo required, wherein he myght honozably, ſafely, freely,and warlykelp retyze by Sea 
the whole garriſon vnder his charge, with ail maner of ryches,artyUery,munition,4 other thinges 
belongyng to any Englyche perſon. Foz the dopng wherof, beyng hym ſelfe hurt in the thygh with a 
ſhot at a bꝛeache, he committed the pꝛincipall charge therof to ſir Pugh Pawlet, ſir Maurice Denis, 
knyghtes, and the knyght Marſhall maiſter Randolph, who at this p:efent are therin occupped. 
And this is the trueth of the tuff and necellarp cauſe of returne of the ſayd Lieuetenaunt, Capteynes, 
and garriſon: Such a cauſe as hath conſtrapned both Heathen and Chꝛiſtian Emperours, to do the 
pke, oꝛ ſometymes thynges oflefle aduauntage to them ſelues. And therefoze the courrages and 
actiuities of the ſayde garriſon, hauyng ben ſuch,as thennemies haue not let by many meanes to re- 
commende beyonde theyꝛ accuſtomed maner : Ind ſythen it can not be denyed, but that the plage in 

the Towne hath herein bꝛought that to paſſe, that by mans fozce was eyther not poſſible, oz other: 
wiſe not lykely: Ber Maieſtie doubteth not, but all theſe her true, good, and valiaunt ſubiectes, ha⸗ 
uyng thus ſerued, and nowe returnyng to theyꝛ habitations, ſhall fynde at this tyme (as they haue 
well merited) fauour, helpe, and charitable ſucconr, accoꝛdyng to they: eſtates, and hereafter honoz, 
loue,and pꝛayſe of they: countrey, whylelk they lpue,

Pet lithens that 
tyme, ſundꝛy of the ſayd kynges lubiectes foꝛ pꝛiuate lucre, abuſyng her Maieſties good intention notified in the 
layde pzoclamation, haue ſought to colour the goodes and marchaundize of the French, beyng her Pateſttes 
enemies. both commyng out, and paſſpng into Fraunce, as apparently hath ben pꝛoued in ſund2zy cauſes duelye 
txamined and tryed, and remapnyng to be ſhewed, Jn reſpect wherof,certayne of her Maieſties ſubiectes, which 
accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ dueties be armed vpon the Seas, to offende the Frenche beyng enemies, haue ben moze curi⸗ 
ous to wardes ſome of the lapde kyng ol Spaynes ſubiectes, in ſearchyng of the ſayde deceiptes of colourpng of 
the Frenche goodes, and thervpon of late, fundzpe complapntes haue ben made by certapne of the ſapde Kynges 
ſubtectes, that certapne Englyſhe men of warre, bepng vppon the Scas, haue moleſted them, and in ſome parte 
ſpoyled them, ndherof her Maieſtie hath vpon continuance of her koꝛmer intention towardes the mainteinance 
or good amitie with her ſapde good bzother the kyng ol Spapne and his ſubicctes, appoynted ſpeciall commiſſio- 
ners ol truſt, to haue an extraoꝛdinary power and aucthozitte,to Heare, and ſpedely to determine and redꝛeſſe all 
ſuch complaintes, without delay of pꝛoceſſe, and with moꝛe celeritie then is adminiſtred to any ol her owne natu- 
rall ſubiectes, In which pꝛoceding although her Maieſtie onderſtandeth, that her lapde good brothers ſubiectes 
receaue much latiſfaction : pet fo2 that the nuinb2e ort her ſubiectes and ſhippes of warre, that are pꝛelently vpon 
the Seas, and are lykely to go to the Seas this ſpꝛyng, to the offence of the French, are ſo great and many, and of 
ſo diuers pozte townes and countreys, as it appeareth very harde, howe a good accompt may be made, ol euery of 
them beyng lo many,ſpectally conſidering the daylp colouryng of the French wares by the ſayd kynges ſubicctes 
enerealeth manifeſtly . Therfoze her Maieſtie ſtyll perſiſtpng in her fozmer fauour towardes her ſayde good bꝛo⸗ 
thers ſubicctes, and to withſtande all diſozders agaynſt her other frendes, hath fo: ſome moꝛe ſuretie towardes 
them, thought meete by aduile of her counſayle,to pꝛouide as foloweth, whiche is as muche as can be deuiſed, 
Fri, her Maieſtie ſtrayghtly chargeth and commaundeth all maner her ſubiectes, that ſhall perceaue epther on 
the Seas, oꝛ in any Pozt, Hauen, oꝛ Creke of this Realme, oꝛ in the Realme of Jrelande, any perſon that may be 
luſpected by any lykely meane, to haue hurt oz endamaged any lubiect of the kyng of Spaynes, oꝛ that ſhall haue 
any goodes oꝛ marchaundize, that ſhall ſeme to haue ben taken fromany of the ſayde kynges ſubtectes, duryng 
theſe warres with Fraunce, that they and euerp of them, ſhall employe them ſelues to the beſt of theyꝛ power, to 
appꝛehende, oꝛ cauſe to be appꝛehended, the perſons ſo ſuſpected to haue offended : koꝛ the whiche they: doinges, 
theythal haue conuenient rewarde, And yk any ſhippe ſhall come into any Poꝛt, wherof there halbe any ſuſpi- 
tion, that the owners oꝛ occupyers therof haue dammaged any of the ſayde kynges ſubicctes : the wiſeadmirall 
of that coaſt, 02 the Maio, 02 other head officer there, in the abſence of the daiſeadmirall, ſhall cauſe the tayde veſ- 
lell and the perſons therin ſuſpected, to be ſtayed, vpon payne yr they thalbe therein negligent,to be punyſhed as 
abbettours to the offendours, and therof,and of the pꝛoues oꝛ cauſes of ſuſpition, ſhall immediatlye geue know⸗ 
ledge to the Commiſſioners appoynted foz thoſe cauſes of depꝛedations, that immediate oꝛder be taken foꝛ trpall

Ind yk the partyes refuſpng to geue alluraunce of ſulkict- 
ent ſureties, ſhall ſeme to be ſuſpected that they haue not behaued them ſelues well towardes her Maieſtieg 
frendes, they (hall alſo be ſtayed, vntyll the fozeſayde Commiſſianers ſhall determine therof, 

Ind becauſe of late ſome complayntes haue ben made by certayne Scottyſh men in generalitie, agaynſt come 
Englyche men of warre, foz euyll vſpng of them vpon the Seas, wherein particuler oꝛders are alredy geuen foz 
trpall and redꝛeſſe of the ſame : Her Maieſtie wylleth, that ſuch care be had of the well vſyng of the ſubiectes of 
her good ſyſter the Muene of Scottes, as the great amitie betwixt they: two Maieſties and theyꝛ countreys and 
people, doth necellaryly requpꝛe. Foz that her Maieſtie woulde haue nothyng omitted on her parte, that myght

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, | ſuch hyndzaunce appeared lykely to enſue to the ſubiectes on both partes, ag 
Fe 75 / IF 4 it was motioned and thought mete by vs both that a metyng and dyet ſhould 
—— be deuiled and accoꝛded within ſome conuenient tyme, koꝛ the redꝛelle of ſuche 

matters as were pꝛetended to be the cauſes of the lapd pꝛohibitions. Ind nowe by pꝛoces of tyme it is become 

manikeſt.that although the fozeſatd pꝛohibitions were of theyꝛ o wne nature hurttull to the ſubiectes on both 
* pabti:8, das therol depended an expectation of a redzelle fo; both our ſubiectes : yet the vſage and maner of 
: Fecution of the lame pzohibitions, on the other ſyde, do nowe directly and notoꝛioully benefite and enriche 
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ny the ſuhiectes and inhabitauntes of the ſaid lowe Countries, and directly and notoztoully hurt a iniurie 
5 ſubiectes, not only by the playne ſtoppyng and reſtrapnyng of our marchauntes from theyꝛ aun⸗ 
clent trade fccuſtomed into thoſe Countries: but by the continuall hauntyng into our Realme of them onlp 
| of elowe Countrie, and by ſtuffyng and burdenyngour Realme with all ſuperfluous and bnnedefull 
walks tuen contrary to they: owne pꝛohtbitiong. and conſequently by carring away the treaſure a monyes 
out of our Realme. Foz although by generall woꝛdes of their pꝛohibitions. the wollen clothes of our Realme 
are vttcrly fozbydden to be bꝛought thyther. vpon a pꝛetence of infection, and lykewyfe other commodities 
wherevpon our handpcraftcs people ſhoulde labour, be ſtrayghtiy fozbydden to be bꝛought hither by anp per⸗ 
ſon out of the ſapde lowe Countries: Notwithllanding it is well knowen.that the greater part of thoſe com⸗ 
modities, come oziginally from hygh Almapne and other Remote Countries, and haue as it were but they? 
pallage thzough thoſe lo we Countries, yet a great number of people of the ſame lowe Countries, epther ag 
contempnyng they owne p2ohibitions, oz hauyng by ſpectall labour ſome ſecrete licences, do dayly carry, as 
they haue all this ſommer allo vſed to do, all ſuch clothes, without any ſcruple of infection, as thep can by 
any meanes with fauour, and ſometyme without knowledge of officers, obteyne to be tranſpoztedout of our 
Kealme, andlykewyſe ceaſſe not to bꝛyng great quantities of all kynde of wares, and ſpectally ſuche as are 
moll ſuperfiuous,into this our Kealme, returnyng foz the ſame, as experience doth pꝛoue, monpes and plate 
from hence, in all the lecreteſt maner that they can. hervpon although we haue bozne here with very long. 
ret no we we are neceſlaryly compelled to pꝛouide ſpedye remedye foz our louyng ſubtectes, acco2dyng to the 
naturall care whiche we are bounde to haue of the publique eſtate of our tayde ſybiectes, in matters ſo 
manifeſtly ſought to vndo them, Foz the reliele whereof, we are alſo dayly ſucd vnto by the company of our 
Marchauntes aduenturers, who haue not ſhipped any clothes out of this Realme, as they were accuſtomed, 
infothoſe lo we Countries, by the ſpace of theſe thirtene monethes, beyng therby ſoze charged with the com» 
modities remapnyng vpon theyꝛ handes: That although vpon long expectation of ſome common oꝛder to 

be taken betwixt vs and the counſell of our good bother rulyng foz hym in the ſapde lowe Countries, thep 
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haue to theyꝛ great charges,remayned without tradyng any kynde of marchaundizes, eyther into, oꝛ out of 


thoſe Countries: pet it myght pleaſe vs to haue compaſſion of them, and to permit them with our kauour, 
and without further delay, to carpe theyꝛ Clothes which were ſhipped fyue monethes paſled. into ſome other 
places and countries mete koꝛ them, conſideryng they ſee nother libertie, noꝛ ſuertie to reſoꝛt into the lowe 
countries, as they were accuſtomed. And further, that this vnozdinate viage of the Marchauntes cf the

And next, we do oꝛdeyne and ſfkrayghtly charge and comaunde, 
that vntyll theſe late great diſozders and interruptions of the entercourſe by thele pꝛohibitions and ſpectallp 
by the notable parciall miſbſage therof ſhalbe refourmed and repapꝛed (wherevnto fo2 our parte we are ſo 
wyllyng. as we wyl refuſe no reaſonable meanes)no maner commoditie, wares, oꝛ marchaundizes.growing, 
wꝛought, oꝛ pꝛouided in the ſaydlowe Countries, oꝛ compng th:ough the ſame, chalbe from the publication 
hereof, by any maner of perſon, trantpoꝛted from the ſapde lowe Cotntries,hyther into this our Kealme, oz

oltentymes bozowed of other marchauntes, ſubiectes to the ſayde kyng in his owne lowe countreys, and as other 
pꝛinces haue done lately in the very lyke caſes, The lyke maner was vled towardes a ſhip Iping neare Southamp- 
ton laden with wolles, and wherin alſo treaſure was, and in apparaunt daunger or Frenchmen houering vpon that 
toalt, who had made great offers to the officers there, onlye to withdꝛawe their defence : koꝛ whiche purpoſe, her ma⸗ 
feſtie ſent her captayne of the Ille ol might koꝛ ſecuritie, to haue the ſame likewiſe pꝛeſerued from the Frenche, and 

to be taken on lande: as if it had not ben, the Frenche had taken it within koure and t wentie houres after, whiche al⸗ 
ſo was knowen to belong vnto marchauntes, and ſo is to be notoꝛiouſly pꝛoued. Ind befoze the ſayde captayne had 
taken care to ſee the ſame pꝛeſerued, it is knowen what ſummes of money were offred to hym, to haue only left the 
ſip wherin the woolles were, alter the money taken on land, remayning to be vndekended: which the ſayd captayne 
woulde not ſuffer,but armed certayne ſouldiers to very great charges by ſea, whiche pzeſently pet do continue to 
garde the ſayde ſhip, And during this time, whylelt this was in oꝛdering, the Spantſhe amballadour came to her mas 
ieſtie about the. xrix. ot December, bꝛyngyng with hym fromthe Duke of Alua a ſhoꝛt letter, onip of credence, ther- 
vpon required, that the veſſels and money ſtayed in the poꝛtes might be put to libertie, as belonging to the lipng his 
maiſter, To whom her maieltieaunſwered,that che had in her doynges (ik it were the kynges) che wed hym great 
pleaſure to ſaue it from the Frenche, ſhewing hynk therin ſome particularities of the diligence ok her officers, but ſhe 

was inkourmed that it belonged to ee, and herein within foure oꝛ five dapes ſhe (houlde vnderſtande 
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more ryerok, and aſſured hym on herhottoz, that nothyng Goulde be herein done, that in reaſon ſhoulde miſcontenc 
the kyng her good b2other, as he choulde allo knowe within foure oz fiue dayes at his next commyng. Ind ſo he de⸗ 
parted, not ſeemyng but to alo we of the auntwere. Ind her mateltie in the meane tyme hauyng accoꝛdyng to 
her expectation aunlwere from the welt countrey, where vpon the intended to haue ſatiſfied the ambaſſadour at his 
commyng (which ſhe loked foꝛ accoꝛdyng to her appoyntment) not only foz the deliuery of the ſapde ſhippes and trea⸗ 
ſure, fo2 ſuch poꝛtion as myght appeare fo belong to the ſayde kyng: but alſo to haue perkourmed her kirſt offer, to 
haue geuen conduct foz the ſame by lande oz by lea. Che kirſt intelligence bꝛought to her mateſtie (without any res 
turne of the amballadour) was, that all her ſubiectes, goodes, marchaundizes, and ſhippes, were arreſted, taken, 
and kept at Ind werpe as p2yſoners, the very ſame pꝛelent xxix. day that the ambaſſadour was with her mateſtie, ſo 
as it kalleth out to euery mans vnderſtandyng, that howeſoeuer her mateſtie had then ſatiſfied the ambaſſadour 
the lame xxix. day, all her ſubiectes and their goodes had ben neuercheleſle arreſted, as they were at Indwerpe the 
ſame day, r2herevbpon her maieſtie nowe leaueth it to the iudgement of all the woꝛlde, to conſider not only whether 
ſuch a pꝛetence was lullicient to cauſe ſo ſodaine, fo violent, andſo generall arreſt to be made with koꝛce, inſuch ma⸗ 
ner, and at the tyme it was: but alſo in whom any default ſhalbefounde, whatloeuer may folowe hereof, her ma⸗ 
ieſtfe hauyng had no intention to milcontent the kyng of Spayne, noꝛ to poſſeſſe any thyng belongyng to his ſubs 
iectes, otherwiſe then with their good wyll, vpon tulte, reaſonable, and vſuall conditions. And thus much? her 
maieſtie hath thought conuenient to notifie to all perſons, fo teſtimonie of her ſinceritie, and foz maintenaunce of 
her actions, whatſoeuer they ſbalbe, whervnto ſhe may by this meanes be pꝛouoked.

fo: the ſayde two Carles, with whom he conferred of thoſe rumours; who as they coulde not denie 
but that they had hearde of ſuch, yet (as it nowe alterwarde appeareth) falſely than dillemblyng , they

HeQNueenes Maieſtie beyng infourmed, that in a late rebellion attemp⸗ 
ted by Leonard Dacres in Cumberlande, within the weft Wardenry vp⸗ 
> W | ponthe frontiers of Scotland, the great number of her ſubiectes that 
„ 8 came to hym, were abuſed and falſely allured to ayde him, partly koꝛ de- 
A fence of his poſſeſſion which he had gotten of certaine houſes whervnto 
Ahe pꝛetended title, though againſt the oꝛder ofthe lawes of the Realme, 
| and partly to withſtand certaine incurſions that he vutruely pretended, 
ſhoulde be ſhoztly made into thoſe bozders by the outlawes ol Scotland, 
| Aland the Rebelleslately fled out of Englande: And nowe ſence the ſapde 
— Dacres contrary to his falſe perſwaſions, hath manifeſtly declared him ſelfe by his trayto⸗ 
rous actes, to haue aſlembled this power only to make anewe rebellion againſt her Maieſtie and the 
crowne of this Realme: The multitude of her ſayd pooze tubiectes which were by ſuch falſe and trays 
toꝛous deuicesallured to come to him in koꝛce and armes, without knowledge of his traytoꝛous inten- 
tes, haue moſtlamentably acknowledged and confeſſed their erroꝛs, and with clamoꝛs and outerpinges 
haue accurſed the ſayde Leonarde Dacres, as a moſt wicked and pernitious traytoꝛ, making molt pitt- 
full intercefſions, by meanes ol her Maieſties right truſty and welbeloned coſyn the Loꝛde of Punſdon, 
gouernour of the towne of Barwicke, and Loꝛde warden of the eaſt marches to warde Scotlande, that 
"they might be receaued to her Maieſties mercie, and haue their pardons, with kull intent to be hereal⸗ 
ter during their liues, moꝛe caretull how to be abuſed, in like maner to aſſemble and arme themſelues 
vpon pꝛouocation ofany pꝛiuate ſubiect, hauyng no office noꝛ auctozitie vnder her Maieſtie, as in deede 
the ſayde Leonarde Dacres had none. Yerevpon her Maieſtie beyng ſpectally mooued by the infozmas 
tion ol her ſayde colyn the Lo2d of Yunſdon, and alto ol theLozde Scroope her warden vpon the ſame 
welt bozders, aſwell of the abuſe and erroꝛs of her ſayde ſnbiectes, as of their repentanuce (among 
| whom, to her Maieſties great comfozt, no gentleman of blood and eſttmation hath ben as yet founde 
to haue offended) hath ben pleaſed to extende her mercie in this ſozt following, That it halbelefullfoz 
all her ſapd ſubiectes, which in this rebellion were in company with the ſayde Leonarde Dacres, oz 
any wyſe attendyng o2 allyſting hym the xix. and xx. of the laſt moneth of Febꝛuary, to returne to their 
habitations and dwellyng places, and immediatly aſſoone as they may, to geue knowledge tothe Loꝛd 
Warden of the ſayde welt marches, oz to the Dherifle ol any of the chyꝛes where their habitations were 
bekoꝛe their offences, oz to fuch inferioꝛ officers as they ſhall appoint foz that purpoſe. And there vpon 
her Maieſlie wylleth and commaundeth, that no maner of officer oz other perſon, chall moleſt them in 
their perſons, goods, chattelles, oz landes, foz their aſlyſtyng and aydyng of the ſayde Leonard Dacres 
in his ſayde treaſon : ſo as euer ſuch perſon after notice geuen to the ſayde Lozde warden, Sheryffe , oz 
their miniſters, ſhall by the direction of them, ſubmit them ſelues to luch ozders as by them chalbe noti⸗ 
fied, fo recognition ok their offences: and ſo conſequently euery of them thall haue and enioy theyꝛ full 
pardons from her Mateſtie , whenſoeuer they chall ſue fo2 the ſame in the Chauncery. 

Pꝛouided alwayes that this her Maieſties pardon fhallnot extende by any conſtruction to the ſayde 
Leonarde Dacres, noꝛ any ofhis bꝛethꝛen, noꝛ to any that dyd befoze offende in the late rebellion with 
the two Earles of Nozthumberlande a weltmerlande,noz to any Juſtices ot Peace, Conſtables, Uyues, 
Baylifies of Townes, oꝛ lande Seriantes: noz to any that at the publication of this Pꝛoclamation 
halbe in pꝛylon deteyned loꝛ this rebellion: noz to any perſons that ſhall be by the Loꝛde warden ol the 
weſt bozders, thought fo: their wyllull and contemptuous behauiour in this rebellion, oz foz lacke of 
their due repentaunce vn woꝛthy ol this mercy: fo as the names ok the ſayde perſons lo to be thought vn⸗ 
worthy, be in wzytyna let vp to be read g openly ſeene at the market crolle of Carlile , oz other market 
n rds the day ol the publication hereof, | 
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And becauſe the vnwo2thynelle of the fayde traytour Leonard Dacres, may in tome part the moze 
appeare to ſuche as be ignoꝛaunt thereof, her Maieſtie is content it be vnderſtande, that as che hath 
ben by the goodneſle of her nature abuſed by the two late Carles of Nozthumberlande and Weſtmer- 
lande, ſo was ſhe euen in the beginning of the ſaide Carles rebellion contented, vpon ſute made by the 
ſayde Leonarde Dacres ( notwithſtandyng che had heard that he had ben the ſommer bekoze ſecretlye 
conuerſant with the ſayde Carles)to admit him at windloz to her pꝛeſence: where being pꝛiuately with 
her ſelfe, he made offers of His ſeruice agaynſt the ſayde Carles, beyng then pꝛoclapmed traytozs, and 
molt earneſtly requeſted her Maieſtie therein to commit truſt to hym, as to a moſt farthfull ſubiect and 
ſeruaunt, vſing many kind of ſpeaches, not without aſſuraunces by othes to pꝛouone her Maieſtie not 
onlye to offer hym her kauour, but to commit to hym charge to repapꝛe into the place where he 
nowe committed this treaſon, and there to ioyne with her warden in ſerutce againſt the ſapde rebelles, 
Accozding whereunto he departed in all haſte, and as hath ben ſince dilcouered to her Maieſtie. dyd then 
immediatly in his tourney comming neere the rebels, rene we his fozmer conſpiracies by ſecret com loꝛ⸗ 
ting the ſayde rebels, with pꝛomiſes ol ayde of men and money, vling koꝛ moze credite the names of 
pꝛinces Ambaſſadours: and after that conſpired with them by letters and mellages, vnder colour of 
gathering of fozce foz ſeruice of her Maieſtie, tohaue traytozoullye deſtroped the lozde Scroope in the 


feelde,+to haue taken the citie and caſtle of Carlile,# there to haue murdered the byſhop.And not beyng 


able to compalle the ſame as he deſyzed,ſeeing the two Earles fozced to flee the Realme, he ſent meſſages 
and letters of his owne hand (which are extant to be ſeene) to certapne in Scotlande, requiring fas 
uour to be ſhewed to the ſayd Carles, and pzomiling (aſloone as he coulde finde tyme) to chew him ſelfe 
an open kreende to them, # ſo did he manifeſtly a traitozouſly perfourmethe ſame, by foztifipng the caſtle 
of Nawarde with men, munition, and vittaile, by aſſemblyng the Qucenes Maieſtieg ſubiectes with 
firing of Beacons, and in the ende linding his power increaſed with a great number of Scottes, diden- 
ter into the playne teelde, againſt the Queenes Mateſttes power vnder the conduct of the lozde of Hunl⸗ 
don, which when he woulde haue vanquiched (as he certainely accompted that he myghtby reaſonof 
his great numbers) he was kozced like a traitoꝛ to flee, and all his owne power vanquithed by the iu⸗ 
ſtice of Almightie God, alliſtyng her Maieſties Wardens of her Eaſt à Middle marches, being in num⸗ 
ber karre inkerioꝛs, but in the goodnes of the cauſe karre ſuperiozs, and ol them thꝛough Gods goodnes 
bery few hurt: whereof it is good koꝛ all perſons to take example, and to beware howe they ſhall follow 
the lewd perl waſions of any other in cauſes vniut againſt their ſoueraigne Lady, beyng by Almightie 
God (as is manifeſtly ſeene) oꝛdeyned to be the ſuperioz and vanquicher of all wicked perſons, and their 
attemptes. 2

He Nueenes Maieſtie doubteth not but it is notoꝛious to all 
perſons of vnderſtandyng both in England a Scotland, in what ſoztcer- 
& 1] taine of her rebellious ſubiectes that lately fled into Scotland, are there 
l not only mayntayned and kept, but ſo wickedly to the diſhonour of God 
2 | fauoured in the cdntinuaunce of their rebellious enterpꝛiles, as ſence 
their entree into that Realme,by the ſuccours of the outlawes, theeues, 
GE and diſo2dered rebellious perſons, lyuyng vpon the frontiers of Scots 
ande (with whom and ſome others of that Realme it is knowen that

= dP they had koꝛmer intelligence, to begyn and pꝛolecute their rebellion)they 
haue ben — to enter, and rebellioufly againſt the lawe ol nature to inuade ſundꝛy partes ok Eng⸗ 
lande beyng their natiue countrep, and that to cruellpe with fire and ſwo2de, as no coniured oz moꝛtall 
enemies coulde haue done moꝛe. Sence which tyme allo her Maieſtie moꝛe playnely vnderſtandeth. that

lande,foz that ſence the lamentable death and hoꝛrible murder ol the late Regent (duryng whoſe Iyfe 


that Realme of Scotlande was free from a multitude ofcalamities no we incident thereto, ſpectallye 
fromthe bꝛeakyng ol common peace / it is ſeene that certayne other perſons within the body of the ſayde 
Kealme,of nomeanecalling,taking their cdmmoditieby the murder of the ſaid Regent. a as it ſeemeth, 
vnnaturally enuiyng the continuaunce of the common peace bet wixt the two nations, and being infec- 
ted with pꝛiuate ambitious a vnquiethumours, do ſtirre vp with all their induſtries certayne factions 
of great troubles in the bowels of their countreys, and therby do geue comkoꝛt, not only to the Engliſhe 
rebelles, but alſo to the Scottiſhe outlawes,theeues,and diſozdered perſons, (which are no ſmall num- 
ber) to continue in their wickedneſle g diſoꝛders, al well agaynſt their owne natiue countrey, as agapnſt 
the ſubiectes of England. Perevpon her Mateſtie hath tome doubt, that theſe aucthours,matinteyners, 
and ſtirrers of theſe wicked enterpziſes, beyng ſo manifeſt agaynſt the lawe ol God and nature, wyll not 
ſpare by their ſedicions,fozged, and colourable engine of craft and malice, to ſlaunder and falſely repoꝛt 
her Maieſties intent, at this tyme in leuiyng a ſendyng ol certayne her koꝛces to her bozders,foz defence 
of the ſame from any kurder inuaſion, and there with to purſue accoꝛdyng to iuſtice her rebellious ſub- 
tectes, and accoꝛdyng to the lawes ol armes, the inuaders of her Kealme, Ind therekoꝛe though her 
Maiellie can not well imagine, but ſuche of the ate of that Realme, as be noble, wyſe, and god» 
lye, and haue an earneſt deſire to conſerue common peace, both among them ſelues, and with her 
Maieſtie, wyll not otherwyſe tudge hereok, then in koꝛmer tymes lhe hath geuen iuſt cauſe to be 
thanked and pꝛayled immoꝛtally, when with her armie certayne yeres paſt beyng entred into the heart 
and pꝛincipall to wneg, poꝛtes, and ſtrength of that Kealme , it is manileſt to the woꝛlde, that ſhe 
neuer ſought oz coueted anye particuler inferreſt in that Realme foz her ſelfe,as (he eaſyly myght: but 
to her great charges, deliuered and made free that Kealme and nation from the poke of koꝛratgne 


* kozces, where with the ſame was then opp2eſled ,as the whole nation thendyd lament ; a pzincely acte 
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woꝛthie of a thankkull memoꝛie of all good a and natural people of that Kealme to beleft to then 


polteritte to behold, Pet becauſe the ſimple multitude, whiche are commoniye and eaſily ſeduced by the 
craftier ſoꝛt hauyng pꝛetence or lome rule, ſhouldenot any wayes feare any euyll oz harme to folowe 
to the good people of the countrey, oꝛ to the publike fate of that crowne, by the armie of her Maieſtie 
nowe to be conducted towardes that Realme: her Maieſtie hath thought meete to publithe to all 
maner of perſons, her intention and plaine meaning herein. Ind therefoze her Maieſtie beyng by due⸗ 
tie which che beareth to almightie God, charged to luppꝛeſſe all rebellions rayſed vp agaynſt God and 
her Realme, and to purſue the ſame rebels, and allo to defende her owne good ſubiectes agaynſt inuaſi- 
ons of theeues, outlawes, enemies, and peace bzeakers, doth and in the woꝛde of a pꝛince aſſure all mas 
ner of perſons, that her intention and certayne meaning is, to ble and treate all the ſubiectes of Scot⸗ 
lande, as louingly and peaceably as her owne (erceptyng onlye ſuch notoꝛious outlawes, theeues, ene- 
mies, and peace bꝛeakers, as haue lately with her rebels inuaded and ſpoyled her Kealme, and ſuche 
others of that nation, as haue and ſhall maintayne and ſuppozt her rebels contrary to the treatiſe be⸗ 
t wixt both the Realmes: Againſt which ſozt of diloꝛdered perſons, accoꝛdyng to the lawe of armes (ers 
cept ſuflicient and reaſonable amendes ſhalbe made) her Mateſtie intendeth to vſeher koꝛces now leui⸗ 
ed, and ſuch further powers as ſhe ſhall haue occaſion newly to leuie. Indtherfoze her Maieſtie hath ge⸗

Foꝛ this purpoſe, her Maieſtie meanyng ſpeedyly to withſtande this manner okextoꝛtions, and vnlekul pꝛacti⸗ 
ſes, and troubles of her ſubfectes, and doubting that the lyk is, oꝛ may be vled in other places of the Realme, though 
pꝛeſently complaint be not thereot made, hath lately commaunded, that al Commiſſions, whiche are extant, and not de⸗ 
termined, koꝛ inquiſition of any manner of concealementez, ſhould be by ſuperſedeas cut ot her Court of Excheauer re⸗ 
uoned. And yet becauſe the kraudes cf ollendours in ſuche caſes doo ſo abounde,as it map be, that they whiche haue al- 
ready begunne, by colour of commiſſions to vſe ſuche extoꝛtions and vexations foꝛ gapne, wyl them leiues conceale the 
reuocation of their Commillions, beyng but by pꝛoceſſe ol ſuperſedeas ; Therefoze her Mateſtie (to notitit this her gra⸗ 
tious diſpoſition moze publique to her ſubtectes, and to ↄꝛocure due puniſhment of the offend:rs, with reſtitution of - 
thinges wꝛongkully taken) geueth fo vnderſtande by theſe pꝛeſentes, that al manner ol Commilltons nowe extant, that 
haue paſſed from any her Courtes,toenquire ofany lanves,tenementes, and hereditamentes, oꝛ ofany goodes,o2 cha- 
tels concealed, oꝛ ſuppoſed to beconcealed befoze the date hereoi, ſhal ceaſſe, and not continue: and that no Commiſſioner 
ſhal, by vertue of any ſuche Commiſlion, charge any perſon toenquice further ofthe contentes or any ſuche Commiſſi⸗ 
on. And pfany manner of perſotiſhal haue tuit cau% to co:nplaine ot anp other, koꝛ any manner of extoztion, oz mil- 
uſage by colour of ſuche Commillion, the ſame ſhal and map exhibite their complaint to the Juſtices of alliſe,now this 
next circuite, oꝛ to any other two oꝛ thꝛee or thꝛ Ju lices of peace in the ſhyꝛe, whom her Maieſtie chargeth to cauſe 
the trueth ofthe complaint to be examined. and the oltendours to be ſeuerelp and ſpeedyly puniched, and to make due 
and large reſtitution. Oꝛ yt the cafes of the extoꝛtion chalbe great, oꝛ that the offendours can not be kounde within the 
Countie:then that certificat be made thereof by the ſayde Jullices of afſiſe, oz the peace, epther to her Maielties pꝛiuie 
Countel,oz to the Loꝛd Keper of the great Seale, to be further tried a punilhed in the Starre chamber. koꝛ a further ex- 
ampte. Ind although her Maieſtie moft gratiouũip in this ſoꝛt meaneth to releeue her ſubtects from wꝛonges a vexati⸗ 
ons, yet therewith her Maieſtie geueth them al to vnderffande, that ſhe intendeth not to fozbeare by fomme better oꝛ⸗ 
dinary meanes, and by perſons of knowen honeltie and wildome, to enquire ok uche landes, and other thynges, ag 
duely and iuſtly do belong to her Crowne, and are withdzawen and concealed, and tothe whiche by the lawes of her 
Realme her Maieſtie is iuffly intituled : wherein ſuche care ſhalbe had, ashereafterno commiſſion chalbe graunted, 
but to ſuch perſons as ſhalbe reputed of ſuch truſt a honeſtie, as ſhal by no meanes geue cauſe to offende any, but ſuche 
as of mere wzong wyl kepe and deteyn? thynges belonging by oꝛder oflawe to the Crowne, to whiche her Datellte 
doubteth not, but al good honelt ſubiectes do beare that duetie and reue rence, as they wyl ycelde they? ſeruice to the 
mayntenaunce thereof, as by the la we of God they are bounde (beſydes they: earthly duetie) to her Maieſtie. 
And kinallp, her Mateſtie woulde haue her Juſtices ot alliſe to haue ſome ſpecial care, not only to the pꝛemiſſes in this 
theyꝛ Seſſiong, but alſo to the refourmyng of certapne couetous and iniurious attemptes, oł diuers that haue ok late 
tyme by other colour then fo: her Maieſties vſe,taken away the Lead of Churches and Chappels, yea and the Belles 
alſo out of Steeples, and other common goodes belongyng to Pariſhes, an example not to be ſuffered vnpunt, 
ſhed, noz vnrefourmed. And ſo her Maieſtie eftſones chargeth her Jultices of allile to pꝛouide ſeuere remedie, both foz 
puniſhment and rekourmation thereof.

ſhoulde be hearde and determined: it is oꝛdeyned that this reſtitution ofthe entercourſe,ſhall remayne from 


the ſayde firſt day of Maye, duryng the ſpace ol two peereg to the intent that Commillioners to be appoyn · 


ted by the ſayde Pꝛinces within two monethes alter the ſayde firſt of aye, may ſpeedyly heare, oꝛder, 


and determine ſuche differences: whiche yk they ſhoulde not be able to do, yet at the ende of the ſayde two 
peeres, pf by the ſayde Pꝛinces inthe meane tyme it be not otherwiſe pꝛouided koꝛ continuaunce of the ſayde 
entercourſe, no new arreſtes ſhould be made of any thynges bꝛought into the countreys ok eyther of the layd 
Pꝛinces duryng the tyme of the ſayde two peeres, but that all thynges ſhall remayne to the owners, with⸗ 
out any diſturbance to be vſed within the Kealme, oꝛ caryed out of the lame, at any tyme within thꝛee mo⸗ 
nethes alter the ende ol the two peeres. 

wherefoꝛe the Queenes Maieſtie hath thought it neceſſarie, lyke as it is agreed that the ſayde Kyng of

the manifeſt decay, not onelyofa great part of the wealth ofthe whole Nealme geo 
N ;nerally is lie to lolo w, by bꝛingyng into the Realme ſuch ſuperfluities of Silkes, 
clothes ok gold, Syluer, and other moſt vaine deuices, or lo great coll fozthe quan⸗ 
HE titfe thereof, as of necellitte the moneyes and ireaſure of the Nealme is and muſte 
be peerelp conucyed out of the lame, to anſweare the layde txcelle: but alſo particu⸗ 
erm the waſting and vndoyng or a great number of young Gentlemen other wile 
— ſeruiſable, and others leekyng by ſhewe of apparel to be elleemed as Gentlemen: 
who allured by the vayne fhewe of thoſe thynges , doo not onely conſume them ſelues, their goodes, and landes, 
whiche their parentes haue left vnto them but alſo runne into ſuche debtes and ſhiltes, as they can not kyue out 
of daunger of lawes, without attemptyng of vnlawlul actes, whereby they are not any waycs ſeruiffable to their 
Countrey, as otherwiſe they might be. Whiche great abuſes tending both tolo manileſt a decay ol the wealth of 
the Realme, and to the ruine of a multitude of leruiſable poung men and Gentlemen. and ol many geod families, 
the Queenes maieſtie hath of her owne pꝛincely wiledome lo conlpdered, es ſhee hath of late with great charge 
to her Counſell, commaunded the ſame to be pꝛelentiy and ſpcediip remedied both in her owne Courte, and in all 
other places of her Realme, accoꝛdyng to ſund:y good Lawes herctofoꝛe pꝛouided.

ſubiectes, in the kyngdomes of Poꝛtugall and Algarbia, and in the Jes of Medera and Izoꝛe: and lpkewyſe 
the ſubiects of the kyng ol Poꝛtugal, in England and Ireland, as they were lawluliy accullomed befoze ö ſayd 
arreſtes. Ind loꝛ that it is meant, that al occaſtons of controuerſies and dillerenceg, that haue happened betwixt 
the ſubiectes ol eyther part, ſince the tyme of the ſapde arrelles, chould be heard and determined: It is oꝛdepned, 
that this reſtitution of the traffiie,ſhal remayne from the ſayde. xb. day or November, turpng the ſpace of thꝛee 
peeres next enſupng, to the intent that divers Commiſſioners (tobe a»popnted by the ſapde Pꝛinces within 
thꝛee monethes alter the ſayde, xv. day ofthis Mouember) map ſpeedyly heare, oꝛder, and determine, ſuche dille⸗ 
rences: And that at the ende of the ſayde thꝛee yeeres, vr by the lade Pꝛinces in the meane tyme it be not other⸗ 
wyle pꝛouided koꝛ continuaunce of the ſapde trafiifie to haue a perpetuall continuaunce, no newe arreſtes ſhal- 
be made ol any thynges bꝛought into the hyn zdomes and Jles atozeſayde,ofcyther ofthe ſayde pꝛinces, duryng 
the tyme of the ſayde thꝛee peereg. Mherekoꝛe the Queenes Maieſtie hath thought it neceſſarie, lxke as it is as 
greed, that the ſayde king ol Poꝛtugall (all do the iplie , to notiſie to al her ſubiectes the pꝛemiſſes, to thintent 
they may (as they ſhall fynde meete and conuenient ) reſoꝛt to the kyngdomes and Jlandes afozeſayd of the ſayd 
kyng, and there vle the lawfull and free tra line of Marchaundizes, as beloꝛe the laſt reſtrapnt was lawlully by 
them vled: Chargyngthem to geue none occaſion efoffence to the layd king oꝛ his ſubiecteg, but to behaue them 
ſelues in ſuche ſoꝛte, as thamitie bet wirt the lapde Pꝛinces, and tratfine bet wixt their ſubiectes map continue, 
to the honoꝛ and comkoꝛt ofthe Pꝛinceg, and the mutuaſl concoꝛde and benelite of they2 people. The lite wherof, 
it is accoꝛded ſhalbe perloꝛmed on the ſaid kings part, loꝛ him a his ſubiects, reſoꝛting into any of her Maieſties 
dominions:to who alſo ſhalbe ſhewed like kauoꝛ koꝛ maintenance ol their ſaid traffifie,as in times paſt befoze the 
arreſt hath ben. And loꝛ moꝛe ful ample declaration ot both theyꝛ Paicſties good intent. loꝛ the pzeſeruation 
of the ſayd amitie and friendſhip bet wene them. a they: ſapd Realmes and ſubiccl es: it is oꝛdered and agreed on 
both partes, that neyther of they: ſayb Mateſties ſhal recexue any Pirate oꝛ Nouer, into any of the Poztes oz 
Creefies of eyther of theyꝛ Realmes, Dominions, and Countrepes, which map, and ſhal haue committed any 
piracie 02 robberie vppon eyther ol theyꝛ Subiectes, noz ſhall che we any faucur, geue any ayde oz ſucceur, 
oꝛ ſuſter any to be geuen directly oꝛ indirectly to the ſayde Roucrs oꝛ Pirates. Ind moꝛeouer, that neyther of 
theyꝛ ſayde Maieſties ſhal,duryng the tyme of the ſayde amitie and fr;endſhip.tn eyther of theyꝛ hyngdome s, oꝛ 
any place of theyꝛ Dominions,fauour.enterteyne, recepue, oꝛ releyne, noꝛ ſufferto be fauoured, enterteyned, re⸗ 
cepued, oꝛ retepned, by any of they: ſubiecteg, any Rebels, Traptours, oꝛ Fugitiues, ſubiectes to eyther of they; 
ſapde Maieſties, noꝛ geue any ade, fauour,o2 aſliſtance, oꝛ uller to be geen, to any ſuch Nebels, Traytours,

- £2Fugitiues . Per Maielfie therſoze chargeth, and frafghtly com maundeth, (hat no ſuch Rouer oꝛ Pirate, ha⸗ 
uyng committed any ſpople oꝛ outrage vpon any of the ſapde Kynges ſubiectes, be hereafter recepued oz ſufiered 
within any ol her Maieſties Poꝛtes oꝛ Creekes: neyther any ol the ſayde Pꝛinces Rebels, Traptours, oꝛ Fugi⸗ 
tiues (being publiſhed, oꝛ other wyſe notilied to be ſuche) be receyued,fauoured, oꝛ mayntepned within any of 
her Maieſtics Dominions, vpon payne of her Maieſties hygh diſpleaſure , and as they wylaunſweare to it at 
theyꝛ vttermolt peryls. And foz that it may fal out, by reaſon ol the publication ol this pzefent accoꝛde here with⸗ 
in her Maicſties Dominions, that ſome of her Maieſties ſubiectes may happen to trafike into the kynges 
lapd kyngdomes, and loꝛ want ol not vnderſtanding this pꝛeſent concluſion and agreement, by the ſaxd kynges 

uniſter, be arreſted there: it is alſo accoꝛded, that vpon notice geuen vnto the ſayde kyng, the ſhippes ſo arreſted 
alter the ſayde. rb. day or this Mouember, halbe immedtatly releaſed, without any {urther pꝛoce ſſe ol la we, vpon 
bare notice and intimation ol the lame. And foz better alſuraunce ol her Maieſties ſayd ſubtectes in theyꝛ quiet 
and free traſtke, it is pꝛomiſed by the kinges Ambaſſadour here, that he wyl geue letters ol notilication ofthe 
ſayde concluſion to the kyng his maiſter, vnto al ſuche marchantes and ſubiectes as ſhal requpꝛe the ſame, fo2 
theyꝛ better laletie. Mhereol her Maie ſlie thought it neceſſarie to make this cfler of aſſurance pꝛomiled by the 
ſayde Ambaſladour in the name of the kyng his maiſter, to be knowen vnto her ſapde ſubicctes, to thende they 
map be better aſſured howe to deale, and what meanes they haue to vſe [oz they? ſaſetie, in caſe any ſuch arreſt 
ſhoulde happen, vntyl lyke publication be made within the ſaxde Kynges Realmes and Dominions, as is here 
publiſhed on her Mateſttes part.

regarde had to the great myſcheele that thereby groweth to the common wealth haue 


great quantities ot wool, contrary to her Maieſties good and gracious meanyng, whereupon the ſapdelicences were 
graunted: but in paſſyng the bondes of their licences, by buying yerely greater quantitie of wool then they ought to 
do, ſo that the Clothiers can buy litle oꝛ none, but ſuche as is very courſe, oꝛ els at ſuche exceſſiue pꝛices, as they can not 
make theyꝛ pꝛincipal thereof agapne: whereby her Maieſtie vnderſtandeth, that without ſome reſtraynt of the ſayde 
licences loꝛ ſome reaſonable tyme, there ſhall lolo we great want to the Clothiers to continue theyꝛ trade,foz maynte- 
naunce al wel ol them ſelues, as ol great multitudes ok pooꝛe people liuing only vnder them, to the decay ol diuers good 
townes, whiche are cheelely mapnteyned by the Clothiers. Thereloꝛe by the aduice of her Counſell, her Maieſtie

peached: Her Maleſties meaning and pleaſure is, that euery ſuch perſon ſhalbe admitted to make ſuch

Boates, but alſoſufficiently furniſhed with Armour, and Artillery of all ſoztes, both foꝛ Sea Land:

greater lummes , peerely ſent out of this our Realmeof England is by vs exp ended there a thing euident⸗ 
ly knowen to all our good Subiects in that Realme. Therefoze our expꝛeſle pleaſure and ſtreight com 
maundement is, as reaſon alſo doth require, that the ſaid Cuſtoines 02 Subſidics vpon euery Tonne 
wine, in their ſeueral natures, as befoꝛe i:e continued and paide: and that euery article, clauſe,xbzaunci; 
ofthe ſame Statute, and enery foꝛfaiture and penaltie be from hencefoxth (and till the ſame Acte be a- 
gaine renued by Parliament, which foꝛ ſome neceſſary occaſions hath bene foꝛboꝛne foꝛ a time but ment 
to be called) duely per foꝛmed, obſerued and kept, as fully and effectually as ik the lame Statute had lon⸗ 
ger continuance. And that in all ſuch pointes, wherein queſtion may grow vpon this our Pꝛoclamation, 
the wozdes of the fozeſaid Acte ſhall expound and declare our plealure and meaning in that behalfe. And 
albeit we doubt not of the good confoumitie of all our louing Subiects, to obey this our oꝛder and com⸗ 
maundement, and therein to follo we the example of this our Kealme of England, where the like Cu- 
ſtomes and greater, no difference being made betweene the Subiect and the Stranger that bzing in 
the wines are leuied without contradiction, oz diſcontentment, oz without either Acte ol Parliament oz 
Pꝛoclamation: pet vf any one, of a ſtubburne oz vndutifullminde,ſhould ſhew obſtinacie, oꝛ moue others 
to diſlike hereol: foz the coꝛrection and puniſhment of ſuch (yk any ſhall ſo farfooꝛth foꝛget their dueties 
we ſtraightly charge and commaund all Maiozs,Sherifes, Soueraignes, Poꝛtriues, and all other our 
Officers and louing Subiectes,not onely to appꝛehend and bꝛing ſuch diſobedient x vnduetikull perſons 
befoze our Deputie, Juſtice, and other Gouernour of that our Kealme, oꝛ the Gouernoꝛs of the particu- 
lar Pꝛouintes: but allo that they alliſt a giue aide to the Collectoꝛ of our Caſualties, and his deputies to 
leauie, take, and reteiue the ſaide Cuſtomes a dueties to our vſe, in as ample maner and fozme, as pf the 
ſaid Acte did remaine in his full foꝛce, whereof you may not faile, as vou will an were at your extreme 
perils.

A V4 publike Officers in Shires, Townes, and other publike places duely ex⸗ 

PA Qᷓęecuted, as by the ſaide pꝛoclamations was oꝛdꝛed, but haue in a generalitie 
bene neglected, and ſo the diloꝛder growne ſo great in common carping of 
agges, Piſtolles, and ſuch lite, not onely in Cities and Townes, and in 
all partes ofthe Kealme in common high waies, whereby her Maieſties good qupet people, deſirous to liue 
in peaceable maner, are in feare and daunger of their liues to trauel abꝛoade fox their neceſſarie buſineſſe, by 
meanes of the multitude of the cuil diſpoſed, who contrary to the Lawes and her Maieſties pꝛoclamations 
do ſo commonly cary ſuch offenſiue weapons, being in time of peace onely meete fo: theeues, robbers a mur⸗ 
derers: Mhercupon her Maieſtie by the aduice of her Counſel,and vpon the general complaint made of the 
multitude ot her peaceable people, doeth giue ſtreight charge to all maner officers to whom the execution of 
the fozmer pꝛoclamations did apperteine, that immediatly vpon the publication hereof, they do with ſpeede 
take oder how the contents of the foꝛelaid pꝛoclamations may be ſpecdily put in due execution. And to that 
end her Maieſtie chargeth all Maioꝛs, Shiriues, Bailiffes, and other head Officers of Cities and townes 
cozpozate, and all Juſtices of Peace within all Counties and other places hauing any ſpeciall liberties, that 
they do aſſemble them ſelues in ſome accuſtomed places, and there to ſet downe certaine oꝛder, and appoynt 
ſpeciall miniſters, not onely to enquire of the default of the execution of the foꝛelaide Pꝛoclamations, but 
allo to pꝛoceede duely tothe execution thereof, 

Ind furthermoze , where her Maieſtie vnderſtandeth that beſides the enoumties growne by lacke of 
execution of theſayd Pꝛoclamations againſt the common vſage of Dagges and Piſtolles, there is an other 
greater diſozder growne of common carying abꝛoade both in Townes and Fields, of great Pieces, as Har- 
quebuzes, Calliuers and ſuch like, vnder colour of learning oz exerciſing to ſhoote therein, to the ſeruice at 
Muſters appoynted inſundzie Counties foz the common ſeruice of the Realme, (a matter to be in good ſozte 
fauoured, but not to be miluſed) by which meanes, thꝛough the generall carying ok them in places not ap⸗ 
poynted fox ſuch muſters, and by the frequent ſhooting with them in and neere Cities, Townes cozpozate, 
ozthe Suburbes thereof where great multitude of people do liue, refide, and trauaile vp and downe fox 
their neceſſarie bulineſle, many harmes do enlue, and occaſions like to encreaſe of great danger, by ſuch liber⸗ 
tie permitted foꝛ the ble of ſuche offenſiue weapons in places not conuenient. Foz theſe conliderations, and 
ko: the conſequences ot ſundzie miſchienes that may enſue, her Maieſtie by like aduicc of her Counſell, doth 
tommaunde and charge all maner her ſubiects of what eſtate ſo euer they be, from henceloꝛth to foꝛbeare fro 
ſhooting in any maner of Handgunnes, Harquebuzes, Calliuers, oz ſuch like, of what name ſo euer they be, 
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either charged with Bullet oz without, in any place, but onely at and in the plates that are oz thallbeap- 

poynted foꝛ common Muſters, by the direction of the Commiſſioners foꝛ generall Muſters, oz els at and 
in ſuch places as are, oꝛ ſhall be appoynted to be meete places, either within great Cities oꝛ the Suburbes 
of the ſame, oz in places karre of from Townes of habitation, fox the exercile of Shooting in ſuch pieces 
as is afoꝛeſayde, and foꝛ the learning to ſhoote in the ſame places. And that no ſuch Picce be charged 
with Shot oꝛ Powder, but at, oꝛ in the ſame place ſo limited foz Musters, oz fox exerciſeof Shooting, 
And if any perſons being Irtificers, makers of ſuch Pieces in any place, ſhall haue cauſe to trie ſuch 
Pieces, either fox the ſatiſfaction of them ſelueg, oꝛ ok any that ſhall deſireto buy the lame, the triall thereok 
ſhall allo be at the ſayde places ſo limited, and at none other. And ik any perſon ſhall hereafter attempt 
the contrary to the bꝛeache ok thele her Highnelles commaundementes, that the ſame ſhalbe committed to 
pꝛilon, by any Officerhauing charge to ſee the keeping of the Peace, oꝛ being any puncipall oz chiele Offt- 
cer within any of the ſayde Cities oꝛ Townes coꝛpozate, there to remaine by the ſpacc of two Moncthes 
at the leaſt. And the Piece and Shot ſo miluled to be ſeaſcd and kept, and ſent to any ok her Maieſties Ok⸗ 


ficersof Oꝛdinance oꝛ Caſtcls where any Oꝛdinance is kept, that ſhalbe next to the lame place, there to re⸗ 


maine. Ind vpon any leconde Offence to be committed to cloſe Pꝛilon, and there to remaine vntil the ſame 
ſhalbe expꝛeſſely bailed by commaundement ok her Maieſtie, oꝛ of ſixe of her pꝛiuie Counſel, 

Further moꝛe, her Maieſtie in like ſoꝛt commaundeth, that no maner of Perſon ſhall vſe any Shooting 
in any ſuch ſmall Pieces, within two myles of any houſe where her Maieſtie ſhall reſide, during the time of 
her Maieſties reſiding, vpon like paine as befoꝛe is expꝛeſſed. And to that ende her Maieſtie chargeth her 
Marcſchalofhcr houſe, to be carefull by him ſelfe and his Miniſtcrs,to ſee the due obleruation thereok. And 
if he ſhall ſinde any to offende therein, not onely to tommit the ſame to pꝛiſon, but allo to aduertile her Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, oꝛ her pꝛiuie Counſell thereof, that ſome furder extraoꝛdinarie puniſhment may be extended vpon ſuch 
audacious perſons, as ſhall aduenture to offend ſo neere to the place, where her Maieſties perſon ſhalbe. 

And where as diuers oklate peres haue vſed to weare pꝛiuie Cotes, and Doublets of defence, therby in⸗ 
tending to quarrell, and make frayes vpon other bnarmed, and pꝛeſume audaciouſly to apparell them ſelues 


with the ſaid pune Armour, not onely in Cities, Townes, and publike aſſemblie, but within her Maieſties 


Court whereloeuer, to the great offence # contempt ok her Highnes,and okher Lawes, and to the hurt ok di⸗ 
ucrs her Maieſties good ſubiects. Therfoꝛe her Maieſtie doth expꝛellely pꝛohibite + foꝛbid all and cuery of 
her ſubiects whatfocuer,the wearing of any ſuch Pꝛiuie oz ſecret kinde of Cote, oꝛ Doublet of Defence. And 


. further her Maieſties expꝛelle pleaſure is, that all her Juſtices of peace, Maioꝛs, Sherilfes, Bailiffes, Con- 


ſtables, and other her Maieſties Officers whatſocuer, ſhall and may law fully appꝛehend and arreft all ſuch 
perſons, as ſhall offend contrary to the Tenour ol this Pꝛoclamation in that behalfe. And the ſaid perſons 
ſo appꝛehended, ſhall, and may lawfully commit to the next pꝛilon and gaole, where they ſhalbe ſo arreſted, 
there to remaine without baile oz mainpyiſe , vntill there ſhalbe direction ginen from her Maieſties puute 
Counſel, And the lame pꝛiuie Cotes oꝛ Doublets to be taken lrom them, aud ſent tothe Sheriffe of the ſhire. 
foꝛ the time being, to be by him kept vntill her Maieſtie ſhallotherwiſe diſpoſe of the ſame, And the partie ſo 
offending to be ſined at her Highneſſe will and pleaſure, 

Finally, alſo her Maieſtie farther chargeth all maner Officers in Cities, Townes and other places, to 
make ſearche fo all maner ſinall Dagges, called pocket Dagges, as well in any mans houſe to be ſuſpected 
ſoꝛ the ſame, as in the Shoppes and Houſes of Irtiſicers that do vſe to make the lame: And all them ſhall 
ſeaſe and take into their cuſtodie, deliuering a Bil of their handes, teſtifying the receipt thereof, to the intent 
the owners may haue ſuch recompence foꝛthe ſame, ashereafter vpon Certificate to her Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Counſel, oꝛ to the Pꝛeſmdents and Counſels in Wales and in the Moꝛth partes, ſhalbe thought requiſite. And 
here with her Maieſtie commaundeth, that no mauer of perſon ſhall hercafter either make o2 amende , oꝛ 
ſhall bꝛing into this Realme any ſuch Dagges, commonly called pocket Dagges, oꝛ ſuch like, vpon paine of 
impꝛilonment, as next abouc is cxpꝛeſſed. Ind whereſoeuer there are any perlons that haue made anyſinall 
Shot, the ſame ſhalbe bounde in reaſonable ſummes to her Maieſties vle, by the diſcretion of the pꝛincipall 
Dfficcrs ofthe Towne, not to make noꝛ put to Sale, oꝛ other wiſe to vtter any ſuch lmal Pieces as are com- 
monly called pocket Dagges, oz that may be hid in any Pocket, oꝛ like place about a mans body, to be hid oꝛ 
caried couertlp. 

And fo: execution of all the contentes of this Pꝛoclamation, her Maieſtie chargeth all her Officers, that 
either in Liberties oꝛ without, haue any authoꝛitie to enquire ofthe bꝛeache olkher Maieſties peace to aſſem⸗ 
ble them ſelues pꝛeſently, and ſo monethly betwene this and Chꝛiſtmas next. And there by a Jurie ofſuffict- 
ent perſons to be lwoꝛne, oꝛ by other miniſters to be by them deputed, to enquire of the obſeruation ok all the 


poyntes herein contained.

Inual peleruation okher from his firſt ſetting ol her in the Crowne, as his cholen leruant, 
to reigne as ſhee hath done from the beginning, in reſtoꝛing and maintaining of the 
true Chuſtian Religion: and ot a long and vniuerſall peace in her dominions againſt all 
attempts ot foꝛraine enemies, and conſpiracies of rebelles: gouerning her eſtate in that 
ö 7 ſoꝛte, as her realme is, and hath bene free alwaies, from outwarde hoſtilitie and warre, 
Amade oꝛ denounced by any fozreine Pꝛince: being oftencr ſued vnto by the greater ſort; 
foꝛ friendſhippe and alliaunce, then euer irritated by any meſſages ok warre oꝛ bnkindes 
i, ,nefſe:( a rare thing to be found in the reigne of any her Pꝛogenitours:) and therewith al⸗ 

” CAS jo hauing pzoofe ofthe vmuecrſallloue,liting and fanour ok her people, as koꝛ all theſe ſhee

cauſe thꝛough her ſtedfaſt hope in God to miſtruſt the continuance of theſe his graces towards her. Ok which benefites 10 
largely beſtowed vpon her, ſhe woulde haue bene loth to haue on her owne behalfe, made any mention, but that ſhe woul 
not haue the malice of ſome lewde diloꝛdered perſons,by ſufferance thereof, to woꝛke any euill effect, either to irritate vn- 
iuſtly any foꝛraine Pꝛinces, being in good amitic with her, to thinke themſelues fox honourable dealing tobe vnhonoura⸗ 
bly vſed by woꝛde oz deede in her Dominions: oꝛ to alienate the loue and eſtimatio:1 which her people haue ok her, foꝛ her 
godly, Chaiſtian, and peaceable gouernment. And therefoze being lately mfourmed of a lewdeſeditious booke, oflate 
raſhly compiled, and ſecretly pꝛinted, and afterwardes leditiouſly diſperſed into ſundꝛy coꝛners or the Nealme: and con⸗ 
ſidering it manifeſtly conteineth, vnder a pꝛetence ol dillwading her Maieſtie from marriage with the Duke of Aniou 
the French Kinges bꝛother, a heape of ſlaunders z repꝛoches of the laid Pꝛince, bolſtered vp with manikeſt lyes, X def 
pitcfullſpeaches of him, and therewith allo leditioully and rebelliouſly ſtirring vp all Eſtates of her Maicſtics lubiectg j 
 tofeare their owne vtter ruine, and change of gouernement : but ſpecially to impꝛint a preſent feare inthe 3calous ſort;

| the wiſer ſozt being acquainted by long pꝛoofe with her Maieſties honourable, and direct pꝛoceedings, both in goucrnz 
ment politique, and ina conſtant maintenance of Chꝛiſtian true religion, in times of no ſmal dangerous ſtoꝛmes rtz 
ling from Rome, and their adherents,from which her owne perſon hath not bene free, and that foz no other cauſe,but fol 
the maintenance of the true Chꝛiſtian Religion: Pet leaſt the ſimpler ſozte and multitude, beeing naturally affected to⸗ 
wardes her Maieſtie and her ſafetie, myght be abuſed with the faire Title ofthe booke,and the hypocriſte of the Authoz; 
as well in abuſing many textes and examples of the Scriptures, peruerted from their true lenſe, and in interlacing of 
flattering gloles, towards her Maieſtie, to couer the reſt of the manifeſt depꝛauing okher Maieſtie, her accions to her 
people. Therekoꝛe her Maieſtie continuing her intention in the good gonernment of her Subiectes in their due obedi⸗ 
ence, moſt earneſtly willeth them, and cuery of them to vnderſtand that firſt ſhe can not but deteſt greatly, and condemne 
uch aſeditious Authour with his Fardell of falſe repoꝛtes, ſuggeſtions z manifeſt lies foꝛged againſt a Pꝛince ok a Kopa 
blood, as Monſieur the French Kings bꝛother is x ſuch one as is wel knowen to her Maieſtie, euen by the conkeſſion of the 
French Pꝛoteſtants (who can not, but attribute all the good they haue got, to be by his meancs) to haue of long time cn; 
tirely loued and honoured her: and as neuer coulde bee chalenged to haue had any euill meaning to her Maieſtics got 
and peaceablegouernement, neyther yet to haue delerued in his behauiour at home, the malice of anyof the Subicctes ol 
France, in any part diſſenting in Religion, by any his cruelty, deceit, oz other vnhonourable Acte, oꝛ attempt, which deui 
ces be full ſtrange to his diſpoſition:yea ſuch a Pꝛince, as againſt whoſe courteous nature, and liberall heart, no man hat 
aloꝛe this enuious wꝛetch, had once the face, to auouch a gaineſay : As in whomc ſhe neuer yet could heare the wie and 
earneſt Pꝛoteſtants to haue noted a vice:and ſuch a one alſo, as neuer in any demaunde required any tot to be chaunged in 
the Lawes, neither in Religion, noꝛ other matter whatſoeuer, of which her Maieſtie aſſures all her ſubiectes of her wozd, 
which yet was neuer ſpotted, And therefoze, whatſoeuer the ſeditious Lybelloz hath ſought by theſe malitious repoꝛtes of 
 hearclayes vncertaine, oz ofvaine geſſings and ſuppoſalls to perlwade others, her Maieſtie, who ought beſt to vnderſtand 
by the true infoꝛmation of her owne faithfull Miniſters, and hath had iuſt cauſe ol long tyme by many good meanes to 
trye and examine the actions and intentions of the ſaide Pꝛince, doth of her owne knowledge declare the ſaid repoꝛtes

And ha⸗ 
uing not ſpared the Pꝛince and the Maſter, yet coulde not theſe Lybellozs imagine their luſt in their malice fully lup⸗ 
plied, without diſperling ſundꝛy vile diſhoneſt rayling ſpeaches, and taunts, againſt his pꝛincipall Miniſter and Ambaſſa⸗ 
| dour attending here, fox his Maſters honozable affaires: in whome there hath not beene found, at any time, in all his ne⸗ 
Jbtiations here, with her Maieſtie oz her Counfell in publique, oꝛ in any other familiar behauiour with Noble man 02, 
Gentleman, any iuſt argument oꝛ manifeſt token, ol any euil conditions, as where with he is charged: but contrariwile, in 


* this ge itleman.being alſo boꝛne of good Parentage there hath appeared ſingular — and great tempe⸗ 
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, dayly ST her debt greater to Almightie God, then ſhe is able in thankefulneſle to cxp2eſſe : and yet hath no 
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ing, as it hath neuer bone leene in this Realme,y halle ſuch a nomber of Straungers haue beue lo oꝛderly kept, ſo long a 
time together, from common millehaps that fal out ful oft amongſt our owne Nation: which wiſe gouernmẽt hath iuſtly 
giuen moꝛe cauſe of honour, then ſpot of any dilgrace, ſo as iftheſe kind of barbarous depꝛauing of al mens actiõs (though 
they be neuer ſo good, honourable and kinde, and not without their owne perill teſtified) ſhould be permitted, it mought 
be doubted, that it ſhould bꝛeed a common lothing of the Engliſh name to al other nations ok chꝛiſtendom. And as foꝛ the 


reſt of the contents of thelaide lewde booke, tending to open to her Maieſties Subiects ſuch fearefull daungers to her 
Maieſties perſon, to the cauſe of Religion, to the whole cſtate of the Realme and ſo fooꝛth, and all oncly by her Maieſties 
mariage, her Maieſtie cannot but greatly miſlike, pea and maruell that where ſhe hath had ſo many ſollicitations, re⸗ 


queſts, xea pꝛayerg oł her people, in common continually, oł her eſtates in euerie Parliament aſſembled, almoſt impoztu- 


nately, to diſpoſe her ſelfe to mariage, as the only remedie to auoyd all the perils, now thꝛeatned by this leditious waiting, 


and namely to auoyde all ſuch oꝛ greater Ciuill Warres and bloodſheds, as bet wirt the houleg of Pozke and Lanca⸗ 


ſter are lamentably recozded foꝛ the Crowne: Nowe neuertheleſſe all the ſame calamities and milchicfes, thought 
mecte by publique aduiſes to be auoyded onely by her Mariage , are by theſe malicious geſſings, and as it were 


fanaticall diuinations, thꝛeatned to fall vpon the Realme, contrariwiſe , by her Maieſties mariage : A ſtrange 


and a contrary effect pꝛopounded, out of one ſelfe cauſe . And yet it is to be ſpecially noted, that nothing is once touched 
in all theſe ſedicious Lybclles (though they pꝛetende great care foꝛ the Churche, the crowne, and common wealc) 
howe by any other good pꝛouiſion( ik her Maieſtie ſboulde not marie) theſe ſo great perilles might ber auoyded, when 
God ſhall call her krom hence: A matter that might haue in ſome part qualified the reſt of the raſh diſcourſes, by ſhewing 
thereby ſome lincerity ol good meaning to her Maieſty x the Realme:fo2 lacke wherofit doth manifeſtly appeared the on⸗ 
ly ſcope hereof was, vnder plauſible repꝛehenſions, to diminiſhe her Maieſties credite with her good people, and to let all 
at libertie fo2 ſome monſtrous ſecrete innouation, without any care oꝛ memoꝛie ofp2ouiſion of ſuretie foꝛ her Maieſties 
perſon, oꝛ fo; peaceable ſucceſſion, either with her mariage, oꝛ without her mariage: neither is there once in any oneſen- 
tence ok this Libel any ſo much as a ſuppoſall, touched of any motherly oz pꝛincely care to be in her Maieſtie, to pꝛouide 
that i God ſhould moue her Maieſtie to marie, in what ſozt the ſame might be honoꝛable to her Maieſtie, pꝛoſitable to the 
fate of the Realme, and not hurtfull to the continuance of the peaceable gouernment of the ſame, both in ſtatc ok religion 
aud policie: of all which matters, ſpecially concerning the ſtate ok religion, and continuance of common peace in her do⸗ 
minions, her Maieſtie needeth not by wooꝛdes to expꝛeſſe her Pꝛincely care, in all her publike actions foꝛ that the effects 
wercot Dovlentifully giue teſtimonie, and fo ſhee dayly findeth her good ſubiects thankefull to her foz the lame. And yet 
owlocuer the crooked nature ofthe ſedicious Libelloz, will not imagine any uch pꝛincely care in her Maieſtie, noꝛ ok a- 
ny duetie in any Counleller, as he pꝛetendeth to be in himlelfe: yet was there neuer any treaty oz colloquie, in her Ma⸗ 
leſties time, wherein there was not elpeciall care ⁊ pꝛouiſion, with her Maieſties good lyking, pꝛopounded by her coun⸗

lubiects eare, both of the manyfeſt lacke ol her Maieſties pꝛincely care ( it ſhe ſhould mind to mary) and allo of the vndutilul 
offices, and vnnaturall intentions ok her counlellers, both againſt God, Qucene, Realme, and people. And therekoꝛe vp- 
onthele conliderations, and ſpecially to retaine betwirt her, and her ſubiects, that deuotion of louc, which hitherto by 
Gods goodnes ſhe hath poſſeſſed : her plealure and commandement is, that no perſon which hath regarde to her honour, 

ſhoulde eſteeme of the ſaide ſedicious booke, oꝛ the maynteiners, oꝛ ſpꝛeaders thercof, otherwiſe, then ofa trayterous de⸗

FT 1 J| Dereas the Queencs Mateſtie hath by ſundzy foumer P2oclamationg 
notified vnto her louing Subiectes of this Realme, the great inconue⸗ 
f„5lnience and milchicke that hath growen to the ſame, by the great ercelle 
Not apparell in all ſtates and degrees, but ſpecially in the inferiour ſort, 
N contrarie fo diuers lawes and Statutes of the Realme, CO not- 


24 F/ hath appeared no leſle contempt in the offcndours, then lacke of ductt- 

| [ full care in thoſe to whome the aucthozitie to ſee due execution of the 
lawes and oꝛders pꝛouided in that behalfe was committed, which thing 
might giue her Darlti iuſt cauſe(were it not that of her own gratious difpoſition ſhe is naturally inclyned 
rather to clemencie then ſeueritie, ſo long as there is any hope of redꝛeſſe otherwayes) to commit the execu⸗ 
tion of the ſayde lawes, to ſuch perſons as would haue pꝛoceeded therein with all extremitie. Notwithſtan- 
ding, her Maieſty meaning to make ſome further tryall, bekoꝛe ſhe haue recourſe to extreme remedies, and

bondes fo2 reaſonable ſummes of money (to be foxfaitable #recouered at her mateſtiesſuite,fo2 the 


bſe ol the Hoſpitals in and about the ſaid citie,) that they ſhall not at any time attempt the like. And | 
further theſaide officers ſhallſeaze all maner offtuffe ſo ( after any warning giuen) bꝛought to the 


place where ſuch new buildings ſhalbe intended, and the ſame cauſe to be conuerted and employed 
in any publike ble foz the Citie oꝛ pariſhe where the ſame ſbalbe attempted, Ind foz the auoyding 
ofthe multitudes of families heaped bp in onedwelling houſe,oz foꝛ the conuertingofany one houſe 
into multitude offuch tenements foz dwelling oz victualling places, the laide Loꝛd Maioꝛ and all 
other officers,in their ſeuerall liberties within thelimittes of thꝛee miles, as is aboue mentioned, 
ſhall commit any perſon giuing cauſe of oſtence from the day of the publication ok this preſent pꝛo⸗ 
clamatiõ to cloſe pꝛiſon, as is afoꝛe limitted. And allo foꝛ the offcuces in this part of increaſe of ma⸗ 
ny indwellers, oꝛ as they be commonly termed Inmates oz vnd erſitters, which haue beenc ſuffered 
within thele ſeuen peeres, contrarp to the good ancient lawes oz cuſtomes of the Citie,o2 ofthe Bo- 
roughes and Pariſhcs within the foꝛcſaid limite of thꝛee miles aloꝛe mẽtioned , The ſaid Low Ma⸗ 
to2 and all other the officers abou: mentioned, ſhall ſpeedily cauſe to be redzeſſed in their oꝛdinarie

72 ſoules, the Queenes Maieſtie is inkoꝛmed, that in ſundzy places ol her laid Realme, 
in their ſeuerall Dioceſſes, there are certaine perſons which doe ſecretly in coꝛners, 
SS) make p2yuy aſſemblies of diuers ſimple vnlearned people. alter they haue craftily 
Je hypocritically allured them toeſteeme them to be moze holy @perfect men then o⸗ 
ther are, they doe then teach them damnable herelies, directly contrary to diuers ol 
the puncipall Articles of our Beliefe and Chꝛiſtian faith, a in ſome parts ſo ablurde 
and fanatical, as by fapning to them ſelues a monſtruous new kind of ſpeach neuer 
— foundin the Scriptures,noz in ancient father oz wꝛiter of Lhziſts Church, by which 
hey doe moue ignoꝛant #ſimple people at the firſt rather to marueile at them, then to vnderſtande them: but yet to 
colour their ſect withall,they name themſelues to be of the familie of loue, and then as many as ſhall be allowed by 
them to be of that familie, to beelect #ſaued,andallothersof what Church lo euer they be to be reiected and damned:

_ the two chiefe Juſtices ofcyther benche, oꝛ ſiue, foure, oꝛ thzee of them, and 
that the ſame ould! be ſolde accoꝛding to the ſame pꝛices lo by them ſet and tared vpon payne and penaltie 
conteined in the ſaide Act. Foꝛalmuch as the Lozde Chancelor of Englande, Lozd TreaſourerofEnglande,

S. viii. d. ſterling the Tunne, and 
not aboue. And eucry Pipe, Yogſhed, Tyerſe, Barrell, Rundlette, and other veſſelles of the ſame keuerall 
wines to be ſold in groſle after their quantities accoꝛding to the ſame rates (and not aboue.) The Queenes 
molt excellent Maieſtie therefoze ſtraightly chargeth and commandcth all and ſinguler her louing Sub⸗ 
iectes and others putting any maner Gaſcoigne, French, Rochell, oz other ſmall oz thinne wines to ſale 
within this her highnelle Realme, that they, ne any of them in any maner of wiſe by any craft, couin, oz 
pꝛiuate agreement ſhall ſell any Gaſcoigne, Frenche, Rochell oz other ſmall oz thinne wines, otherwiſe 
then is aboue lymitted vpon payne to foꝛfeyt and paye ſuch penalties as be conteyned and expꝛeſſed in the 
ſaide ſtatute, oz in any other ſtatute made oꝛ oꝛdeyned foꝛ the ſame. And moꝛeouer her highnclle pleaſure 
and commandement is, that all and ſinguler Maiozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables and other officers 
to whome it apperteineth, that theo, and euery of them with diligence,cauſe and ſee that this her Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion be put in due execution aftz the tenour of the lame, and allo accoꝛding to an other acte of Parlia⸗ 
ment eſtabliſhed in the Parliament aboue rehearſed, againſt ſuch as will refuſe to ſell their wines at pꝛices 
taxed as is afozeſaide , as they will ancwere thereto at their perils.

Her Highnes there⸗ 
fote foꝛeleeing the great milchiefe that may enſue by ſuch wicked inſtruments, whereof experience hath bene oucr⸗ 
lately ſeene inthe Nealme of Jreland, doeth therefoze notiſie vnto her Subiects, that if any of them oz any other, 
within her Highnes dominions, immediatly after the publiſhing of this pꝛelent pꝛoclamation, do receiue, maintaine, 
ſuccour, oꝛ relieue any the ſaid Jeſuites, Seminarie men, oꝛother perſons atozeſaid, come, oz which ſhalbe come, oz 
ſent into this Kealme, oꝛ any other her dominiong, oz ſhal not diſcouer the recetuing,#harbozing of the ſaid pcrſong, 
92 any ſuch vagarant perſons as may iuſtly be ſuſpected, to be of ſuch qualitie and cuil condition, as alſo (in caſe they 
ſhal remaine with them at the time okthe ſaid publication oz afterwards ) ſbal not bꝛing them befoꝛe the next Juſtice 
to be by him committed to the common Gaole, oꝛ befoze other publique officer, to the end they may be in like ſoꝛt com- 
mitted, and fozth comming to be examined, and to receiue ſuch puniſhment as by her Highnes ſhalbe thought meete 
accoꝛding to their deſertes: that then they ſhall be reputed as mainteinerg c abbettoursofſuch rebellious and ſediti⸗ 
ous perſons, and receiue koꝛ the lame their contempt, luch ſeuere puniſhment, as by the lawes of the Realme and her 
Dighnes Pꝛincely authoꝛitie map be inflicted vpon them.

He Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie being giuen to bnderſtand that diners falſe, 
"7 © N\ flanderous, wicked, ſeditious and trayterous bookeg and libelles, are couertly and 
in ſecret maner diſperſed thzough this Realme, by diuers leditious and trayterous 
perſons, tending not onely tothe defacingof true Religion now eſtabliſhed within 
theſe her highneſle dominions, but alſo moſt traiteroufly ⁊ iniuriouſly to ſlander the 
pꝛelent molt happie c quiet gouerne ment, with crueltie and ertraoꝛdinarie maner of 
pꝛoceedings in the due execution of iuſtice, and withall, moſt deteſtably and ſlaun⸗ 
derouliy to repzoche her moſt renoumed and deare Father, the diſhonour oz note 
: Zi] whercof, doth and cannot but touch her ſelfe, as neere as her Highneſle owne life, 
and lo ſhee taketh it: In ſome of which their molt ſhamefull, infamous, and deteſtable libelles, they goe about to re⸗ 
pꝛoche, diſhonour and touch with abominable lyes (as is well knowne to the whole Realme) not onely many of her 
molt truſtie and faithfull Lounſellers, but alſo her Highneſſe Judges and miniſters of the lawe, greatly touching 
thereby her highnelle lelke in her Regall and Kingly ollice, as making choyſe of men of want both ol iuſtice, care, and 
other ſuffictencie to ſerue her Highneſſe and the common weale. And further, in the layd bookes and libelles, they ble 
all the meanes, dziftes,and falle perſwaſions they can deuiſe oꝛ imagine, to aduaunce ſuch pꝛetended titles, as conſe⸗ 
quently muſk be moſt daungerous and pzeiudiciall to the ſafeticofher Highneſſe perſon and ſtate, (which the Lozde 
long pzelerue.) Her higneſſe fozeſceing, that the authoꝛs and diſperſers of the laide bookes and libelles, doe by theſe 
wicked and indirect meanes, ſeeke moſt traytcroufly to render and make both her Highneſſe, and her moſt gratious 
gouernement, odious and hatefull both abzoade and at home: And hauing of late founde by plaine and manifeſt 
meanes and pꝛooles, that their purpoſe and chiefe intent, to bꝛing in obloquie c hatred, her Maieſties pꝛincipall No- 
ble men, Counſellers, Judges and miniſters of Juſtice, is (as much as in them lieth) to ſlaunder, impeach, and defacc 
her Maieſties moſt happie gouernement, and thereupon to bꝛeede ſome troubles within this Realme, wherebytheir 
vnnatural, deuilliſh, and trayterous pꝛactiles both againſt her Maieſtie their naturall Soueraigne, and the Kealme 
their owne natiue countrey, may take their deſired effect: hath therefoze thought meete, that ſome oꝛder ſhould be pꝛe⸗ 
ſently taken, foꝛ the pꝛeuenting a luppꝛelling of ſuch milchiefes, as otherwiſe thzough ignozance of the trueth might 
enſue thereby. And therefoze her Highneſle doeth by this her Maieſties pꝛoclamation ſtraightly charge and com⸗ 
maund, that all ſuch perſons to whoſe handes any of the ſaide bookes oz libelles, either hath come, oz ſhall hereafter 
at any time come, do pꝛeſently with all conuenient ſpeede, without ſhe wing the ſame to any perſon, deliuer it to ſome 
one ofher Highneſle pꝛiuie Counlel, ik any ſuch be within twentie miles. And it it be aboue that diſtance of miles from 
the Court, then to the Cuitos Rotulorum, oz to his Deputie of the ſame Shire, where the partie ſhall be, that hath oz 
ſbal haue any ſuch booke oz libel, and the lame Cuſtos Rotulorum oz his Deputie, to whoſe handes any ſuch booke 
02 libel ſhall come, ſhall pzeſently c lafely ſend the lame to the Lozdes of her Maieſties moſt honourable pꝛiuie Coun⸗ 
ſell, And leaſt that any euill diſpoſed and affected perſon ſhould malicioully and vnductifully make any wꝛong oꝛ ſi⸗ 
niſter conſtruction of this her Maieſties meaning towards luch as mooued with that duetie and reuerente that ap⸗ 
pertaineth, ſhall make deliuery of any the ſayd Bookes and libelles. her Hiqhneſſe plealure is, and ſo doeth hereby lig⸗ 
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nile toallherloning Subiectes, thatthepno any ofthem ſhall be moleſted, impeached oz troubledfo: thehauing 02. 
rete iuing of any of the ſayd Bookes oz libels, ſo as they doe deliuer the ſame accoꝛding to the tenour atrue meaning . 
ofthis preſent Pꝛoclamation, and ſo as it do appeare that they haue bene no ſetters foozth, diſperſers, mainteiners 
02 authozs of any of the ſayde bookes oꝛ libelles. Ind incaſe any of the ſayde parties that eyther hath, oz at any time 
hercafter ſhal haue any of the ſayd bookes oz libelles,ſhal not make delinery thereof in ſozt as is befoze ſpecified : Then 
her Dighnelle further pleaſure and expꝛeſſe commaundement is, that the partie oz parties ſo offending, ſhall be com⸗ 
mitted to pꝛiſon, there to remaine without baile oz maynepziſe, vntill oꝛder ſhalbe tazen by the Lozdes of her Ma⸗ 
teſties pꝛiuie Counſel, fo the pzocecding againſt ſuch offenders fo ſuch their offence, accoꝛding to the nature and qua⸗ 
litie of the ſayd offence, And her Maieſties further plealure is, that all Marchantes, maſters of Shippes, officers 
of Poꝛts, 02 any other that ſbalbe bꝛinger into this Realme of any the ſaydeſeditious bookes oz libelles, oꝛ a diſperſer 
ofthe ſame, oꝛ ſhall hercafter be any way pꝛiuie to the making, bꝛinging in, oz diſperſing of them, oz any ok them, and 
ſhallnotimmediatly dilcouer ſuch offender oz offenders to the next Juſtice of the peace where ſuch offence {hall be 
committed, whereby the offenders may be appzchended, and bzonght to be fozthcomming to receiue ſuch puniſhs 
ment as his ſapd offence ſbal delerue: That then ſuch perlon oꝛ perſons lo offending, ſhalbe committed to p2iſon, there 
to remayne without bayle oz mainepꝛile as afozeſayd,vntill he be pꝛoceeded on accoꝛding to Juſtice, And foꝛ the bet- 
ter execution of the ſayd Pꝛoclamation, her Maicſtic is pleaſcd, that all ſuch perſons as ſhall detect any of the ſayd 
offenders, whereby they may be foꝛthcomming to refeiue condigne puniſhment acco2ding totheir demerites, ſhall 
haue the moytie of ſuch foꝛfaitures and penalties, as ſhalbe layde oz inflicted vponſuchofkenders ſo by them detected, 
foꝛ ſuch their offences.

— pꝛilon all ſuch Merchants, Factozs, and Mariners, as they coulde appꝛehend being her 
SPaieſties Subiectes , there onely trading the vſe of merchandizes : Ind in July fol⸗ 
2|| lowing, the ſame King did by his miniſters take to his owne vle a great part of the 


| h A] vpon the pitifull complaint of her Subiectes foz thele ſo great iniurieg offered vnto 
* them by the King of SG and his Miniſters , with whom lhe conceiued foz her ownc part to be in peace, finding 
| no other p2eſent oꝛdinarie meane of withſtanding oꝛ remedying fo generall a wꝛong and loſſe to her Subiectes, ſpe- 
| cially when there wag no acceſle left fox any ſafely to lecke remedie in Spaine by petition in way of Juſtice, did there⸗ 
foe after good deliberation of Counſell, graunt vnto all ſuch Merchants, oz any others which had their Shippes oꝛ 
| Goodes ſo ſpoyledoz detayned, vpon their earneſt and impoꝛtunate requeſtes, oꝛdinarie letters of Repꝛilall inlawfull forme 
and maner foꝛ the recouering of their loſſes ( which was inſperable ) oꝛ els ſome part thereof, Whereupon an oꝛder was de⸗

Since which time it is vnderſtood, that there hath diuers gone vnto the Seas by vertue ok thoſe Grauntes, whereof 
many haue taken ſome pziſes warrantable, but far oft, to ant were their loſſes: and ſome others, which did linger about the 
narrowe Seas, and neuer went further to the Southward then to the coaſt of France, and many okthem no further then 
that within one day they might ſee England: which loꝛt of men haue made ſpoyle of diuers with whom they haue met, not 
ſparing in ſome part her Maieſties good friendes both of France andol Denmarke, and the Caſt partes, (whereok reſti⸗ 
tution neuertheleſſe hath beene made as farrefoozth as poſſible was) foꝛ colouring whereof they haue alleadged, that the 
Shippes by them lo taken, ſhould be laden with Spantards goodes, as amongſt ſome that they haue lo ſtaped, part haue 
ſopꝛoued, whereby it is euident that there might hereafter enſue a great diſturbance vnto her Maieſties good friendeg, if 
temedie ſhould not be pꝛouided, as is moſt carneſtly tommanded by her Maieſtie to be perkourmed. 

Thereloꝛe it is oꝛdered, that from hencekozth, that is, from the xii.ok this inſtant moneth of March, al ſuch as haue alrea⸗ 
die, oz ſball haue warrant foꝛ Repꝛilall, ſhall repaire with all poſſible ſpeede after they ſhall bee departed from any Harbo- 
rough in this Realme vnto the coaſtes of Spapne, oz to the Jſlandeg , oz to ſuch other remote places where the Spani- 
ardeg 02 Poztingales do moſt ble their traffique: And that none vpon the peril to be adiudged a Pirate, ſhal take any veſſell 
that hal not belong to a Spaniard oz a Poꝛtingale. And whoſocuer ſhal bnder any colour meddle wittingly,oz take, oꝛ al⸗ 
laile any veſſel appertaining vnto any of the lubiects ol any other Pꝛince oz State then of the King of Spaine, oz of king⸗ 
dome ol Poꝛtingale, ſbalbe reputed and taken as a Pirat, and ſhall be tryed and ſuffer by oꝛder of the lawes aga Pirate.

Jer Maieſtie doeth hereby ligniſie vnto all her louing ſubiects, that 
alwel foz that the matters preſently requiring the conlideration of a Parliament bee of ſuch impoꝛ⸗ 
tante vnto her Maieſtie and this her highneſlſe Realme,asthey may not conueniently be deferred vn⸗ 
til the ſaid fourteenth day of Nouember:x fo: that alſo ſundꝛy ofthe Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes 
of the ſaid Parliament,are in the parties beyond the ſeas in her Maieſties ſeruice, whereby her high- 
neſſe cannot ble their leruice in the ſame Parliament, and foz many other weightie cauſes and conſi⸗ 
derations her Highneſſe in that behalle eſpecially moouing: Hath by her letters patents vnder the 
great ſcale of England, bearing date the fouretcenth day ofthis inſtant moneth of September, diſlol⸗ 
uedtheſameParliament,ſo as the Loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempozall, Knightes,Citizens and Burgeſ= 
ſes of the ſame diſſolued Parliament, ſhall not neede to make their apparance fozthe ſeruice of that 
Parliament in the ſaid foureteenth day of Nouember next comming, but are ofthe ſame their appas 
rance by reaſon of the ſame diſſolution clearly diſcharged.

tand verie credibly, (though to our great griefe,) that diuers things 
/ || were, and of late time had beene compaſſed, imagined and relolute⸗ 
Au ly intended, tending directly to the hurt and deſtruction ol our Royal 
perſon, and to the ſubuerſion of the Eſtate ol our Realme, by foꝛrein 
inuaſions, 4 rebellions at home, al well by the Queene of Scottes, 
remaining in our Realme vnder our Pꝛotection, as by many diuers 
other wicked perſons with her pꝛiuitie, who had freely confeſſed the 
dame, and had tyereupon rere ed open triall, Judgement and Execution accozding to the lawes foz 
their deſertes: And though, in verie trueth we were greatly and deepely grieued in our minde, to 
thinke oꝛ imagine that any ſuch vnnatural à monſtrous Acts chould be either deuiſed, oz willingly 
aſſẽted vnto againſt vs, by her being a Pꝛinceſſe boꝛne, and of our ſexe and blood, and one allo whoſe 
life 4 honoꝛ we had many times befoze ſaued and pꝛeſerued: Pet were we ſo directly dzawne to thinke 
all the ſame to be true, by the ſight and vnderſtanding of ſuch pꝛooles, as were maniteſtly pꝛoduced a- 
fo:e vs, vpon matters that had as wel pꝛoceeded from her ſelfe,as from the conſpiratoꝛs themſelueg, 
who voluntarilie and freelie without any coertion had confeſled their conſpirations, both ioynt⸗ 
ly with her, and directed by her, againſt our Perſon and our Realme, and therkoꝛe alſo we ſa w great 
reaſon, to thinke the ſame ouer daungerous, to be ſuffered to paſſe on warde to take their full effecte, 
Wherefoꝛe, we were by ſundꝛie Loꝛdes of our Mobilitie, and others our louing ſubiectes,carneſtly 
mooued and counſelled, to take vndelaied o2der,fo2 the inquiſition and examination of all theſe dan- 
gerous enterpꝛiſes, and conſpiracies by ſundꝛie waies directly atrowed to be by the ſayde Queene ol 
Scottes, againſt vs and our Realme certainely intended, and alſo to vſe all pzeſent meanes with 
expedition, to withſtand, oꝛ rather to pꝛeuent the ſame, And foꝛ that we were verie vnwilling to pꝛo⸗ 
ceede againſt her, conſidering her birth and Eſtate, by ſuch vluall ſoꝛt as by the common lawes of the 
Kealme,we might haue lawfullie done, which was, by inditement and arrainment by oꝛdinarie 
Juries: therefo2e, in reſpect both of our owne honour, and ol her perſon, we peelded, by good aduiſe 
giuen to vs, to pꝛoceede in the moſt honourable ſoꝛt that coulde be deuiſed within our Realme to the 
examination hereof, accoꝛding to a late Icte of Parliament made the xxiii.da y ol Mouember, in the 
xxvit.yeere of our Reigne. whereupon by our Commiſſion vnder our great Seale of Englande, 
bearing Date at our Caſtle of 1indſoz in our Countie of Barkſhire, the ſixt day of October nowe 
laſt paſt, we did fo2 that purpole, accoꝛding to the ſaide Statute, alligne, name, and appoynt all the 
Lowes and others ol our Pꝛiuie counſaile, and ſo many other Carles and Barons Loz2des ol Par⸗ 
liament, of the greateſt degree and moſt ancient of the Nobſlitie of this our Realme, as with the 
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ame Loꝛdes and others of our pꝛiuie cornſell, made vp the nomber ol fourtie and two, adding alſo 
. thereto a further nomber,acco2ding to che tenour of the fozeſaide Acte of Parliament, o certaine of 


the chieleſt and other pꝛincipall Judges of the Courtes ol Recoꝛde at weſtminſter , amounting in 
the whole to the number of fourtie and ſeuen, to examine all things compaſſed and imagined, ten⸗ 
ding to the hurt of our Royall perſon, as well by the ſaide Queene of Scottes, by the name of Ma⸗ 
rie, the daughter and heire of James the fifth, late King of Scottes, commonly called the Queene 
ol Scottes 4 Dowager of France, as by any other by her pꝛiuitie, a all the circumſtances thereot, and 
thereupon,accozding to the tenoꝛ of Þ ſaid Act ol Parliament, to giue ſentence oꝛ iudgement, as vpon 
good p2oofe the matter vnto them ſhould appeare, as by the ſame Commiſſion moꝛe fullie appeareth, 

And where afterwards the moꝛe part of the ſayd Counſellers,Lo2ds and Judges in our laid Com⸗ 
miſſion named. that is to ſay, the number of xxxvi. did in the pꝛelence a hearing of the ſayde Queene 
of Scots, where ſhe remained at our Caſtle of Foderinghaie, at divers dayes and times in publique 
place, very exactly, vpꝛightly, and with great deliberation, examine all the matters a oſtences, where⸗ 
of ſhe was charged and accuſed, tending to the dangers afoze rehearſed and mentioned in our ſayde 
Commiſſion, and all the circumſtances thereof, a heard allo at large in all fauourable maner, what 
the ſame Queene did, oꝛ could ſay foꝛ her excuſe and defence in that behalfe: whereupon afterwards 
on the xxv. dap of October nowe laſt paſt, all the ſayd Counſaile , Loꝛds, and Judges that had heard 
and examined the ſame cauſe in the ſaide Queenes pꝛeſence, as atoꝛe is mentioned, with one aſſent 
and conſent, after good deliberation, did giue their ſentence and iudgement in this ſoꝛt following; 

That after the firſt day ot June, in the ſeuen a twentieth yeere of our reigne, and befoze the date of 
our ſaid Commiſſion, diuers things were compaſſed and imagined within this Kealme of England, 
by Anthome Babington and others, with the pꝛiuitie ol the ſatde Mary, pꝛetending title to the 
Crowne of this Realme of England, tending to the hurt, death and deſtruction of our Royall perſon: 

And likewiſe, that alter the fame 80} day of June, and beloꝛe the date ofourſaide Commniſſton, 
the ſaide Mary, pretending title to the ſame Crowne, had compaſled and imagined within the ſame 
Kealme, diuers things tending to the hurt, death and deſtruction of our ropall perſon, contrary to 
the fourme of the ſaid Statute: which ſentence and iudgement, the ſame Loꝛds and Commiſſioners 
haue with one full conſent cauſed to be put in writing, and duely engrofled, with the whole pꝛoces of 
their pꝛoceedings thereto belonging, and haue ſubſcribed the ſame with heir handes, as by a recoꝛd

Ind whereas allo.cithence the ſame ſentence and Judgement ſo giuen a recoꝛded, the Lozdesand 
Commons in this p:eſent Parliament aſſembled, haue alſo at ſundꝛie times in open Parliament. 
heard and conſidered the pꝛincipall euidences, pꝛootes, and circumſtances, whereupon the ſame ſen⸗ 
tence and Judgement was grounded, and haue by their publique aſlent in Parliament affirmed the 
ſame to be a iuſt, la wlull and true ſentence, and fo haue allowed and appꝛoued the ſame in wn⸗ 
ting pꝛeſented vnto vs: and haue alſo notified to vs, howe deepely they did koꝛeſee the great and ma⸗ 
ny imminent dangers, which otherwiſe might and woulde growe to our perſon, and to the whole 
Reaime, if this ſentence were not fully executed: and conſequently ther eloꝛe, they did by their moſt 
humble and earneſt petitions in that behalle, ol one A ccoꝛd, hauing acceſſe vnto vs ( vpon their ſun⸗ 
dꝛie requeſtes) moſt inſtantly vpon their knees, pꝛay, beſeeche, and with manp reaſons ot great koꝛce 
and impoꝛtance, moue and pꝛeſſe vs, that the ſaid ſentence and Judgement ſo tufkly and duely giuen. 
and by them appꝛoued, as is aloꝛeſaid, might (accoꝛding to the expꝛeſſe tenoꝛ of the ſaid Act ol Parlia⸗ 
ment) by our Pꝛoclamation vnder our great Seale be declared and publiſhed, and the ſame alſo 
finally executed, 

But after ſuch molt earneſt requeſt, ſo made to vs fromall the ſaid Loꝛdes and Commons in Par⸗ 
liament, they perceiuing by our owne ſpeeches #anſweres , howe deepely we were grieued to heare 
of theſe hoꝛrible and vnnatural attempts and actions of that Queene, whole many fo:mer offences,

Pꝛieſts, by the which their acceſle into the Realme foz the like ſeditious and traiterous purpoſes was pꝛohibited, and oꝛ⸗ 
dered to be puniched as in cales ol Treaſon: Contrary to which Act ol Parliament, one William Marſden , and Robert 
Anderton, Seminarie Pꝛieſtg, being reconciled at Do way in Artois, by a Jeſuite called father Columbine, and made 
Pꝛieſts by the Cardin all ol Guyſe at Rhemes, arriuing lecretly out ol France, lately at the Ille ofWight, where they were 
appꝛehended, haue conkeſſed their purpoſe ol comming into the Realme, to haue bene to win ſoules, ( as they terme it) be⸗ 
ing in effect, (as is befoze mentioned) to perſwade her Maieſties Subiects vnder colour of maintenance ol Poperp.to re- 
bellion. Foꝛ the which, they hauing bene by the due and oꝛderly courſe ol her Maieſties La wes, tryed and conuicted at the 
laſt Alſpſes holden at Mincheſter in the Countie of Southhampton, vpon the ſtatute afozeſaid, were neuertheleſle by the 
Judges ot that Circuite (knowing the mercifull minde and gracious dilpolition ol the Queenes Mateſtie towards ail her 
Subtects) conferred withall concerning their meaning towards her Maieſties perſon andthe Realme , at which time 
they pꝛetended in wozdes, and exterioꝛ ſhew to acknowledge her Matieftie to berightfullNueene of this Nealme, and to 
vo we and pꝛoteſt that they would at all times aduenture their liues in defence of yer Maieſtie and her Realmes, againſt 
the Pope. oꝛ any fozraine po wer whatſoeuer, that ſhould attempt to inuade the Realme with fozce, and that they would 
not meddle oꝛ perlwade with any in matter ok Religion, but onely keepe their owne conſciences to themſeſues : Where⸗ 
vpon they were ſtayed from their execution, her Maieſtie minding nothing lelle, then that any ol her Subiects, though 
dilagreeing from her in Religion, chould die foz the ſame, as by them and their companions hath bene molt falſely and ſlan⸗ 
deroully publiſhed and affirmed, Upon repoꝛt whereol made by the ſaid Judges to the Loꝛds and others of her Maieſties 
molt honoꝛable Pꝛiuie Councill, they following the milde and temperate courſe of her Maieſlies gouernment,cauſed the 
ſaid Marſden and Anderton to be ſtayed from execution, and to be remooued from Wincheſter to London, where they were 
further conferred withall, and examined concerning their obedience and duetie towardes her Mateſtie foz Ciuill cauſes, 
onely to pꝛooue whether they would remaine conſtant in their pꝛoteſtations in that behalle made to the Judges at their 
arratginent and conuiction, that her Maieſtie might thereupon haue bene mooued to extendher mercie towardes them. 
The ſaid Marſden and Anderton being accoꝛdingly examined by two pꝛincipall perſons thereunto appointed by her Ma⸗ 
ieſties ſaid Pꝛiuie Councill, and put in remembꝛance ot their foꝛmer ſhew ol duetie made befoze the Juſtices ol Allple, and 
aduiſed to conlirme the hope conceiued of their refozmation in matters of their alleageance to her Maieſtie, to the ende 
they might thereby mooue her Maieſtie to ſhe w mercie vnto them: Whereupon firlt the ſaid Anderton, being requiredts 
erplaine his true meaning in his pꝛoteſtation other Maielties right to the Crowne, andok his alleageance, and particu⸗ 
iarly whether he did acknowledge her Maieſtie to be lawfull Queene, notwithſtanding any ſentence which the Pope ei⸗ 
ther had giuen, oꝛ could giue againſt her: and whether he meant that it was his duetie, and the dueties ok all her Maie⸗ 
lies Dnbiects, to withſtand the Pope, not onely ik his inualion were foꝛ tempoꝛall reſpects, as to make conqueſt of the 
Realme, but allo it he would attempt ſuch an inualion by fozce to reduce the Uealme to his obedience by colour of Religi- 
on: he anſwered, that they be queſtions where with he doth not deale, and required to bee reſpited foꝛ his anſ were, vntill 
luch caſes ſhould happen, adding by way ok abulion, that in the meane time hee may poſſibly be a Pꝛoteſtant, and ſo then 
become ok other opinion then he is now of, | | 
william Warſoento the ſame queſtions befozepzopounded to Anderton, anſwered, That he acknowledged her Maieſtie to 
be lawfull Queene of this Realme, and of other her Dominions: and that he tooke himſelfe bound to obey her Maieſtie, ſo far as his o- 
bedience impeached not his duetie to God and to the Church, (meaning the Church of Rome) requiring that he might not bee aſked 
his opinion any further, vntill ſuch caſe of ſentence giuen by the Pope ſhould happen, and further ſaith, that in caſe the Pope would 
ſend any forces into the Realme, to reduce the ſame to the Catholique Religion, (meaning Popery) he would then doe the duetie of a 
Prieſt, that i s, hee would pray, that right might take placq a . 

And whereas they had both pꝛomiſed befoze the Juſtices of Aſſiſe, that they would not meddle in perſwading of any per- 
lon in matter of Religion, but onely keepe their owne conſcience to themſelues: they nowinthiseramination,dente that 
euer they pꝛomiſed not to deale with her Maieſties Dubiects,toperſwade them in matter of Religion: Anderton ſaying, 
That he taketh ſuch as be out of the vnitie ofthe Chuich of Rome, to ſtand in ſtate of damnation, and that therefore hee is bound in 

- conſcience to do what he can to reclaime them. And Marſden ſayth, He may not promiſe not to deale with any of her Maieſties ſub- 
iects in matters of Religion: for that he commin g into the Realme to perſwade the Catholique Religion, (meaning Poperie) hee can 
not binde himſelſe not to do that duetie. 

Hereby may appeare to all her Maieſties louing and truehearted Dubiects, the traiterous purpoſe oftheſe two Semi⸗ 
narie Pꝛieſlg, being boꝛne Subiects of the Realme, who though in generall termes and ſpeeches they ſeemed and made 
theys to the Juſtices of Aſſiſe, of true and duetifull alleageance to the Mueenes Maieſtie their naturall Soueraigne: yet 
when endeuoure is vſedto vncouer their marked and fained pzoteſtations, they can not hide their malice and treaſonable 
in entions,. euen to their owne contulions: which appearing thus manifeſtly to the Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie, ha- 

ung ſubſcribed theſe fozmer anſweres with their owne hands, whereas ſhee was much inclined vpon the repoꝛt of the 

ſaid Juſtices to affozd them grace and pardon, if they wold haue perſiſted in their fozmer p2oteſtations, finding them now 

vawozthy thereof, hath left them to the puniſhment appointed by the Law tobe inflicted vpon them foz their iuſt offence.

SweA Proclamation for Waightes publiſhed by the Queenes Maieſties commaundement. 


Oꝛatmuch as (by Gods Lawes and mans lawes) there hath beene and ought to be in all places, true, iuſt, and certaine Waightes and Meaſures, and 
the ſame allo ( by the lawes of this Realme ) to be eſtabliſhed, publiſhed, and made knowen to all people, that euery one may take the benefit and vle there- 
of: Our Soueraigne Lady the Queene being inloꝛmed, that the greateſt part ofher louing Subiectes of this Realme ol England, and wales, be igno⸗ 
rant ofcontentes,differences,and true knowledge and vſes ol the waightes of the ſame Realme, and that the waightes commonly vſed within the 
Kealme be vncertaine, and varying one from an other, to the great ſlaunder ok the ſame, and the deceiuing ol many both Bupers and Sellers: doth by 
che adutſe al well ot her pꝛiuy Councell. as other Counſell learned in the Lawes, a other men ofperfectſkill and vnderſtanding in doaights, giue all her 
E Jens Subiects hereby to vnderſtand, that by the Statutes and Oꝛdinances ofthe Realme, there hath bene, is, and ought to be lawlullyin vſe with⸗ 
. W in the ſame, one waight, commonly called the Troy u9aight,accozding to the auncient Lawes, Creatiʒe, and O2dinance,foz compoſing of waights, 


and Mealures, and is #ought to be vſed onely fo: the weying ol Golde,ftluer,Bzead and Electuaries, and ought to be in all parts ot the Realme ok one 


and the ſame content. And that there is and ought to be one other waight likewiſe in vſe,commonlycalled the Auoir depoiz Maight, and is to be vſed foz the weying of Spices,and all 
other things vendible by noaights, and ought allo to be of one and the ſame content in all parts olthe Realme: which waights al well ol Trop, as ol Auoir depoiz,alwayes ought to be 
accoꝛding to certaine Standerds of woaights thereol made and remaining in the Exchequer at weltmintler, heretoloꝛe commonly called the Kings ſtanderd ol waights of his Eſche⸗ 
auer. And further, that vpon inloꝛmation giuen diners yerespatt to the Loꝛd Creaſourer, vnder Treaſourer, and Barons ot her Maieſties ſayd Exchequer, ol the laid vncertainty and 
variance of waights, and by tntermiſſionoflong time, no iultandperfect ſtanderds being then extant and remaining in theſayd Excheauer, to ſize a reloꝛme all other Waights of the 
Kealme,but ſuch as were there found extant did vary one krom an other: They cauſed two ſeuerall Juries ol Aldermen, and other ſubſtantiall Merchants and Goldſmiths olthe City 
of London, to come beloꝛe them in the ſayd Court ot Exchequer, and charged them vpon their othes, amongſt other things, to examine and try the ſayd ſtanderdes, and certayne other 
Waights delivered vnto them from ſundzy Cities and other places of the Realme, and by thoſe waights, and by other meanes, to caule one certaine, iuſt, and true ſtanderd of all ſoztes 
of udaights within the Realme tobe made and ſtzed, and to pꝛeſent the ſame tothe ſayd Loꝛd Trealourer, vnder Treaſourer,and Barons in the ſayd Court, there to remayne a be kept, 
as the Queenes iuſt and true ſtanderd of the ſayd Exchequer ol waights, to eramine, try a ſize all other waights ol the Realme by from time totime as occaſion ſhould require, which 
Juries pꝛeſented to the ſayd Loꝛd Treaſourer,vnder Creaſourer, and Barons, ſeuerall Bꝛaſſe piles of the Troy maight, and certayne Bell ydaights, and round flat Waights of the 
Auoir de poiʒ Maights to be ſtanderds of the ſayd ſeuerall waightes, and allo ſeuerall Boxes conteining in them mall Poizes and woaights ol the ſayd Troye waight: and that there⸗ 
vpon her Daieftie alter long deliberation, hath by the aduiſe ol her pꝛiuie Counſell, oꝛdeined and eſtabliſhed ſuch of the ſaid Pileg a waightes as be hereunder mentioned, to be her iuſt 

aͤnd true ſtanderdes of Waightes ol her Exchequer.foz the ſizing,examining and trying ol all other Waights by, foꝛ that the ſame be found to be agreeing with the iuſt a true Waightes 
that haue had long continuance and vle in this Realme, and with the ſtanderds vſed both foz moneys ol Plate, ol Siluer and Golde, and other things ſold by waight. 

And further, her Maieftie hath giuen oꝛder and commaundement by her warrant ſigned with her hand and vnder her pꝛiuy Seale, to the Loꝛd Treaſourer, vnder Treaſoꝛer a Ba⸗ 
rons ol the Exchequer,fo2thwith to cauſe to be made, ſized, and appꝛooued by the ſayd ſtanderds now bꝛought into the Exchequer, there eſtabliſhed fo the true ſtanderds ol weights, 
ſo manpolher line ſtanderds of bꝛaſſe as ſhall ſuffice foz her Maieſties Mint, a foz her Clerke ofthe Market, and koꝛ euery Citie and Shire towne within the Dominion ot Wales, and 
alſo foz euery City, Bozough, Towne and place limitted by the Statute made in the xi. yere oftheraigne of the late King offamous memozy King Yenry the vi. to haue aud keepe ſtan⸗ 
derds of waights, accoꝛding to the meaning of that Statute, and fo2 ſuch other as ſhall make ſuite koꝛ the hauing ol any of the ſayd waightes, and allo to cauſe euery of the ſayd Stan⸗ 


derds of Troy waightes of one halle quarter ol a pounde oꝛ moꝛe, to be pꝛinted and marked with EL. crowned, and a Romaine T with k (thus E conioyned,) And euery of the 1 
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kindes of Mai zhtes, and all of them with letters and Stampes denoting the true contents. Her Matſeſties will and pleaſure is thereloꝛe, that the Maioꝛs, Bailiſtes, and other head Of⸗ 
ficers of euery of the ſaid Cities, Bozoughes, Townes and places, befoʒe the feaſt of S. John Baptiſt next comming, at the common charge of the ſame place, ſhal ſend ſome ſufficient per⸗ 
ſon to the ſaide Srchequer, authoziſed to receiue ſuch Standerds as ſbalbe deliuered vnto him by the oꝛder of the ſaid Court, foꝛ the laid Citie, Bozough, Towne, oz place, and to pay ſuch 
reaſonable pꝛice foꝛ the ſame, as bpon true valuation of the ſame by the ſaid Court ſhalbe rated: which Standerds euery ot the ſaid Maioꝛs, Bailiſtes, oꝛ other head Officers to whome it 
ſhall appertaine, ſhall ſafely keepeoz cauſe to be kept in the ſame, in ſome ſure and conuenient place of che ſame Citie, Boꝛough, oꝛ Towne, and by them ſball make cz ſiʒe, and cauſe to be made 
and ſized other common waights foꝛ the vſeof all maner of people in the ſame Citie, Towne oz place, that ſhall haue cauſe to ble thoſe Maightes. And ſhall allo ſigne and pꝛint with like let⸗ 
ters like waightes of Bꝛaſſe, Copper, Leade, Tinne, oꝛ other competent ſtuffe, vnto euerp of the Queenes Subiectes duely requiring the ſame, taking luch fees foz the doing thereof, as by 
the Statute made in the vii. yeere of the ſaide late King Henrythe vii. is allowed, and no moze, viz. of cuery hundzed waight one penie, of euery halfe hundꝛed waight, one halfe penie, 
and of euery waight vnder, one karthing, and not aboue. And cueryok the ſaid Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, and other head Officers ſhall further doe and cauſe to be done all ſuch other Act and acts, 
thing and things loꝛ the pꝛouiding, hauing, and vling of the ſaide Standerds and waightes agreeing with the lame, and alſo true Balances and Scales both common and other, as bee li⸗ 
mitted and appointed to their oz anyof their authoꝛitie, by the laid Statute made in the xt. veere olthe late Ring Henry the vii. oꝛ any other Statute 02 ozdinance whatſocuer, ſo as all the 
waights thꝛoughout the Realme may be refoꝛmed and made accoꝛding to the ſaid? Standerd of the Exchequer, as by the Statute in luch caſe pꝛouided is required. 

And her Mateftie further commaundeth and oꝛdeineth, that no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall from the feaſt of Michaelmas next comming, vlc in ſelling, buying oꝛ weighing ol any thing, any o⸗ 
ther waight oz waights, but ſuch as ſhalbe made oz ſized, and reſpectiuely agreeing to and with the laid Standerds, and pꝛinted and marked with ſuch markes and letters, as is befoze limi⸗ 
ted, neither ſbal vle any Troy waight lo made, ſized, marked and pꝛinted, but onely io2 waighing ol Bꝛrad, Gold, Siluer, and Electuaries, and foꝛ no other thing: noz the ſaid Auoir de poiz 
Waight foꝛthe waighing of any Gold, Siluer, Bꝛead, oꝛ Electuaries, but of Spices,n2oolles,Leade, and all other things vendible by waightes, vpon paine to be appzchended and com⸗ 
mitted to pꝛilon, ſined and puniſhed, as contriuers and vlers of falſe aights, accoꝛding to the Statute made in the ix. pere ol Hen. v. and other Statutes in that caſe made and pꝛouided. 

And that this Pꝛoclamation, fo: the better inſtructing of her Maicſties Subiects,ſhal beloꝛẽ the twelfth day ol January nowe next comming, be pzoclaimed in euery Market Towne 
through the Realme, and bee hanged vp and faſtened in a Table in the Market place by an Officer, where it may hang dꝛie, to continue, and be ſeene and read by any that will. And fur- 
ther, that it ſhalbe read in euery Church, beloꝛe the feaſt of the Purification of our Lady next, in a time andſpace bet weene the beginning and end of Common pꝛayer, vpon ſome Sunday 
oꝛ Holy day, bythe Miniſter oz Clarke of the Church, and ſo from thencefozth , once at cricry feaſt ofthe Annunciation ofour Lady, and once at cuery feaſt of S. Michael Tharchangel, by 
the ſpace of foure yeeres next comming, and be allo hanged vp and faſtened, and pzcſerued in euery Church in a Table, to be ſeene and read at all times by any that will. And that the de⸗ 
faults ot Officers, and Miniſters, Clarks, æ Churchwardens in this behalle, ſhalbe enquired ol and puniſhed by the Juſtites of Aſſiſe, and Juſtices of peace in their Seſſions, accozding to 
their dilcretions, as contempts of her Maieſties tommandement. And that al the Standerds and Waights whatſoeuer, not ſized, marked # pꝛinted, and made reſpectiuely agreeing to and 

with the ſayd new Standerds, and the meaning ok this Pꝛoclamation, ſhal from the laid feaſt of Michaelmas next comming , be reputed and taken koꝛ vntrue Waights, and ſhall within 
foure weekes after the ſayd feaſt, be bzoken, defaced, and deſtroyed by the owners ofthe ſame, oꝛ by the Officers hauing authoꝛitie to enquire of falſe udaights, And foꝛ the execution there⸗ 
of, all Maioꝛs, Bayliles, and other head Officers of euery Citie, Shire Towne,Bozough,oz Market Towne, ſhall immediatly alter the laid feaſt of Michaelmas, and ſo from time to time 
actoꝛding tothe Statute of xi. en. vii. cauſe to be bꝛought befoze them all the Waights within the lame Citie, Boꝛough, oz Towne,to be duely viewed and examined, and ſuch as they 
ſhall finde defectiue, to cauſe to be bꝛoken, and further puniſhmentto be done, accozding to that Stetute.

Laſtly, her Maieſtie ſtraightly chargeth and commaundeth all Juſtices of Iſſile, Juſtices 
of peace, Maioꝛs, Bailifes, Stewards of Liberties, Clarke of the Market, and all other Officers # Miniſters whatſocuer, to cauſe this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation, and all Lawes, Statutes 
and Oꝛdinances fo2 the hauing and vſing of truen>aights,and fo2 aboliſhing the ble of falſe aights, to be put in due execution, accoꝛding to their ſeuerall iuriſdictions, as they tender her 


Maieſties ſeruice, and the common wealth of the RKealme.

ſaid Juſtices of Alũiſe, ſoꝛ the due execution and puniſhment ofthe offenders, ſo as no ſubiect of the Nealme hal 
hauecauſeby ignoꝛance to continue in their offence, The like commandement allo was there in thataſſemblie 
giuen bythe ſaid Loꝛd Chanceloꝛ to all the Heads, Auncients a Pꝛincipals of houſes of Court and Chancerie,

how earneſtly her Maieſtie is reſolued to haue this notable diſoꝛder and exceſſe ſpeedily a earneftlyrefozmed foz 
the benefit ol her Realme. At the ſame aſſembly alſo was concluded þ in the two wzniuerſitiesof Cambꝛidge and 
Ortozd, where this infection was ſeene to haue made entrie amongſt the youth, there ſhould be by the direction 
of the Loꝛds the Chancelours of the ſame, a ſtreight oꝛder foz rep2eſſing of the ſaid diſozdered exceſle of Apparel, 
And though her Maieſtie might by iuſtice olher la weg, make great pzofite by the execution of the ſame lawes

And euery Tunne ol Rochel and other ſmall a thinne 
wines to be ſolde (the ſeller bearing all the charges due and payable to her Maieſtie in her Cuſtome houſe) 
after the pꝛice and rate ol xiii. li. ſterling the Tunne, and not aboue. And the buyer bearing the ſaid charges, at 
r. li. vi. g. biii.d. ſterling the Tunne, and not aboue. And euerp Butte, Pipe, Hogſhead, Tyerſe, Barrell, Rund⸗ 
let, and other vellels of the ſame ſeueral wines to be ſold in groſſe alter their quantities, accoꝛding tothe ſame 
rates, and not aboue. 

The Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie therefoze ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth all and ſingular her 
louing Subiects and others putting any maner Gaſcoigne, French, Nochel, oz other ſmall oz thinne wines 
to ſale within this her highneſſe Realme. that they, ne any or them in any maner of wiſe by any craff,coutn, 
oꝛ pꝛiuate agreement ſhall ſell any Gaſcoigne, French, Rochel, oꝛother ſmall oz thinne wines, otherwiſe 
then is aboue limitted, vpon paine to fozfait and pay ſuch penaltie as is conteined andexpzeſſed in the ſaid ſla⸗ 
tute, oꝛ in any other ſtatute made oꝛ oꝛdeined foꝛ the ſame. And moꝛeouer her highnes pleaſure and comman⸗ 
dement is, that all and ſingular Matozs,Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables and other officers to whom it ay- 
perteineth, that they, and euery ol them with diligence,cauſe and ſee that this her Pꝛoclamation be put in due 
execution after the tenour of the ſame, and allo accoꝛding to an other Acte of Parliament eftablithed in the- 
Parliament aboue rehearſed,againftſuch as will refuſe to ſell their wines at pꝛices taxed as is afozeſayde, as 
they will ant were thereto at their perils.

— ſthe Suburbes ok them, that the Ayꝛe there was greatly coꝛrupt and inlect, and many ma⸗ 
779 * - : ladieg, and other intollerable diſcaſes did daily happen, aſwell tothe inhabitants, and al- 
Mod dwellers in the ſame Cities, Burroughes, Townes and Suburbes, as to other thither 
repairing and paſſing, to the great annoyance, dammage, and perill ofthe inhabitants,

Holbozne,s.Gilcs in the field, 8. Martin in the field, the strond & S. Clement without the Temple 
Barre, that they and enery of them, doe cauſe all their Appzentices, Journeymen, Ser⸗ 
uants and family in their ſeuerall houles, other then ſuch as ſhall bee appointed to keepe 
ſeuerall watches, totarry and abide wit hin their leuerall houſes,andnot to be ſuffered to 
goe abꝛoad after Nine ofthe clocke at night, vpon paine of impziſonment; And that all 
Conſtables, pettie Conſtables , and others being appointed to keepe any Watch oꝛ Wat- 
ches, finding any ſuch Appꝛentices, Journepmen oz ſeruants, Wandering abꝛoad out of 
their Paſter his Houle after Nine of the clocke in the night, ſhall not onely take and com- 
mit ſuch perſon to paiſon, but allo ſhal warne and command the Maſter ofeuery ſuch per⸗ 
ſon to tome and appeare befoꝛe the Alderman oꝛ his Deputie of that ward, (ifhe be within 
the Liberties ofthe Citie of London) oz elle befoze ſome Juſtices of Peace,if hee be with- 
out the Libercie ofthe Citie,there to anſwere to his contempt, foz ſuffering his Appꝛen⸗ 
tile 02 Seruant lo to goe abꝛoad contrary to this Her Mateſties expꝛeſſe commandement, 
And Her Maieſties further pleaſure is, that this ozder (hall bee by euerp ot the ſaid 
Houſholders duely obſerued and kept, foꝛ, and during the ſpace of Dire dayes, next enſu- 
ing the date of this Pꝛoclamation. 

And further, her Highnelle doeth traightly charge and tommand all ſuch perlons as 
be Paſterleſſe men, and other vagrant perlons, not hauing where with to maintain- 
themſelues, and being oꝛ abiding in any the Pariſhes afozeſatd, That they and euerp ol 
them, doe pꝛelently depart from hence to the ſeuerall plates where they were boꝛne, vpon 
paine ofimpziſonment.

Beere out of the Realme, to endure vntill the next eMichaelmas hereafter follow- 
ing. The viij. , Ottober,15 9 o. 


he Queenes Maieſtie vnderſtanding the likelihood ol great dearth ol all man⸗ 
ner ok gratne, to follow this pꝛeſent yeere within her Realme, if good foꝛelight 
be not had to reſtraine the carying out ok all ſoztes ofgraine to fozreine partes, 
. . 7 jt where it is knowen there ts ſcarcity, and thereby occaſion giuenfo2 pꝛiuate lu⸗ 
805 74 cre,tocarry into fozreine parts, ſuch kinds ol graine, as (God be thanked)there 
os 2 is ſufficient thereol in this Realme foz her owne people and ſubiects : hath 
A ; C9 ||byaduiſeofher Counſell, determined to pꝛouide remedie foz ſuch inconuent- 
1 ence, And thereloꝛe her Maieſtie doeth molt ſtraitly charge and command, that 
no perſons of what condition ſoeuer they be, ſhall carrie oz cauſe to be caried out 

of the Realme, oꝛ bargaine, graunt oꝛ couenant with any perſon, to the intent to be caried out ol the Nealme, any 


woheate, Rye, Barley, Malte, Beanes, Otes, oꝛ Peaſe,vpon paine ol impꝛiſonment during their liues, and ſuch 


fine, as ſhalbe aſſeſſed byher Mateſties Counſel, vpon their lands oz goods. And that all Owners and maſters ol 
Ships, and all mariners that ſhalbe pꝛiup to the lading and carying of any ſuch graine into any parts out ol the 
Realme, ſhal alſo be committed to pꝛiſon fo2 one whole peere, and the ſhip that ſhalbe laden belonging to anyow⸗ 
ner being pꝛiup thereto, to be arreſted, and not to be ſuffred to make ſayle, during one whole pere following. And 
becauſe her Maieſty vnderſtandeth, that there is great abuſe in carying out ol Beere by colour of certaine licen⸗ 
ces, and in the name of victualling Beere, oꝛ ſowzing Beere: Her Maieſtie commandeth and willeth the Loꝛd 
Treaſozerof England, to ſfay the carriage ol any maner ol Beere out ol the Nealme, by vertue olf anylicences re⸗ 
mayning yet in loꝛce, which her Highnes pleaſure is, to be ſuſpended vntil Michaelmas next nowe following, 
And that no Beere be either koꝛ victualling ok ſhips to be occupied in trade ol marchandize, oꝛ any ſhippeslaw- 
fully ſet fozth as ſhippes of warre, oꝛ fo2 a kinde of victualling of ſtrangerg chips, in the name of ſowꝛing Beere, 
ſhipped to be caried, but that the ſame be limited and rated in euery poꝛt, accoꝛding to ſuch good ozders as haue 
bene ol late veeres pꝛelcribed koꝛ the ſame in the poꝛt ol London, and as ſbalbe further pzeſcribed to the Officers 
ofeuery poꝛt within the Realme, by the Loꝛd Treaſoꝛer ot England. And yet neuertheleſle, her Maieſtie thin⸗ 
kethit meete, that ſuch reaſonable quantitie of wheate loꝛ bꝛead coꝛne, and Beere, ſhalbe caried out ofthe vſual 
poꝛts of her Realme, into the lowe countries, loꝛ the ſuſtentation ot her ſouldiers ſeruing in the ſame low coun⸗ 
treies , accoꝛding to ſuch a conuenient pꝛopoꝛtion as hath beene ol late limited touch perſons as haue oꝛ ſhall 
haue the charge thereof, and not otherwiſe. And to the intent this her Maieſties ſtraight commandement map 
take the better effect, Per Maieſtie hath commanded her pꝛiuie Counſell to make choiſe ol certaine ſpeciall tru⸗ 
ſtie perſons in all the Maritime Counties ol her Kealme, where poꝛtes are meete to lade any ſuch graine, and 
them by ſpecial letters to authoꝛize and charge, to haue regard krom time to time, to all manner ol ſhipping that 
ſhall lade any graine to tranſpoꝛt from poꝛt to poꝛt, that by colour thereof no graine be laden, but vpon bondeg 
firſt giuen with good ſureties, to be certified into her Exchequer, that the lame ſhallnotpaſle out ofthe Kealme, 
And to adde tothe ſame bonds ſuch other needlull conditions as ſhall ſeeme meete to reſtraine the ſame, the bet⸗ 
ter thereby to perloꝛme the intent ol this her Maieſties commandement, which her Highneſſe expꝛelſe pleaſure 
is ſhall be and continue in loꝛce, vntill Michaelmas next comming alter the publication hereof. Giuen at her

her Maieſtie, and the Lordes of her H * priuie Counſaile for reformation of ſuch diſorders as are

growen by lacke of ditcipline among her Martiall men. 


Pereas there haue bene of long time many groſſe and manifeſt kraudes and veceipts daply pꝛactiſed and committed by 
, Ciptaines and Officers in the oꝛdinarie viewes and muſters of their bands in ſeruice vnder her Maieſties pay, who led with an 
inoꝛdinate deſire ok gaine, and pꝛeferring their pꝛolite befoze their honeſt reputation and duties towards her Pateſties leruices, 
baue and doc often pꝛeſent at the Buſters, many perſons boꝛowed and hired fo one dayes pay, to ſerue foꝛ the time, whome (af- 

ter they are ſhewed in the Muſters) they diſmiſle, and retaine in demaund the pay of ſuch Paſſeuolants to themſelues (a kinde 

| of theft wozthie of ſeuere puniſhment) and thereby likewiſe their ſeuerall companies are continued weake and dekectiue, not on 
I if [pto the pꝛeiudice other Maieſties ſeruice, but to their owne particular ſhame and diſcredite; her Maieſtie therefoze deſirous to 
refoꝛme the ſame,anvotherlike abnſcs and diſopderstn the affaires of Buſters, as moſt neceſſarie foꝛ the aduancement ofher ſer: 
uice, hath oꝛdained and eſtabliſhed theſe pꝛeſent Ordonances fo; Muſters , which her pleaſure ts, ſhall be tnutolably kept, main⸗ 
tained, and obſcrued,as well by the Gonernozs of the Townes and troupes where her Maieſties fozces are in garrinſon,the 
chiefe Comm anders ofany ok them dꝛawen into ſeruice, as by the Officers and commiſſaries ofthe Pulters reſpectiuely:which 
Ordonances they ſhall cauſe to be publiſhed ,thatnone may pꝛetend ignoꝛance of her Maieſties plealure and commandement 
therein ſignilied.

The day befoze any Muſters 02 viewes ſh il be takenofth» Camp mies of euery garriſon , oꝛother place ol their ſeruice, the Commiſſarte aſſigned to take the viewes oꝛ 
muſters ok that garriſon oꝛ place , with the aſſiſtance of ſuch Tormmiſarics as ſhal be ſent from the States generall,o2 Counſel of State, oꝛ in caſethoſe Commiſſaries ſhal 
not be pzeſent,o2 refuſe to ioyne in that ſeruice. then 21 the Eugiith Commiſtarie after the ſhutting vp of the Gates at night. and the watch ſet, and not befoze, giueknow: 
ledge to the Gouernoz,Licutenant Gouern92,92 other chiele Commander ofcuery ſuch garriſon oz place of the purpoſe, to vic w andmuſterthe companies ok that garrt- 
ſon the next moꝛning: who thereupon ſhall require andcommano the ſeuerall Captaines vnder their chargeto haue their compantes readie with their due armour and fur: 
niture, at the vſual and accuſtomed place o at ſuch other fit place as the Commiſſaries ſhal appoint,to be muſtered by 7. of the clocke in the moꝛning, where the Clarke of 
every band ſhall deliuer one muſter roll. hy the which the pertens to be muſteredſhall be called: which roll when the Commillarie ſhal haue receaued,he ſhal deliuer to the 
Gouernour, Lieutenant Gouernour, oz chieke Commander of the Garriſon there pꝛeſent, and ſhall firſt callthe Muſters by the bocke of the pꝛecedent muſters and viewes 
taken. And the better to auoide the common deceipts pꝛactiled by the Clarkes and Officersof Companies, in pꝛocuring many ok the ſouldiers to anſwer and be called by 
double and contrarie names, ſo as one man is often receaued foꝛtwo perſons : the Commiſſarie ſhal therefoze neuer call any compame, beginning at the head ofthe roll, but 
ſhall begin in the middeſt, latter end, oꝛ ſome other place ok the ſaid rolle, and ſo inuert the oꝛder and poſition of the names. 


The Captaine o2 chiefe Officer that after tommandement receaued, as afozeſaid hal refuſe to ſhewe his companie, ſhall be fooꝛth with depʒiued ok his Charge, and made 
incapable to receaue any companie. - 


No Captaine oꝛ chieke officer of any band ſhall pꝛeſent at the vſuall viewes andmuſters any artiftcer, victualler,yedler.ſtragler, vagrant perſon oz ffranger, not being in 
actuall ſeruice, oz doing their ſeuerall dueties in watching and warding in their garriſon oz other place of ſeruice, vpon paine to euery ſuch artificer, victualler, pedler, 
ſtragler, oꝛ vagrant perſon, ſo offering themſelues in vie wes and muſters, o2 being thereunto hpzev, to be by marttall lawe hanged: and euery captaine oz officer chzt ſhall 
pꝛeſent o2 ſuffer to be pꝛeſented any ſuch as afoꝛeſaid, ſhalbe depꝛiued of his charge and office, and made incapable to take charge cuer after. and foꝛ the better pꝛeuenting of 
this fraude and diſoꝛder, the Capazalles of euery tompanie ſhalbe called ta che table, aud ſwoꝛne to dilcouer ifany ſouldier ſhal 1. oitrredto paſſe in the ſame muſter ok their 
Captaines companie, contrary to the purpoſeof this article: and euery C5zpozal, at the time of his repaire with any ſquader ok his tompanp to the place of his watch and 
warde, ſhal deliver tothe Sergeant Maior, oꝛ to the Cammitarie of the muſters reſident, a perfect rolle containing the names and number ok his laid ſquader to betherc cal⸗ 
led by the laide rolle, and viewed beloꝛe they be diſpoſed either in warche, ward oz lentinell) by the Sergeant Maior o Commitlary.

Euerp Captaine comming to the place where the muſters ſhalbe appointedtobe taken, ſhallcauſe his companteto march in ranckes, placing therein his officers and 
ſauldiers accoꝛding to their place and qualitie, and the ſcuerall kindes or their weapon and furniture mentioned in the muſter rolle. to be fff vilited and counted by the Com- 
millaries in their rankes,and after called by their names man by man, as in the fozmer article is mentioned: and ſuch as ſhalbe found able with their furniture requiſite, 
paſſed and allo wed, and the reſt caſſed and ſtricken ont ofthe ſaidrolle, The like oder of marching in rankes ſhalbe obſerued at all tunes in the going and returning ok eue⸗

ect, the Captaineof eche company oꝛ his Lieutenant in hisabſence,ſhall in the foote ofthe ſame,certifie that he hath pꝛeſented to the Commiſſaries all and euery the perſons 


named in the ſaid rolle, which he ſhal ſubſcribe with his own hand, and the Commillaries do the like in confirmation thereol: aud where there ſhalbe defect ok numbers, armes, 


* officers, gentlemen and muſquetiers appointed to haue increaſe ok pay outofthe dead payes allowed to every companie, 02 abſents without paſſepozt,02 beyond the daies li⸗ 
mitted in their paſſepozt, the ſame ſhalbe checked bythe Commillaries, andthe ſeucral checks ſet downe and expꝛeſſed in the booke fo warrants, whereby the Threaſozer oꝛ 
Paymaſter may be guided foy the quantitie ofthe pay, and defalcation ofthe checks. 


The Commillaries ofthe muſters ſhall keepe a true and exact booke oz regiſter of enery ſouldier that hall dye, be diſcharged, runne away, oꝛbe abſent by paſſepoꝛte no⸗ 
ting the day of the veceaſe, diſcharge, and departure of euery ſuch officer o ſouldier, and the entries ok ſuch as ſhall come in their places, and ſhall truly and faithfully check 
all interims, dekects and vnlawfull abſences, aſwel of the fugitiue, dead, and runne away, as ofthe abſent beyond thetime limited in their paſſepozts, and ſhall alwaies vpon

Sc = | nilhſeas, to recouer ot the Spaniards recompence foꝛ the notable iniuries by 
La. arreſts and barbarous cruelties committed in Spaine andPoztingall, againſt 
a great number ofher ſubtects,(wherof no remedy could euer be had by oꝛder of 
iuſtice) as that they in ſeeking to recouer the pꝛoper goods of the Spantards, 
{ ſhould there with oꝛ by colour thereof, take the ſhips and goods of diuersſubiects 
| ofother Pꝛinces and States being in amitie with her Maieſtie: Thereupon 
= her Dighnelle, as befozetime ſhe had alwayes done, commanded not onely her 


And ik they were found true, to ſee both reſtitution andfullrecompence to be made to her frendsſubiects dam- 
nified, and the offendours to be puniſhed as karre foozth as the nature of their offence might deſerue. And ſince 
that her Maieſties fozmer commandement giuen, and due reſtitution made to as many as could be found tult-

which Seignoꝛie and Dune her Maieſtie pꝛoleſſeth to be in perfect good amitie, and doth repute them as her 
molt louing frends, ſhould be taken on the ſeas, vpon the coaſt ol Poꝛtingal, and bꝛought into ſome ol her Poꝛtg, 
in the ndeſt part ol her realme. Thereupon her Maieſtie being in wardiy mooued in affection of her amitie to 
thoſe States, gaue oꝛder to haue theſe latter cauſes not onely ſpeedily to be examined, andredzeſled, ik the ſame 
were true, but alſo did giue commandement, afoze examination could be had, in reſpect the parties complai⸗ 
ning had not then any good p2ookes of the pꝛopertie ol the goods, to haue the ſaid veſlels pzeſerued with all their 
goods and ladings: foz which purpoſe there was choile made of ſuch commiſſioners nere the Poꝛts as the com- 
plainants did name, whereby may appeare to the woꝛld, but ſpecially tothe Seignoꝛp ol Menice, and the grand 
Duke ofTuſcan, what regard was had by her Maieſtie to ſhew all fauours to their ſubiects.

Giuen vnder her 
M aieſties ſgnet at Greenwich the xity.day of Aprill 1591, 
and of her Maiefties reigne the xxxiij gere. 


— — De Nueenes Maieſtie conlidering the continuance ofthe vnnatural rebellion 
= = A ſotfamultitude of the French kings Subiectes in Fraunce, againſt their mot 
£1 lawfngll king, heretofoze king ofNauarre, andnowtuſtly entituled Henry the 
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A — crowne, without exception of any one of the ſame pztnces Eccleſiaſtical oz Tem⸗ 
pozall: And in line maner from the deathofthe laſt king, ſerued and obeyed by all the auncient ollicers ofthe 
Crowne, and namely vy all the Marſhals ol Fraunce, the pꝛincipall oſticers ol that Nealme, and by the grea⸗ 
teſt part of all the Noble men, gouernozs of the Pzouinces. And that it now manifeſtly appeareth, that this 
bnnaturall rebellion is fauoured by none of the auncient byꝛth of J raunce, but by a very fewe ofa ſtrange 
bloud, lately bꝛought in, and planted by marriagesinFraunce , being onely bꝛanches depending of the houſe 
of Lozraine, which is no naturall member ofthe Crowne ol Fraunce to polleſle the ſame: Therefoze her Wa- 
teltie hath foz theſe and many other cauſes in the ſight ol Almightie God very tult, and to the woꝛld moſt hono⸗ 
rable , bene moued to yeelde to the ſaid king her good btother and confederate,her fauour , both in appꝛobati⸗ 
on ok his right, and wiſhing to him p2oſperitie againft his rebels, as ſhe thinketh there is no Monarch, noꝛ 
any Soueraigne Potentate in all Chꝛiſtendome but doth the like, ſauing onelp one: who not contented with 
all the kingdomes and dominions which his moſt noble father left him, by reaſon of his aboundant riches 
bꝛought to him out of his Indies, attempteth to augment his eſtate by encroching tohimſelfe the domintons of 
his neighboꝛs. And foz that purpoſe,her Maieſtie hath alſo accoꝛding to ſuch power as God Hathgtuen to her, 
and as ſhe may conueniently peelde with regarde to herowneeſtate, giuen tothe ſaidmoſt Chꝛiſtian king ſome 
ſuccours, and ſo mindeth to continue her fauours, asmanifeſtlyhath, and dayly is ſeene, both to all ſtran⸗ 
gerg, and to her owne people, and by none milliked but bythe rebels and the king aboue deſcribed, who at this 
day is manifeſtly ſeene, that ifhe were difpoſed to liue in peace, and be contented with his owne dominiong, and 
not ſeeke the domintons of any others, Chꝛiſtendome were toentoy an vniuerſall peace, without any noyſe of 
warre in any countrie oꝛ coꝛner of Chꝛiſtendome. And now her Maieſtie finding that this populer rebellion 
againſt the ſaid king, is fedde and maintained in ſundꝛy Poꝛt Townes of Fraunce , and ſpectally in Nozman- 
die and Bꝛitaine, where the people liue by bzinging to them fozreine marchandize, and by vent of theirowne, 
and by receiuing of fuccours o victuals a munitiens of warre from fozraine countries, without which the res 

bels in their Poꝛts could neither continue their rebellion, noꝛ yet relieue their fellowe rebels within the land: 
Dath thought it meete, that although her ſubiects ought in reaſon of themſelues to haue confideredas much, 
to will and charge, and ſo ſhe doth expꝛeſſely will, charge, and commaunde, all maner her owne naturall 
Subiects, and all other perſons reſoꝛting to her realme, to foꝛbeare from repayzing to any Poꝛte 02 Creeke of 
Picardie, Nozmandie, oꝛ Bꝛitaine, where the Rulers of the ſame Poztes oꝛ Creckes doe not manifeſtly obey 
the French king, and that in no manner, directly oꝛ indirectly, they doe cary oꝛ ſend any Marchandize, victual, 
oꝛ munition to any Poꝛt oꝛ Towne, that doeth dilobey the French king, oꝛ doe vle any trade ol buying oz ſel⸗ 
ling by bartering oꝛ by exchange with any of the kings rebels, oz with their adherents either in Fraunce, 
oꝛ traudulently here in England oz elle where: vpon paine that wholoeuer ſhall attempt the contrarie, the ſame 
ſhall be puniched as Traitoꝛs, and relieuers and ſuccourers of her Maieſties enemies. Foꝛ ſuch her Maieſtie 
©" dothindae the laid kings rebels to be, in that they haue and doe to their power , declare themſelues to be ene⸗ 
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mies to her Maieſtie and her Subiectes, as by their hoſtile actions againſt her Maſeſties ſubtectes, hath in 


many partes manifeſtly appeared. Is in like ſoꝛte alſo the king ol Scottes her good bzother, anda friend and 
guncient Allie tothe Crowne ol France, hath publiquely declared himſelle an enemie to the ſaid rebels, and 
hath pꝛohibited his Subiects from trading in any ſozte with the rebels of Fraunce: notwithſtanding ſome of 
the heads ofthe rebellion, tohisgreatmiſliking, are by thehouſe ol Loꝛraine otkinred to him. 

And becauſe her Maieſtie is inkoꝛmed, that though many of her ſecretly euill diſpoſed ſubiects do outward⸗ 
lie hewthemſelues not to haue a minde to repaire to the poꝛts poſſeſſed by the foꝛeſaid Rebels, but colourably 
doe in her Maieſties pozts lade their wares, and make their entries with the officers ol the Cuſtomehouſeg, 
and take their cockets, as thereby to carrie the ſame to the pozts of France which are knowen to obey the 
French king: Oꝛ ſometimes lading of vitatles, make their entries to repaire only to other poꝛts ofthe realme, 
and ſometimes to the iſles of Jernſey oꝛ Garnſey, and pet moſt coꝛruptly, and againſt their loyaltie, fozgaine 
oꝛother corruption, they doe craftily repaire with the ſaid merchandiſe and vitailes, yea and by ſtealth with 
munition, as pouder, ſhot , copper, and other habillements of warre, to the pozts manileſtly held by the 
Nebels: Foꝛ repꝛeſſing of which abuſe, her Maieſtie chargeth and commandeth all her officers of her Cu⸗ 
ſtomehouſes, to haue good regard to the conditions of all that ſhall lade any wares to be tranſpoꝛted out of the 
realme by ſea, oꝛ of vitaile from poꝛt to poꝛt. And ifthey ſhall haue any ſuſpition that the ſaid wares oz vitailes 
ſo to be laden, might be carried to the Rebels townes in France, they ſhall not ſuffer any ſuch to depart with 
their lading, except the owners and laders ſhall both by their coꝛpoꝛall othe, and by bond with ſureties to the 
double value ofthe things laden, giue allurance, and cleere themſelues ol all ſuſpition, that no part of their la⸗ 
ding ſhall by them, oꝛ by any foꝛ them, be carried to any towne of the Rebels in France.

I Oraſmuch ag it is manifeſtly ſeene to all the woꝛld how it hath pleaſed Almightie God of his mot ſingular fauour to 
haue taken this our Realme into his ſpeciall pꝛotection theſe manyyeres,euenfrom the beginningof our raigne, in 
N„ / the midſt of the troubled eſtate ol all other kingdom next adioyning, with a ſpecial pzeſeruationofour owne perſon, 
gas next vnder his Almightinelle, ſupꝛeme Gouernour ofthe ſame, againſt many malicious and violent attempts + 
Y Foꝛ which cauſe it behooueth vs in very dutie, firſt to continue our owne perpetuall thanks to his goodneſſe foz ſo 
A wondertull a tau our, and next to emplop all the fozces of thoſe his good people which he hath committed to our rule 
and gouernment, in dekence of themlelues and all our Realms and dominions,againſt ſuch our Potent and violent 
ON = 2 enemies, as onelp oꝛ the maintenance of our ſelues and our Subiectes in the pꝛoleſſion ofhis holy Goſpell, haue

the ſame may be colourably caried into the king of Spaines Dominions, noꝛ that any perſon ſuffer any of the aloꝛeſaid kindes which he may 
ſtay, tobe cartedto the ſaid countreysof the ſaid king as long as he ſhall vſe and exerciſe any warre againff vs oꝛ our ſubiects: vpon paine that 
all andeueryperſon ſo offending in any poynt afoze mentioned, ſhall be taken, vſed, tryed, iudged, and executed as traitoꝛs to vs a our countries.

poſſeſlion of our kingdoms, the fozmer violence a rigoꝛ ot the malice ofour enemies (ſpecial⸗ 
==] ly of the Ring ol Spaine) would after his continuance inſeefiingto trouble our fate, with⸗ 
out any tult cauſe ſomany peeres, haue wared faint and decayed in him, and all others de- 
pending on him, and bene altered into ſome peaceable humour, meete to haue diſpoſed him 
to liue in concoꝛd with vs, and other Chꝛiſtian Pꝛinces his neighbours, and by ſuch good 
meanes to eſtablich an vntuerſall peace in Chꝛiſtendome now by his warres oneip, and no 
— other wile diturbed het to the contrary we lind ĩt, by his preſent mighty actions, ſo great as 
he neuer beloꝛe this time attempted the line. nohereby it ſo plealeth the Almightie God ol Poſteg, (as we are perſwaded)to 
ſuffer the ruine oz coꝛrection ol ſuch as will not be content to liue in peate wirhtheir owne: And to that ende, to permit the 
aid king now in this his declined yeetes meeteſt loꝛ peace, and when he otight to be ſatillied, without ſeeking ol moꝛe king⸗ 
domes, hy violence and armes (ſeeing hee polleſleth at this day, moze Crowties,*Kingdomes and Countries, and moe 
'earthly wealth then anyol his pꝛogenitours, oꝛ any other Pzince Chꝛiſtian ener had) now to beginne a moſt vniuſt and a 
dangerous warre ſoꝛ all Cyꝛiſtendome againſt the pꝛelent French King .

And therefoze ſeeing we do now manileſtly vnderſtand that he hath df late to foztifie theſe his ſtrange violent attempts 
with tome newe coulour) pꝛocured a Milanois avaſfaileof his owne to beeraltedintothe Papacie of Rome, and hath ſe⸗ 
duced him, without conſent ofthe College of Cardinalles to exhauffthe treaſtires ol the Church, and therewith to leute 
fozces in Italie (which had no ſound of warre in it theſe many peeres) and in many other places, to be guyded by his Ne: 
phe w, and tent to inuade France, a hingdome that hath bene alwayes a maintainer ol that Church in al their oppꝛeſſiong. 
Indfozthatthis warre, fo generally, and mightily againſt France, concerneth our eſtate very greatly, a can not but be di⸗ 
| rectly very dangerous to our dominions: And that it is allo no wen to vs, that by ſundꝛy means, belldes the pꝛeparation of 
other great fozces fo2 the ſeas, againſt our Crowne a Dominions the ſame be greater fo2 this pere to come, then euer he had 
befoze , And koꝛ furtherance therol, hath allo lately by coloꝛ of this his peculiar Popes authozity, which he hath nowe han⸗ 
ging at his girdle, pꝛactited with certatne pꝛincipall ledttisus headg, being vnnatural ſubiects ol our kingdom but ret very 
baſe ok birth) to gather together with great laboꝛs vpon his charges, a multitude of dillolute yong men, who haue partly fo: 
iacke of liwing, partely foꝛ crimes committed, become Fugitities,Rebelles;and Traitoꝛs, and fo: whom there are in Nome, 
and Spaine, and other places certaine receptacles made to liue in, and there to be inſkructed in Schoole pointes of ſediti⸗ 
on, and from thence to be ſecretly and by ſtealth conueyed into our Dominiong, with ample authozitie rom Rome, td 
mooue, ſtirre vp and perl wade as many ol our lubiects, as they dare deale withall, to renounce their naturalt allegeance 
due to vs and our Crowne, and vpon hope by a Spaniſh Jnuaſion to be enriched andendowed with the poſſeſſions anddig⸗ 
nities of our other good ſubiects : Foꝛ which purpoſe they doe binde our ſubiects (with whom they pꝛactiſe) by Othes, pea 
bySacraments to foꝛſweare their naturall allegeance to vs, and peelde their obedience with all their po wers to this King 
of Spaine and td alliſt his fozces. And foꝛ the moꝛe loꝛcible attrattion of theſe vnnatural people, being weakeofvnderftan- 
ding) to this their bend, theſe Seedmen of treaſon bzing certaine Buls from the Pope, ſome ol Indulgences pꝛetending to 
pꝛomile heauen to ſuch as wil peelde, and ſome of curſings, thꝛeatning damnation and hell, to ſuch as ſhall not yeelde 
totheir perl walions: And though theſe maner ot Popilh attempts, haue bene ol long time vled, yet in ſome ſoꝛt allo they 
haue bene impeached, by direct execution ol lawes againtt ſuch traitoꝛs toꝛ meere treaſons, and not loꝛ any poynts ofreligt- 
on, as their fautours would colour falſely their actions, which are moſt manifeſtly ſeene and heard at their arraignements 
how they are neither executed, cõdemned, noꝛ endited, but foz hightreaſons,affirming among other things, that they will 
lae part with any army ſent by the ape againſt vs a our Realme. And ol this that none do tuller death loꝛ matter ofreligh 
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on, there is manifeſt pꝛoole in that anumberofmenof wealth in our realme pzofeſſing contrary religiõ, are knowen not to 
be impeached koꝛ the lame, either in their liues, landes, oz goodes, oz in their liberties, but onely by payment ol a pecuniary 
ſumme, as a penalty foz the time that they do refuſe tocome to Church, which is a molt manileſt courſe tofallifie the llande⸗ 
rous ſpeeches and Libelles ofthe Fugitiues abzoade, Pet nov it is certainelp vnderſtoode, that theſe heads of theſe dennes 
4receptacies, which are bythe traitours called Seminaries, and Colleges of Jeſuits, haue verylatelp aſſured the Ring ol 
Spaine, that though heretotoꝛe he had no good ſucceſſe with his great fo:ces, againſt our Realme, pet it now he will once 
againe rene we his warre this next peere, there (hall be found ready ſecretely within our Dominions, many thouſands (as 
they make their accompt koꝛ their purpoſe) of able people that will be ready to aſliſt uch power as he ſhall ſet on land, and by 
their vaine vaunting, they do tempt the Ging hereto, who otherwiſe ought in wildome, a by his late experience conceiue no 
hope ot any ſale landing here: ſhe wing to him in Spaine, by the ſpeclal inkoꝛmation of a Scholeman named Parſons, arroga⸗ 
ting to himſelfe the name of the King Catholikes Conkeſſour, and to the Pope at Rome, by another Scholler called Allen, 
now foꝛ his treaſons, honoured with a Cardinalles Hatte, certaine ſkrolles oꝛ beadzoiles ot names, of men dwelling in ſun- 
dꝛy partes ok our Countries, as they haue imagined them, but ſpectally in the maritimes, with aſſurance, that theſe their 
Seedmen named Seminaries, Pꝛieſts, 4 Jeſuites are in the ſundꝛp parts ol the Realme ſecretly harbozcd, hauing a great 
part ofthem bene ſent within theſe x. oꝛrii. moneths, and chall be ready to continue their reconciled people in their lewde 
conſtancie to ſerue their purpole both with their foꝛces, and with other trapterous enterpꝛiſes when the Spaniſhpower 
ſhall be ready to land, vpon which their impudent allertions to the Pope, and to the King ol Spaine (though they knowe 
a great part thereof to be falie) they haue now very lately aduertiſed into diners partes by their ſecret meſſengers, whereof 
ſome are alſo verp lately taken, and haue confeſſed the ſame, that the King vpon their infozmations and requeſtes 
hath pꝛomiſed to imploy all his fozces that he can, by ſea this next pere,toattempt once againe the inuaſion of this realme: 
Where with becauſe ſome ol his wiſeſt counſellers doubt that he ſhall not pꝛeuaile, therefoze hee is otherwiſe perſwaded, 
that if that his purpoſe ſhall not take place here, yet the ſame may be well imployed again France oz the Lowe Countries, 
02 againſt ſome part of Scotland, into which Realme there hath allo ſome number ofthe line bꝛood bene lately ſent. 

2 Wherekoꝛe conſidering that theſe the intentions of the ling ol Spaine, are to vs in this ſoꝛt made very manifeſt, And 
although we doubt not, but almightie God, the defender of all iuſt cauſes, will as alwaphitherto he hath) make the ſame 
boyde: Pet it is our dutie as being the \upzeme Gouernoꝛ vnder his Almightie hand, to vſe al ſuch iuſt a reaſonable meanes 
as are giuen to vs, and there with to concurre oꝛ rather attend vpon his moſt gracious fauour by the helpe of our faithfull 
ſubiects, both to encreaſe our fozces to the vttermoſt of their powers, and by execution ol Lawes, and by all other politike oꝛ⸗ 
dinances to impeach the koꝛelayd pꝛactiles of theſe editions and treaſons, 

And bekoꝛe al other things, we dofirlf require of the Cccleſtalticalſtate, that the like diligence be vſed by the godly Mt 
niſters of the Church, by their diligent teaching a example ol like, to retaine our people ſtedfaſtly in the pꝛoleſlion or the Gol⸗ 
pell, and in their duties to almightie God and vs, as it is ſeene a fewe Capitall heads of treaſons are continually occupied 
with their Seminaries, in withdꝛa wing ok a multitude ol ignoꝛants to their enchantments. 

4 And ſecondlp, koꝛ hauing of ſufficient foꝛces in readinefle by Sea, we hope by Gods goodneſſe, and with the helpok our 
good Subiects, to haue as great, oꝛ greater ſtrength on the Seas then at any time we haue had, to withſtand theſe pulled 
baunts krom Spaine: And foꝛ our foꝛces by land, our truſt is, that ſeeing we haue diſtributed our whole realme into ſeueral 
charges ol Lieutenancies, that they by themſelues where they may be perſonally pꝛeſent, a otherwiſe by their Deputies, 
galliſtants ort other our Miniſters, will now alter the generall Mullers which haue bene by our ſpectal oꝛder lately taken. 
conſider ol allthings requiſite to perkoꝛme, and make perfect all defects that ſhall appeare neceſſarie, to make all the bands 
both ol hoꝛſemen and footemen fully furniſhed with armour, weapons, and munition, and with all other things requiſite 
fo2 their conduction tothe places ol ſeruice, and there alſo to continue as time ſhall require to defende their Countrey. And 
ſo we doe moſt earneſtly require and charge all maner okour Subiects, with their handes, purſes, and aduiſes, yea all and 
tuery perſon ol euery eſtate, with their pꝛaxers to God, to moue him to alliſt this ſo natural, honoꝛable, and pzofitable a ſer⸗ 
uice being only loꝛ defence of their naturall Countrey,their wiues, kamilieg, childꝛen, lands, goods, liberties, and their pos 
ſterities againſt rauening ſtrangers, willull deſtropers of their Natiue countrey and monſtrous traptours. 

5 Andlaſtly,to withſtand z pꝛouide ſpeedy remedyagainſt the other fraudulent attempts ol the Seminaries, Jeſuites, 
end Traitoꝛs, without the which (as it appeareth) the fozces ſbould not be nowe vſed , the ſame being wꝛought onely by 
fallchoode, by hypocriſte, and by vnderminings ol our good Subiects vnder a falſe colour and face ofholines, to make bꝛea⸗ 
thes in mens and womens conſciences, and ſo to traine them to their Treaſons. and that with ſuch a lecrecie by the harbo⸗ 
ning ol the ſayd traiterous meſſengers in obſcure places, as without very diligent and continuall ſearch to be made, and le⸗ 
uere oꝛders executed, the ſame will remaine and ſpꝛed it ſelle as a ſecret infection oftreaſons in the bowels of our Realme, 
maſt dangerous, yea, moſt repzochfullto be ſuffered in any well oꝛdered common weale: Therefoze we haue determined by 
Muiſe ot our Counſell, to haue ſpeedilp certaine Commilũoners, men ok honeſty, ſidelitie, and good reputation to be appoin⸗

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ted in eter Shire, Citie, and Poꝛt townes within o our Realme, to enauire by all good meanes what perfoiis

perſwadingof our people oz ofany reſiding within our Reatmeto treaton, oꝛ to moue any to relinauith their allegeance-to 
bs. 02 to acknowledge any kinde of obedience to the Pope, oꝛ tothe Bing of Spaine, and alſo ol all other perſons that haue 
hene thereto induced, and that haue thereto yeelded, And further to pꝛoceede in the trecution of ſuch their Commiſſion as 
they ſhall be moꝛe perticularly directed by inftructions annexed to their ſayd Commiſſion, 
6 Ind kurthermoꝛe, becauſe it is certainely hnowen e pꝛoued by common experience, vpon the appꝛehenſion ol ſundꝛx of 
 theſayde trapterous perſons ſent into the Realme, that they doe come into the ſame by ſecrete Creekes, and landing places, 
dilguiſed, both in their names andperſons, Dome in apparell, as Souldiers, Mariners, oz Merchants, pꝛetendingthat 
they haue bene heretofoze taken pꝛiloners, and put into Gallies, and deltuered. Some come in as gentlemen with contraty 
names, in comely apparell, as though they had trauatled into Fozteine countreys foz knowledge: And generally all, oz the 
moſt part, as ſoone as they are crept in, are cloathed life gentlemen in apparel, and many as gallants yea in all colours, and 
with feathers;and tuch line difgutfing themſelues, and many of them in their behauioꝛ as Ruftans karre otto be thought, 
02 ſuſpected to be Friers, pꝛieſts, Jeſuits, oꝛ Popiſh ſchollers. And ol thele many doe attempt to reſoꝛt into the Untuerll⸗ 
ties and houles ol Law from whence in fozmer times they departed: many into leruides ol Noble men, Ladies and gentle⸗ 
men, with ſuch like kraudulent deuiſes to couer themſelues from all appꝛehenſion, oꝛ ſuſpicton : and pet in pꝛoceſſe of time, 
they do at length ſo inlinuate themſe lues to get themſelus credite with hypocriſies, as they infect both the Maſters and Fa⸗ 
milies, and conſequently aduenture alſo yea ſecretly to vſe their offices ol pꝛiellhood and reconcilements: hereby al ſuch as 
do retayne them are woꝛthie to be ſulpected, and may be charged by law to their great danger,

tate, lodge, reſide oꝛ attend: And by ſuch Fnquiſition and examination, to be duelp and particularly infozmed of what con- 
dition and countrie any ſuch perſon is, and by what kind ol meanes he hath heretofoze liued, and where he hath ſpent his 
time foꝛ the ſpace of one whole pere beloꝛe. And lie wiſe to nnow whether he hath vſed, doth vſe torepaire to the Church at 
bſuall times to diuine ſeruice, accoꝛding to the lawes of the Realme. And to cauſe thoſe Jnquiſitions, with their anlweres 
tobe put into waiting particularly, and the ſame to keepe in a maner of a Regiſter oꝛ Rolender to be ſhewed whenthey ſhalbe 
demanded, that vpon caule ot᷑ ſuſpition of any ſuch perſon, the ſame may be further tried bythe Commitlioners of thoſe pla- 
es, whether the ſame perlong ſo examined be loyal ſubiects oꝛ no. And il any ſuch chalbe found vn willing to anl were to ſuch 
Inauiſition, oꝛ chall be found by his doubtfull anſ were not likelp to be an obedient ſubtect , the ſame perſon ſhall bee ſtayd 
bythe houcholder, oꝛ him that ought to haue examined him and chall be ſent to any ol the Commiſſioners aboue mentioned 
next adiopning. And il any perſon hauing gouernment oz commandement ouer any ſuch leruant, oꝛ reliant, thall be found 
not to haue perkoꝛmed the points of the fozeſaidFnquilition as is aboue limitted, the ſame ſchall bee called to appeare befoze 
the ſayd Commillioners, oꝛ bełoꝛe our pꝛiuie Counſell, it the qualitie ofthe perſon ſhall ſo require, and ſhall bee further vſed 
and oꝛdered fo2 ſuch default, as the laid Commiſſioners,oz our Counſel ſhal haue iuſt caule to deale with fuch a perſon, And 
nally, we doe admonich and ſtraitlycharge and command all perſons that haue had any intelligence, with any ſuch ſo ſent

lad, within xx. dayes alter the publication hereof, in the Shire, Towne, oꝛ Citie, oꝛ Poꝛt. within the pzecincts ol the ſame 
Commilſion,vpon payne that the offenders therein, halbe puniſhed as abettoꝛs a mainteiners ol traptoꝛs.

— l the intent all her Maieſties Officers ol Juſtice in euer p place, where theſe ſoꝛts ol peo⸗ 
ple ſhall reſozt, mayknowe, what her Maieſties moſt gracious pleaſures, foꝛ the vſage of the ſaideperſons „both to 
punich the offend9urs, and to relieue the licke ſouldiours, and ſuch as haue truely ſerued, and are licenced to departe to 
their Countryes : She commaundeth that ſuch diſcretion be vſed betwirxt the vnlawfull vagarant perſons , and the 
ſouldiours now lawfully diſmiſſed from their ſeruices, that allſuch vagarant perſons, as neyther haue beene bzought 
to ſickeneſſe noꝛ lameneſleby the ſaide late ſeruice, and that Gall not be able to ſhewe ſufficient paſpoꝛt foz their diſmiſ⸗ 
ſion, ſhall be taken and appꝛehended, whereſoeuer they map be found, as perſons vagabonds, and ſo to be puniſhed.

che fleete ſet foozth this laſt Sommer, at the charge ol the Citie of London. and lately retur⸗ 
nedanvy maner of commodities from any perſon, without the conſent ok the owners of the 

aid chippes, that they chould bꝛing to certaine Commillionerg at Plymmouth, Dertmouth, 
Totnes, Exceter, Southampton, and Pozteſmouth, a particuler note in wꝛiting of the 
ſame, vpon paine to be puniched as felons and abbettoꝛs to Pirates, if they ſhould not with- 
in a time limitted obey the ſame charge and commandement, as moꝛe particularly is erpze- 
ſed in the ſaid Pꝛoclamation. Nowe her Maieſtie is enfozmed, that there hath beene other notable deceipts vled by diuers 
other Captaines, Maſters and Mariners in ſundꝛy other chippes, which haue ſerued on the Seas this laſt Sommer, fo;

7 'Dereas notwithſtanding ſundzy Actes of Parliament herefofoze made koꝛ the true ma 
king of woollen Cloth, being acommoditie beſtowed by God vpon this our Realmeaboue 
others, which in time paſt hath bene and yet ts in all places beyond the Deas, where trade 
oꝛ traffique is vſed, holden in great pꝛice and ellimation, being truely and well made: Pet 
Ilas it is ſignified vnto our Councell by our Juſtices ol Peace of our CountieofDeyon,and 
£2) 1|other expert and graue men of that Countie, that the Artificers in themyſterie of Cloths 
7 72 making in that Countrey, namely the wearers and Tuckers vſing to weaue and tucke 

4 - 2 2 7 Clothes, commonly called Deuonchire -Rerſies 02 Dozens, haue of late inuented foꝛ their 
WAI), owne gainemeanes to defraude the lawes therein heretofoze made, and the true intent 
and meaningofthe makers ol the ſame. The weauers generally making the ſaid Rerlies too light when they come from 
| their beame, to conteine after.they be well ſkow2ed,thicked,milled,andfully dꝛied, the weight of after the rate ol euery pard 
one pound, as by the AIcteof Parliament made in the fourth and fift peeres of the Raignes ol the late King Philip, and our 
late deare Siſter the late Queene Mary, they ought to doe, Ind ſome by bling ot falle ſlaies, and ſome ol them by deceitkull 
mixing of their Narne, and falſe weauing of their clothes, making the muſter ende thereof, and along by the edges of faire 
arne, and well and cloſe wouen, and the other ende and the middle part thereof along by the creaſt ol farrecourſer Yarne, 
and ſlightly and euill and oyen wouen. And lite wiſe the Tuckers by mintſhing and cutting off part ol the clothes bꝛought 
totheir handes, and by extreame racking and ſtretching ol them to reame them to a karre greater bꝛeadth then the cloth can 
beare, vnder colour to bꝛing it to a marchantable bꝛeadth and length, ſo as by no meanes they can bee perfect Clothes. 
Whereunto we are the rather induced to giue credite by the complaint ok late made vnto vs (conteining ſuch deceipts) by 
the States ol Holland. Of which inlufficiencies growen by the inuentions and newe deuices of the ſayde Artificers the 
# Clothiers ofour ſayd Countie vſing toͤbuie the ſayde clothes, and to bꝛing them to the market in Blackewelhall, there to 
bee ſold, haue lamentably complayned to our ſapd Councell, che wing vnto them their great loſles and hinderances thereby 
bpon ſearch of the laid clothes, although in trueth it be not their fault, and at our hands by them haue ſought lome rekoꝛma⸗ 
tion. Mhereok we hauing conſideration how benefictall a trade the Clothiers is, and how inconuenient it is to ſuffer ſuch 
an enoꝛmitie in deceiptfull making ol the ſapd clothes, and pet as hitherto no ſpeciall la we made fully to redꝛeſſe oz pꝛeuent 
the ſame: haue thought good with the aduiſe ol our ſapd Councell, to take pꝛeſent oꝛder therein, in ſoꝛme herealter enluing, 
and the ſame to continue till the next Parliament, vnleſſe it ſhal by our Pꝛoclamation be in the meane time altered oz reuo⸗ 
ked. Firſt, we expꝛelly charge and commaund, that the la wes already made, and ſtanding in fozce not repealed, fo: the true 
making ol cloth, be duely accomplithed and executed in all things. and that every Officer diligently doe perko : me his office 
about the ſame accoꝛdingly. And furthermoze our plealure is, and we doe hereby ſtraightiycharge and command, that eue⸗ 
tyofthe ſaid Deuonchire Kerſies,called Dozens, to be wouen and tucked within the Countie ol Deuon, oꝛ any other Coun⸗ 
tie next adioyning thereunto, krom the feaſt ofthe Annunciation ol our Ladie now next comming, being rawe, vnſkow- 
red, vnthicked, and vn wet cloth, as it commeth out of the weauers beame, chall without anpkraude, deceipt, pollicie oz des 
uiſe,02 any ſtuſle thereunto deceiptfully oꝛ vnlawlully added, weigh fifteene pounds in the market at the leaſt, and ſo being 
rawe, chal conteine in the market bet weene fifteene and ſixteene pardes in length, pard and inch ol the rule, without which 
weight and length (as we are enkoꝛmed by men ſkilful a expert in that trade) they can by no meanes alter ward, being well 
lkowzed, thicked, milled, and fully wꝛought and dꝛied, conteine the length and weight in the ſayd Statute pꝛouided and 
appointed, viz, twelue pards in length, and twelue pound in weight at the leaſt. And that alſo the ſame bee ſewantlp wo- 
den thꝛoughout of well and lite ſozted yarne,vtterly fozbidding that any weauer vling to weaue the ſayd clothes, ſhall vie 
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in oꝛ about their weauings the ſaid deceitfull meanes ol minixtingo? weaning theiryarne as afozeſstd, oz any other deceit⸗ 
full wayes oꝛ meanes. And ſo line wiſe fozbiddirig the laid Tuckers ofthe ſaidclothes to minich any partof the laid clothes 
when they ſhall haue them in their hands, oꝛ by any meanes ſo to dꝛaw them to bꝛedth oz length as thereby to impaire the 
cloth, but that by the well doing ol them by the ſaid Irtificers, the deceitfull meanes aboue mentioned and complained on, 
and all other like deceits to be vſed therein, maybe thꝛoughly amended and refozmed, and the ſaid clothes made perfect and 
good accoꝛding to the true intent and meaning okthe laid la wegs. Foz the moꝛe lure and perfect auoiding ot which inconue⸗ 
niences, we alſo ſtraightly charge and command all the ſaid weauerg, chat euery or them, weauing anp ol the ſaid clothes, 
hall on the one end ol euery ſuch cloth weauc his ſhoppe⸗ marke, and ſhall allo ſhut one purrell thꝛough both the ends ofthe 
| ſame, of ſome coloured yarne, euery ſuch purrell to be thꝛee quarters of an inch bꝛeadth at the leaſt. And doe ſignilie vnto 
them the ſaid Irtificers, and ſo do we hereby require and authoꝛize our Juſtices of peace in the ſaid Countie ol Deuon, and

That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ giue oꝛder to theſe Butchers, not to ſell any fleſh but at reaſonable pꝛices, c foꝛ that purpoſe the pꝛices ſhal 
be ſet do wne by the ſaide L. Maioꝛ ſuch as may be reaſonable both toꝛ the buyer andſeller: and ik the Butcher ſhall bzeake that oz- 
der, then to be kooꝛthwith diſcharged. and committed to pꝛiſon, and an other put into his place, and his bond to be certified into the 
the Exchequer to the Mueenes benefite, | 


That the Loꝛd Maio himſelfe ſhall graunt no warrant koꝛ buying ok fleſh in Lent, but to ſuch asthallhaue andſhewe to him li⸗ 
cence in good wꝛiting accoꝛding to the la wes ol the Realme to eate fleſh, and the laid licence to be viewed and regiſtred, firſt by ſome 
two meete perſons to be appointed fo2 this purpoſe by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, and Bookes to be kept thereof, to be ſhewed further when 
the ſame ſhall be required, vnleſſe it be to Ambaſladoꝛs and Agents ok fozreine Pzinces, to whome notwithſtanding no furtyer 
quantitie ſhall be allowed, then ratably foꝛ their owne houchold, and that ſuch Ambaſſadoꝛs and Agents ſhal giue to the Loꝛd Ma⸗

That the L. Maioꝛ ſhall nowe pꝛeſently befoze Lent cauſe all Inholders, Tablekeeperg,Mictualers, Alehouſekeepers, and Ta⸗ 
uerners within the Citie, and liberties thereof, to appeare befoze him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall appoint meete fo2that purpoſe : 
and ſhall take bonds ol euery ol them in good ſummes ol money not vnder one hundꝛed pound aplece toher Maieſties vle, not to 
dꝛeſſe any fleſh in their houſes this Lent time foꝛ any reſpect, except it be fozſome ſuch perſon that lieth in their houſe, and that alſo

And koꝛ the Butchers and others that come with victuals ol flech out of the Countrey to the Citie, the L. Matoꝛ ſhall cauſe cer⸗ 
taine perſons, whereol ſome to be named to the L. Maioꝛ by the wardens of the Fiſhmongers,to watch at the gates and other like 
places in the Duburbes, where lleſh may be bꝛought in, to view and ſearch, and to intercept the ſame, And in caſe the ſame ſhall be 
found to be bꝛought to any perſon not warranted noꝛ licenced to eate it, as is afoꝛeſaid, then the ſame to be foꝛfeited and ſolde at the 
diſcretion of the L. Maioꝛ, toꝛ the vſe ol the pooꝛe in the Hoſpitals and pꝛiſons in the Citie, and the bꝛingers to be impꝛiloned.

And to the end the ſaid Oꝛders may be duly executed, it is thought conuenient, that the L. Maioꝛ ſhould ſend ſoꝛ the chiele Heads 
of the companyof the Fiſhmongers, and chall cauſe them to make choiſe of foure oz moꝛe wile and diſcreete perſons of the ſaid com⸗ 
pany,and men ol good wealth and habilitie, to whome they ſhall commit the charge to makeenquirte alter ſuch as ſhallbe found 
tranſgreſlozs ofthe ſaid Ozders:who in reſpect of their trauel beſtowed in that behalte, hal haue 5 one moitie of ſuch bonds as ſhal 
bee koꝛleited by tranſgreſling of the ſaide Oꝛders, and the other moitie to bee conuerted vnto godly vſes, by the diſcretion of the 
Nueenes Maieſties High Almner, ſpectally vpon pooꝛe and lame ſouldiers, with the pꝛiuitie offome of the Pꝛiuie councell, 


And that there may be due execution ofthe laid Oꝛders, al well without as within the Liberties ofthe Citie, it is thought con⸗ 
uenient, that they that haue the chiele charge ouer the places pꝛiuileged and erempt⸗ where any Leets oꝛ Law dapes are kept, chal 
authozize vnder their hand and ſeale foure perſons as are aboue mentioned, to make ſearch within the ſaid pꝛiuileged and exempt 
places foꝛ ſuch as ſhall tranſgreſle the ſaid Oꝛderg, and ſhall fo2 their trauell therein employed, receiue the moitie ol the Bonds foz- 
feited, as is aboue mentioned.

P iuie councell, what numbers of the ſeuerall kindes aboue mentioned ſhall be killed, either within the City, oꝛ places exempt, 


Laſtly, where anyButchers ſhalbe licenced in any exempt place without the Citie ol London a the Liberties thereof, befoze the 
ſaid Butchers ſhall be ſufferedtokill oꝛ ſell any Fleſh, they ſhail make payment to the hands of the officers that ſball giue themli- 
cence, fo: the reliefe of maimed Souldiers, Mariners, and other lame and impotent perſons as ſhall be limited by letters, either 
ol the Pꝛiuie councell, ozofthe Lieutenants ok the Shires. 


And as theſe Oꝛders are expꝛelly deuiſed to be executed in the Citie of London, and places neere to the ſame, ſo her Pateſtieg 
plealure and commandement is, that the execution of theſe oꝛ like Oꝛders be pertozmed by the commandement of her Maieſties 
Lieutenants to be ſent to the Juſtices ofthe peace, in all Shires within their rule, and to all other officers in Townes cozpozate, 
dn in any Liberties, with line oꝛder foz bonds to be taken to her Mateſties vle: the benefit of the fozfeiture of which bonds, her 
Maͤieſtie map at the interceſſion of the ſaid Lieutenants caule to be diſtributed amongſt lame and pooꝛe ſouldiers.

Hercas it hath been ordered by Act of Parliament, that all poore agedand 
impotent perſons, thould repaire to the places where they were borne, or 
where they were molt conuerſant by the ſpace of three yeeres, and there to 
be maintained: And likewiſethatall other perſons wandring about as Beg- 
gars, aud being whole and {trong1n body andable to work, hauing no lands 
or other meanes to get their liuing, ſhould be taken as Rogues and Vaga- 
bonds: And if any impotent perſon being prouided for, within the Pariſh 
where he was borne, or had beene conuerſant by the ſpace aforeſaid, ſnould 
without licence wander abroad out of the ſame, hee ſhall be whipped and 
returned againe to his Pariſh: and if he ſhall eftſoones offend, then to bee 
puniſhed as a Rogue. And for that alſo in this time of Parliament, order 
hath beene taken by a collection ot certaine ſummes of money, that all ſuch as were found in and about the 
Citie of London, hauing beene may med and ſore hurt in her Maieſties ſeruice, ſhould haue a conuenient 
reliefe in money to repaire to the Counties where they were borne with Paſports for that purpoſe, (which 
hath beene accordingly performed) and there to be maintained with weekly portions of mony for the ſpace 
of twentic weekes ; before the end whereof it is prouided by an Act of Parliament made in this late Seſſion, 
that ſuch maimed ſouldiers are to haue a continuall weckly payment in the places ofthe Counties where they 
were borne. For this purpoſe therefore all officers to whom the execution of theſe Statutes do belong with- 
in the citie of London, in Weſtminſter and in all other places within three miles of the citie, ſhall forthwith 
cauſe inquiſition to be made of all kind of perſons wandering vp and downe as beggars, and being aged and 
impotent to compell them to depart and repayre to the places where they were borne, or were moſt conuer- 
fant by the ſpace of three yeres paſt; with conuenient Paſports there to be maintained according to the lawes, 
and to forbeare from their further begging in any other place: and ſuch others as wander abroad as beggars, 
being able to worke, and hauing no lawtull meanes whereby to liue, to be taken and puniſhed as Rogues, 
according to the lawes in that behalfe prouided. And further, to ſuffer no ſouldier that pretendeth to haue 
beene hurt and maimed in her Maieſties ſeruice, to whom reliefe hath beene giuen as aforeſaid, or any other 
pretending himſelfe to haue beene a ſouldier, and not thought worthy to be partaker of the late reliefe giuen, 
to continue neere or about the citie of London, or Weſtminſter, the Burrough of Southwarke, or in any 
place within three miles of either of the Cities or. Burrough, but to be compelled likewiſe to depart to the 
Counties where they were borne, there to receiue conuenient maintenance. And theſe Ordinances con- 
formable to the lawes of the Realme, the Lord Maior of the citie of London, and all other Officers to 
whom it may belong within the limits aforclayd , are to ſee duely and ſpeedily executed, and the offenders 
puniſhed as they will anſwere to the contrary at their perils.

Ia ma Dꝛalmuch as it is ſeene, that notwithſtanding the good lawespzouided koz the 
| 25 reſtraining ok idle people and Magabonds, in default of the refozmation thereof 
/ [| by the Jultices of Peace a other Miniſters authozized thereto, they are in ma⸗ 
Anp partes of the Realme manifeſtly ſeene wandering in the common high 
waxes, to the annoyance ofthe common people, both in their goods and liues, 
422 || a multitude of able men, neither impotent noz lame, exacting money contt- 
nually vpon pꝛetence of ſeruice in the warres without reltefe , whereas many 
ok them neuer did ſo ſerue, and pet ſuch as haue ſerued, ik they were mapmed 
oꝛ lamed byſeruice, are pꝛouided foꝛ in the Countrets, by oꝛder of a good Sta⸗ 
tute made the laſt Parliament: Foꝛ refozmation whereof, her Pattie ſtraitly commaundeth all Juſticers 
and Otticers, to haue better regard hereto, and to appopnt vpon certaine dapes in the weeke monethlp (foz 
ſome ſeaſon) watches, and pꝛiuie ſearches in places needfull,and thereby to attach and impnuſon ſuch idle Ma⸗ 
gabonds, and toſend the lame and m med into their Countreyes, accoꝛding to the Statute. And likewiſe 
her Maieſtie commaundeth the Juſtices of aſſiſe now in theſe Lent aſſiſes, toconferre with the Juſtices in e- 
uery County at the place where the alliles ſhalbe kept, and there both to charge them and direct them by ſome 
good oꝛder, how euery one of them perſonally ſhall indeuour themſelues in their quarters to ſee watches to be 
kept, and pꝛiup ſearches made fox the reloꝛmat on hercof, accoꝛding to the Lawes pꝛouided foz this purpoſe. 
And kurthermoꝛe, where it is found that about the Citie of London and in parts neere and about her Maie⸗ 
ſties Court, there doe haunt a repaire thither a great multitude of wandꝛing perſons, without any iuſt cauſe 
foz any ſeruice to be done to her Maieſtie oꝛ to her officers oꝛ attendants, wherof ſome are men ok Ireland, that 
haue theſe late yeeres vnnaturallp ſerued as rebels againſther Maieſties foꝛces beyond the Seas, who cannot 
haue any good meaning towards her Maieſty, as ol late hath bin manifeſtly pꝛoued in ſome already taken, that 
haue ſecretly come into the Realme with full purpoſe, by pꝛocurement cf the deuil and his miniſters her Ma⸗ 
leſties enemies, and rebels on the other ſide the Sea, to endaunger her Maieſties noble perſon: which kind 
of perſons hauing ſo ſerued againſt her Maieſty, are directly to be taken wherefoeuer they may be found, and 
pꝛoceeded withall as Traptours, And as fo: the pꝛocurers and authozs hereof, beingknowne to be of ſundzy 
conditions, ſome rebellious ſubiects fugitiues, ſome by the oꝛder of their Pꝛieſthood peelding diſpenſation and 
abſolution by ſh2ift to the intended miſchieles, and ſome others moꝛe able by re warde to hire the offenders, be⸗ 
ing perſons of high degree in the woꝛld, the reuenge whereof belongeth to Almightie God, in whoſe handes 
her Maieſtie hath ol long time repoſed her ſelle, and ſo intendeth conſtantly with comkoꝛte to continue.

(and the bonds to be certified to the Queens Remembzancer in the Excheauer ) to ſell no flech in the time of Lent, but to luch per⸗ 
ſons as ſhal ſhew them ſpeciall warrant from the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, vnder his hand, and that the Butchers doe truly keepe particular 
vookes of their daily ſales, and the names ofthoſe to whom they ſhal ſo ſell, with the quantities and the times thereof, 


That the L. Maioꝛ giue oꝛder to theſe Butchers, not to ſel any fleſh but at reaſonable pꝛices, and fox that purpoſe the pꝛices ſhal 
be ſet do wne by the ſaid L. Maioꝛ, ſuch as map be reaſonable both fo2 the buier and ſeller: and ik the Butcher ſhall bꝛeake that oz- 


der, then to be fozthwith diſcharged, and committed to pꝛiſon, and another put into his place, and his bond to be certified into the 
Exchequer tothe Queenes benelite.

That the L.Matoz ſhal now pzeſently befoze Lent, cauſe al Jnholders,Tablekeepers,Uictualers,Alehouſekeepers, and Ta- 
uerners within the Citie and liberties thereof,to appeare befoze him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall appoint meete ſoꝛ that purpoſe :

chall be fozteited by tranſgreſſing of the ſaid Oꝛders, and the other moitie to be conuerted vnto godly vſes, by the dilcretion of the 
Queenes Maieſties High Almner, ſpecially vpon pooꝛe and lame ſouldiers, with the pꝛiuitie of ſome ol the Pꝛiuie Councill.

De Queenes moſt excellent Mateſtte being giuen to vnderſtand of certeine moſt no⸗ 
\ table and lewd pꝛactiſes put in vꝛe by diuers diſſolute and audactous perſons, to the 
71 great dander other Mateſties ſeruice, and abuſe, charge, and hinderance ofher Ma⸗ 

ieſties louing Subiects: the which deceitfull perſons fall taking vpon them to be 
0 Wellengersof her Maieſties chamber, a koꝛ that purpoſe vndutifully wearing boxes 
/1|02 leutcheons of Armes, as the Mellengers doe, being aſſociated with others of like 
5 bad diſpoſition, haue of late time, and ſill doe goe vp and downe the Countrey with 
X 0 N Waitings in the fozme of warrants, whereunto the names ofthe Lozds andothers 
eeectl her Maieſties pꝛiuy Councell, and other Eccleſiaſticall Commiſſioners, are by 
them counterkeited; by colour whereof they doe warne Gentlemen, Miniſters of the Church, nomen, Yeomen, 
and other her Maieſties Subiects, that dwell in ſundꝛie Counties ofthe Nealme, to appeare befoze the Loꝛds and 
others of her Maieſties Pꝛiuie Councell, and exact fees ofthem foz their laboꝛ and trauaile, as though they had beene

All 
Juſtices ofthe Peace and other publike Officers are hereby further commaunded to vſe all good and pollible meanes 
foꝛ the appꝛehenſion ol theſe malefacto2s, that they may receiue ſeuere puniſhment accoꝛding to the qua litie oftheir 
ollenceg, and that thereby alſo all ſuch further inconuenience, as is by them intended, may be auorded. Giuen at 
the Court at Greene wich the third day ol Map, in the xxxviii.yeere ol her Mateſties raigne.

Yer Ma⸗ 
ieſtie hath bene certainely infozmed, that notwithſtanding the ſaydgood Act, and Statute, much deceipt is 
vſedin waſhing, winding, folding, and packing ol woolles, and that foz the moſt part by vnſkilfull perſons 
contrary to the ſaid Act, and Statute: Her Highneſſe therefoze minding to haue the ſaid clauſes of the ſaide 
Statute, and all Actes, and Statutes touching, oꝛ in any wile concerning the auopding of the ſayde de⸗ 
ceipts, oꝛ made, and pꝛouided foz the true and la wkull winding, folding, and packing ol the ſapde woolles by 
expert and ſkilfull perſons, ſhal be from hencefoozth duely obſerued and put in execution, and the offenders 
againft the ſame to bee coꝛrected and puniſhed accoꝛding to the effect, and true meaning thereok, doeth ſtrait⸗ 
lycharge, and commaund all and euery her ſub iects whatſoeuer, to whome it ſhall oz may appertaine, to ob⸗ 
ſerue the true meaning of the ſapd Acts, vpon paine of fozfeiture oł the penalties therein contayned, and ag 
they wil auopd her Dighneſle further diſpleaſure, And kurther her Pateftie by the aduiſe afozeſaydſtrait- 
ly chargeth and commandeth all xeuery Juſticesof Peace, Maioꝛs, Shtriftes, Bailiffes, and all other her 
Highneſſe Officers. and Miniſters whatſoeuer, to whome it may appertayne,that they andeuery of them, 
as they tender her Maieſties pleaſure and commaundement, and will anſwere to the contrarpat their pe⸗ 
rils, doe within the ſeuerall limittes and pꝛecincts of their iurildiction, and authozitie, ſearch and enquire 
foꝛ all, and euerp ſuch perſon and perſons as ſhall any wap offend againſt the effect, and true meaning of 
this her Maieſties Pꝛoclamation, and cauſe euerp ſuch perſon ſo offending to bee duely and ſeuerely puni⸗ 
ſhed fo; the ſame, as by this Pꝛoclamation is befoze declared and appointed foz ſuch offence , oꝛ offences, ac⸗ 
coꝛding as is beloꝛe expꝛeſſed and declared.

=] DE Nueenes Maieſtie hearing byrepoztout of ſundꝛy Countries in the 
tj Realme,ofthe vnreaſonable encreaſe of pzices of Graine,to the griefe ofher 
/ tz || poozer ſozt of people that haue no liuing by Tillage: And though the ſellers 
of Coꝛne, as rich Farmers, and Jngroſſers, do pꝛetend to raiſe the pꝛices by 
colour of the vnſeaſonableneſle of this Sommer: pet that being no tuff 
4| cauſe to raiſe the pꝛices of their olde Cozne of the laſt yeeres growth , but 


| rylately , euen within two moneths, moſt vncharitably haunced vp their 

> p2tces,not tollerable tobe ſuffered. Foz remedie whereof, to the reliele ofthe 
greatmultitude ol her pooꝛe louing Subtects,lacking Coznefoz their foode,and alſo foz reloꝛmation ot ma⸗ 
ny other abules committed by ſuch couetous and vncharitable perſons, being voide ofallnaturallcompat- 
lion towards their neighbours: Her Mateſtie calling to her remembꝛance the good oꝛders by her Maieſties 
commaundement publiched the laſt peere, eſpecially foz the aye of the dearth of Coꝛne, to be executed by the 
Sherifes andJuſtices of Peace in euery Countie of her Realme, the good obſeruation whereof would re- 
medie theſe di oꝛders of the plland wealthy ſoꝛt, and to the reliele of the good and needie : Dogth therefoze 
charge and ſtraightiy commaund all her Sherifes and Jufticesof Peace, and other pꝛincipall Officers in 
Townes Cozpozate,foozthwith vpon publication hereof to aſſemble themlelues in their places accuſtomed, 
and there diligently to perriſe the ſaid Oꝛders publiſhed in the yeere ol our Loꝛd, one thouſand fiue hundzed 
foureſcoze and fifteene, and diligently to conſider all ſuch points ok thoſe Ozders, as may tend to the refoz- 
mation ok all perſons, that by their diſoꝛder and couetouſneſſe, and bꝛeach of the ſaid Oꝛders, are the cauſers 
directly oz indirectly to encreaſe the pzices of Graine in this lamentable ſoꝛt beyondreaſon, and foozthwith 
to pꝛoceede to the execution of all ſuch oꝛders, as may with good reaſon atue remedpto the furniture of Mar⸗ 
kets, and to abate ſuch vnreaſonable encreaſe of pzices. And ol their doings her Mateſtie commandeth that 
the ſaide Sherifes and Juſtices, and other pꝛincipall Officers, doe certifie her Mateſties pꝛiuie Counſell 
monthly, oꝛ oftner, vntill the laſt of December next, with particular notifications of ſuch Juſtices 4 Offis 
cers as ſhall herein beſtowe their labours, ſo as her Maieſtie by ſuch certificate may be duely infozmed , who 
they are that ſhallduetifully towards her Maieſtie, and charitably towards their neighbours, perfourme 
their charge committed to them, and contrariwiſe to millike of ſuch as ſhall neglect the execution ok this 
her commaundement. 

And in like maner, her Maieſtie being infozmedofan abuſe greatly tending to make a ſcarcitie of Coꝛne 
meet to make bꝛead, by making ol Starch within the Kealme, ol Coꝛne ofthe Realme, doeth ſtreightly com: 
maund, that no maner okperſon ſhal make any Starch ol any Coꝛne, oꝛ bꝛanne of Coꝛne growen within the 
Realme, oꝛ that is, oꝛ ſhall be bꝛought into the Realme, noꝛ wittingly ſell oz vtter any ſuch Starch (except 
ſuch as hath bene made by vertue ol her Mateſties Letters Patents.) And whereas her Maieſtie hath al- 
ready, by her ſaide Letters Patents graunted to one ol her louing Subiects, the making ol Starch to bee 
made ol Bꝛan only: Co the end, the pooꝛer ſozt may be relieued this way alſo, Her Maieſtie doth allo ſireight- 
ly inhibite and fozbidde the ſaid Patentee, his Deputies and Allignes, and euerpolthem, notwithſtanding 
her Maieſties graunt by the ſaide Letters Patents) hencefoozth to make any Starch ol Bꝛanne, during 
this time oldearth, vpon paine ol impꝛiſonment byany Juſtice of Peace. oꝛ other publike Officer of iuſtice, 
and fozfeiture to her Maieſties vie ol the ſame Starch ſo made, either of Coꝛne oꝛ Bꝛanne, oꝛ any other 
Graine, oz wittingly put to ſale by the ſaid Patentee, his ſaid Deputies oꝛ Allignes, oꝛ by any other perſon 
o2 perſons whatſoeuer.

And though this pꝛetent oꝛder now giuen by theſe our mutuall Pꝛoclamations, may by good likelihood 
ſtap any further diſozders from this time foꝛ ward, yet conſidering the multitude of offences , that haue beene 
committed by the Scots, againſt our Subiects is ſo great and lamentable koꝛ our Subiects to ſuffer, either 
vnred:efled (as karre foo2th as the ſame may be) oz vnreuenged, as might haue beene,if our ſubiectes had not

do, and byſecretly ſelling out oftheir houſes to a kinde of people that commonly are called Badgers, at pꝛices 

vnreaſonable, who likewiſedo ſell and regrate the ſame out ofthe Markets at veryhigh and erceſſiue pꝛices. 

Foꝛ remedy whereof, her Maieſtie chargeth all officers to whom the obleruation ofthe ſayd oꝛders hath bene 

directed, pzeſently as they haue any naturall care of their Chꝛiſtian bꝛethꝛen  Countreymen, being in need, 

to cauſe all and euerp part of the ſayd oꝛders from point to point to be executed, and theoffenders againſt the 

ſame to be ſeuerelp puniched, to the terrour ol others. And beſides this manileſt cauſe giuen ol vnneceſlarie 
increaſe ot pꝛices, there is ſpꝛed amongſt her people by the ſayd Jngroſſers and Regratersa falſe repozt, that 

there Gould be much quantitie ol Coꝛne caried by Sea out of the Realme, and thereby occaſion giuen of want 

of Cozne to ſerue fo2 the neceſſary vſe ofthe people ofthe Realme: By which falſe repoꝛt, not onelpher Maie⸗ 
ſties pooꝛe people are diſcomkozted with the feare oflacke loꝛ their ſuſtenance, but alſo the couetous owners of 

Cone do pꝛetend to pꝛeſerue their ſtoꝛe, aud thereby doe rekraine toſerue the Markets: which llanderous re- 

poꝛt, her Pateſtiedoth affirme, koꝛ anything to her knowledge, oꝛ ſoꝛ any licence, oꝛ ſufferance foz carying any 

Coꝛne out oł the Realme, to be vntrue. Ind yetneuertheleſſe, foz that contrary to her Maieſties will, there 

map be ſome fraud bled in ſome parts olthe Realme, either by her owne officers oz by others, where Coꝛne is 

pꝛouided in ſomeone part of her Kealme, to be caried by Sea to ſome other place that is hnowen to haue need 
thereof, notwithſtanding by the very ſpeciall oꝛders ol all the Poꝛts, there ought none to be caried lrom Poꝛt 

to Poꝛt, but vpon ſpeciall bonds in great ſummes ol money to be taken ok the owners of the Ships and or the 

Coꝛne, where ſuch tranſpoztation hall be made, foz the true cariage ofthe ſame to the Poꝛts therein named, 

and not by any colour oz pꝛetence to carie the ſame out of the Realme: And therefoze koꝛ further pꝛouiſion to 

be made fo2 auoiding ol ſuch fraud, belides ſuch bondes tobe taken, her Maieſtie commandeth and giueth li⸗ 
cence to any perſon that ſhall haue cauſe to ſuſpect that any ſuch Cozne is 02 ſhould be ſhipped , oꝛ pꝛouided to 
be ſhipped, bylawfull authozitte to be caried to any other Pozt,that the ſame may be by fraud caried out of the 

Realme,ſuch perſon hauing ſuch cauſe toſuſpect,ſhall giue inloꝛmation thereof to any Juffice of peace 0zpub- 

Ike officer dwelling nere to d Poꝛt, which Julkice oz officer chal with the laid Jnkozmer repaire to the Cuſſome 

houſe ol any ſuch Poztoz Creeke where Cozne is ſhipped,oz pꝛouided to be ſhipped,and there ſhall duly examine 
both the officers of the Cullome houle, a the lellers,buyers, o ſhippers of the Cozne,vpon their ſeuerall othes; 
whether they know ol any intention directly oꝛ indirectly to haue the laid coꝛne to be caried out ol the Realme, 
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And further alſo when by their othes they (hal cleare themſelues of any ſuch intention ( thereby the ſuſpt- 
cion conceiued being cleared)yet the officersof the Poꝛts that haue authoꝛitie to tane bonds, ſhal hew the par⸗ 
ties, who vponluiptcion ſhall require the ſame, and giue them in waiting the contents ok the bond with the 
names ot the parties bound, being ſufficient to anſwere the ſame, the true quantitie of the graine, and the 
Pozts, to which it is intended to haue the ſame caried; and, if notwithſtanding ſuch pzoutſion of good aſſu⸗ 
rance taken, there thall afterwards any doubt kollo we, that notwithſtanding the laide bonds, the ſaide Cozne 
chalbe caried out ol the Realme: the partie that ſwall haue caule ſo to ſuſpect the ſame, hall repaire to ſome Ju⸗ 
ſtice of Peace, whom her Maieſtie doth hereby commaund to examine the trueth at the Poꝛt, whereunto the 
ſaid Coꝛne was appointed. And foz that purpole the officers of that Poꝛt hall make plaine declaration, whe- 
ther any ſuch Coꝛne, and what quantitie thereof came to that Poꝛt within the time limitted. Ind il by good 
p2oofe it hall any wayes appeare, that there hath bene any fraud in any officerof the Poꝛt, oꝛ falſehood in the 
tranſpoꝛter by carping it out ofthe Realme, the officer ol the Poꝛt chalbe depꝛiued or his office,and ſulfer impꝛi⸗ 
ſonment, and make fine to her Maieſtie at her pleaſure. And the tranſpoꝛter koꝛ carping it out ofthe Realme, 
and the ſeller and buyer, oz either ol them being pꝛiuy thereto, ſhall be committed to pziſon fo: the ſpace of one 
peere, and the Ship fozfeited, And the Jnfo2mer koꝛ his labour and reward ſhall haue both the halfe of the 
value of the Cozne tranſpoꝛted, and the halte of the fines tmpoſed vpon the offenders, And foz the trial of theſe 
offences, and execution of the puniſhments and fines, the ſame ſhalbe tried in her Maieſties Exchequer, as all 
infozmations are vpon penall Statutes, where all expedition all bee vſed, o2 befoze the Juſtices of Alliſe in 
their circuites, 02 befoze any Juſtices of Peace in the Sellions, where the offence ſhall be committed, hauing 
any authoꝛitie to heare and determine any penall Lawe, 

Finally her Maieſtie is particularly intoꝛmed of ſome intentions ofſundzyperſons ofabilitie to keepe hoſpi⸗ 
talitie in their Countreys, to leaue their ſaid hoſpitalities, and to come to the Citie of London, and other Ci⸗ 
ties and to wnes coꝛpoꝛate, thereby leauing the reliefe of their pooꝛe neighbourgs, as well foz ſoode, as foz good 
rule, and with couetous minds to liue in London, and about the Citie pꝛiuatelp, and ſo alſo in other Townes 
coꝛpoꝛate, without charge of compaup; fo: withſtanding wherrol her Maieſtie chargeth all manerofper- 
ſons, that ſhall haue any ſuch intention during the time of this dearth, not to bꝛeake bp their houſholdg, noꝛ 
to come to the ſaid Citie,oz other towneg coꝛpoꝛate: and all others that haue oflate time bzoken vp their houl⸗ 
holds, to returne to their houles againe without delay. And whileſt her Maieſtie had thus determined ko 
reliefe ot her people to Tap all good houſeholders in their Countreys, there in charitable ſoꝛt to keepe hoſpita- 
litie, her Maieſtie hath had an inſtant occaſion giuen her to extend her commandement euen koꝛthe neceſſary 
defence ol her Kealme: willing and ſtraitlp commaunding all maner ok perlons that be deputies to any Lieu⸗ 
tenants in any Counties of the Realme, to repaire to their Countreps; And that all perſons hauing charge 
ol any Caſtles oꝛ Foꝛts vpon the Sea coaſtes, do pꝛeſently repaire to their charge, and there to reſide perſonallp 
during all this winter ſeaſon, and to haue care how the ſame Foꝛtes are furniſhed, and to make petition foz 
their defects, And like wiſe her Maieſtie chargeth all perſons dwelling in any Poꝛt towne to continue their 
habitation there, and to furnich their houſeholds with able perſons loꝛ defence of the ſaid Poꝛts. Theſe her 
Maiefties pꝛeſent cõmandements her highneſle mindeth and willeth to be enquiredofby the Lieutenants ol 
euery Shire, and ſpecially by them of the Maritime Counties, whom her Maieſtie chargeth to enquire dili⸗ 
gently hereof, and by their commaundements to ſee the defaults refozmed, ozotherwile to aduertiſe her Ma⸗ 
ieltie oꝛ her pꝛiuie Counſell ofthe offenders, Che obſeruation oł all which, her Maieſties ckommaundement 
is to be perloꝛmed vpon paine olher Maieſties heauie indignation, 

Giuen at her Maieſties Mannour of Richmond the ſecond day ofNouember 1596. in the eight and 
thirtieth yeere olher Maieſties reigne.

Q And foz the better knowledge ofthe trueth of theſe diſoꝛders, and redꝛelle ofthe inconueniences, the 
(ard Juriesſhallcallbefoze them, and ſend foz any of the ſeruants of any Inholders, Mictuallers, Ta- 
Fe Verners, and keepers ofozdinarie Cables, and ſuch other that vtter victuals, to examine them vpon 
their cozpoꝛallothes, what fleſh ſhall bee, oz is any day during the Lent ſeaſon d2elled,killed, vttered, 

6 IS dn eaten in their houſes: which il they hall refuſe to doe, then they ſhallcommit to pꝛilon the layd ſer⸗ 
l 4 uyants,ſo retuũng vpon their othes to declare the trueth.

That the L. Maioꝛ ſhal now pꝛeſently befo:e Lent,cauſe all . _ LON , # Cas 
uerners within the Citie andliberttesthereof,to appeare befoze him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as hee ſhall appoint meete foz that ſe: 
and chal take bonds ot euery of them in good ſummes ol money, not vnder one hundzed pound a piece to her Pateflies ve, not to 
dꝛelle any fleſh in their houſes this Lent time koꝛ any reſpect, except it be foz ſome ſuch perſon that lieth in their houle, and that 
allo hath licence thꝛough ſicknelle oz other neceſlary caule, to eate fleſh. Bonds ſhall be taken allo of the Poulters, not to vtter any 
Poultry ware, but to ſuch as ſhall be lite wile licenced to eate fleſh, and that ſuch as wil not giue ſuch bonds, that they be ſecluded 
lrom all vtterance of victuall during the Lent ſeaſon: excepting thoſe Poulters that do o2dinartily ſerue her Maieſties houſhold, 
of whom like bonds chall be taken by her Maieſties Officers ofthe Greene cloth.

olkending, no rekoꝛmation at all hath followed; Her Maiellle finding by ex⸗ 
perience that by Clemencie , whereuntoſhee is mot inclinable, ſo long as 
there is any hope of redꝛelle, this increaſing euill hath not bene cured, halh thought fit to lecke to remedie 
the lame, by coꝛrection and ſeueritie to be ved againſt both theſe liindes of offenders,in regard ol the pꝛeſent 
difliculties of this time, wherein the decay and lacke of Yoſpitalitte appeares in the better ſoꝛt in all Coun⸗ 
treys, pꝛincipally occaſioned by the immeaſurable charges and expences which they are put to in ſuper⸗ 
fluous apparelling their wiues, childꝛen, and kamilies, the contkuſion alſo ol degrees in all places being great.

committed robberies and murthers vpon her Maieſties people in their trauaile from place to 
place, But alſo reſiſted and murthered diners Conſtables and others, that haue tome to the 
reſcue : Her Maieſtie therefoze being compelled to looke with the eye of ſeueritie into thele 
growing outrages, and being minded to pꝛouide foꝛ her good anddutiful Subiects by cutting 
off in the beginning luch lewde and notoꝛious offenders, meaneth foꝛ that purpoſe to appoint 
a Pꝛouoſt Marſhall with ſufficient authoꝛitie to appꝛehend all ſuch as ſhall not be readily re- 
foꝛmed, and cozrected by the oꝛdinary Officers of Juſtice,and them without delay toerecute 
vpon the Gallowes by oꝛder of Martiall LTawe. Andthele her Maieſties commandements 
ſhe willeth to bee duely obſerued vpon paine of her indignation.

FF = A Lthough our actions and carriage in the whole courſe of our gonernment, euer 
1 1 29 2h, 12 ſince it pleaſed God to call vs to the ſucceſſion ofthis Crowne (being truelp con-

& 5 ſidered) may as euidently manifeſt to all our Subiects, as our conſcience doeth

clearelp witnefle it to our ſelfe , how earneſtly wee haue affected the peace and 
<> tranquilitie of the people of our Domintons, and how much we haue pꝛeferred 
clemencie befoze any other reſpect , as a vertue both agreeable to ournaturail 
|| diſpolitton,the ſinceritie of the Religion which we pzoteſſe, and alwayes eſteemed 
by vs the greateſt ſurety to our Ropall State, when our Subiects heartes are 
alſured to vs by the bond of loue, rather then by fozced obedience; Notwith- 
ſtanding it hath fallen out to our great diſcontentation , that this our gracious intention in the whole ſcope of 
our gouernment , hath not wꝛought in all mens mindes a like effect, noꝛ bꝛought fozth euery where that fruit of 
obedience which we expected, and namely in our kingdome and people of Jreland, where (as oftentimes here- 
tofoꝛe, ſo nowe eſpectally of late peeres) diuers ofour Subiects, both ofthe better ſoꝛt and ol the meancr(abuſing 
our lenitie to their aduantage ) haue vnnaturally and without all ground oꝛ cauſe offered by vs, fo:gotten their 
allegeance, and (rebellioufly taking Armes) haue committedmany bloody and violent outrages vpon our lopall 
Subiects. And though their owne conlctences can beare them witnelle that both by vs, and by our miniſters 
there, moꝛe wayes haue bene attempted to reclaime them by clemencie (koꝛ auopding of bloodſhed) then is vſuall 
with Pꝛinces that haue ſo good meanes to reduce them by other meanes, yet haue we not thereof reaped thoſe 
fruites which ſo great a grace hath delerued, if there had bene in them any ſenſe of Religion, duetie, oꝛ common 
humanitie. This is therefoze the cauſe that after ſo long patience wee haue bene compelled to take reſolution, 
to reduce that Kingdome to obedience (which by the Lawes of God and Nature is due vnto vs) by vling an 
ertraoꝛdinary power and fozce againſt them; Alluring our lelues ſo much in the iuſtice of our cauſe, as we ſhall 
finde the ſame ſucceſſe ( which euer it is the pleaſure ol God to giue to Pꝛinces rights) againſt vnnaturall rebel- 
lions: wherein notwithſtanding becauſe we doe conceiue that all our people which are at this pzeſent Actoꝛs in 
this Rebellion are not ol one kinde, noꝛ carried into it with one minde, but ſome out of ſenſe they haue of hard 
meaſures heretofoze offered them by ſome of our miniſters, ſome fo feare of power and might which their ad⸗ 
uerlle Sects and Factions haue growne vnto, by aduantage of this looſe time, and ſome koꝛ want of pꝛotection 
and defence againſt the wicked and barbarous Rebels, and many inueygled with ſuperſtitious impꝛeſſions, 
wꝛought in them by the cunning of ſeditious Pꝛieſtes and Seminaries (crept into them from fozreine parts, 
ſuboꝛned by thoſe that are our enemies) and a great part out of a ſtrong opinion put into them by the heades 
of this Rebellion, that wee intended an vtter extirpation and rooting out of that Nation, and conqueſt of the 
Countrep. | 

we haue therefoze thought it good and anſwerable to that Juſtice and clemencie which we pzofelle to be with 
vs in accompt , aboue all other Ropall vertues, toaccompanie our Irmie, which we ſend thither with this lignt- 
fication to our Subiects, that we are not ignoꝛant of the diuers cauſes that haue mille led them into theſe vnna- 
turall actions, and that we both can and will mae diſtinction of their p ffences. And koꝛ their better comkoꝛt 
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touching the appꝛehenllon of Conqueſt, wherewith the capitall and onnaturall Traifottts doe ſecke to 
harden the hearts of thoſe that haueleſle offended vs, thereby hoping to binde them faſter to run their deſperate 
koꝛtune: we doe p2ofelle hereby to the wozlde , that we are fo farre from any ſuch purpoſe, as the very name of 
Conqueſt in this caſe ſeemeth fo abſurd to vs, as wee cannot imagine vpon what ground it coulde enter into any 
mans conceite, that our actions tending onelp to reduce a number ofvnnaturall and barbarous Rebels, and to 
roote out the Capitall heads of the moſt notoꝛious Trattours , ſhould neede any ſuch title of Conqueſt, when we 
haue in that our kingdome (to our great contentment) the beſt part ofour Mobilitie, the people of all our good 
Townes, and diuers of our ſubiects ſo aflured in their Lopaltie to vs, as they giue vs no ſuſpition of falling from 
their dueties.

hand) the hozrour. Foz confirmation of all which reſolutions, as well howe to pꝛoceede with the grieuedand 
humbled hearts, as with the obſtinate and obdurate: e haue made choyce of ſuch a perſon to be in that Realme, 
the miniſter both of our Juſtice and Mercie, whoſe valour, wiſedome, and luccelle in other publike actions, 
which we haue committed vnto him, and the fozce ol our good Dubiects, with which he is now and chall befur- 
niſhed, as it may be iuſt terrour tothe wicked, in making them lee befoze their eyes, the ſhoꝛt and deſperate ende 
of theſe their barbarous and vnnaturall courſes; So may this our election ofa perſon of his place and ranke 
euery wap, both in our Counſels and in our kingdome, ſufficiently aſlure our duetifuli Subiects there, of the 
great care we haue of their pꝛeſeruation, oł the abundance ofour Clemency,and gractous diſpoſition to thoſe that 
ſhalldeſerue mercie, and ok our reſolution tomake the obſtinate enemies to God, and Traitours to our Crowne 
and dignitie, to leele our powerfull Arme.

a koꝛbidding the eating of fleſh on dayes and times pꝛohibited, whereby Almightie God is 
D iuſtlp oflended, the pꝛices of victuals are greatly enhaunſed and raiſed, and the whole 
common wealth of this Realmegreatlydamnified, and ſeafaring men and Mariners 
ql greatly diminiſhed: And purpoſing the redꝛeſle and refozmation thereof, of her Pꝛince⸗ 
\|| iy care fozthe weale and good of her louing Subiects, willeth and commandeth that all 
and euerythe Noblemen, knights, Eſquires,and others being of the better ſozt of her 
highneſſe Subiects, doe from time to time take oꝛder that the ſayd Statutes be duely obſerued and kept, within their 
owne houſes amongl their families, ſeruants, and followers, whereby others her Þighneſle good andlouing Sub- 
tects,may be dꝛa wen and admoniſhed by their good example, to vſe and keepe the like oꝛders within their ſeuerallhouſes 
und abidings.

And that the 
ſaid Juſtices of Peace doe from time to time certifie and returne all and euery ſuch Bonds, ſo by them, oꝛ any ol them ta⸗ 
zen, as is afozeſaide, bnto the Barons ot her Highneſſe Exchequer within the ſpace of thꝛee Moneths after the tak ing 
thereof,to the ende that the ſame Bonds may remaine in the cuſtodie ol ſuch Ollicer, as by the laid Barons or her High⸗ 
nee Court of Exchequer ſhall be aſſigned and appointed to keepe the ſame, Ind that the ſaid Juſtices ol Peace and cue- 
rpofthem ſhal from time to time do their beſt indeuours, to learne and find out whether any ofthe ſaid perſons ſo bound 
befoze them all not obſerue the condition ok their bonds.

And her Highneſſe further willeth and commandeth, that if anp Inne keeper, 
Tauerner, Alehouſekeeper, oz other Mictualler whatſoeuer, within this her Dighneſle Realme,ſhallrefuſe to enter in⸗ 
to ſuch Bond, as is aloꝛeſaid, that then and rom thencefozth,all and euery ſuch Innekeeper, Tauerner, Alehouſe keeper, 
and other Mictualler, ſo refuſing to enter into Bond, as is afozeſaid,ſhall be debarred and reſtrained from keeping or any 
ſuch Inne, Cauerne, Alehoule, oꝛother victualling houſe, vntill ſuch time as he ſhall haue entred into ſuch Bond with 
Sureties,as is befoze. And further. her Highnelle ſtraitly chargeth andcommandeth that no Butcher bee ſuffered oz 
licenced to kill any fleſh to be ſpent in the time of Lent, but onely in great Cities, that be Counties of themſelues,and in 
thoſe ſuch onely,as ſhall be vecy fit and needfull to ſerue to make pꝛouilion koꝛ the icke and weake,and as (hall be lawful- 
lylicenced. without giuing any thing loꝛ any ſuch licence oz ſufferance to any perſon 02 perſons directly oꝛ indirectly, 
Ind fox that the vnneceſſary numbers ol Alehouſes,and victualling houſes,ſince Godhath bleſled this Realme with a 
competent ſtoꝛe ol coꝛne, haue bene ſufferedgreatly to increaſe.ſeeing theyare the occaſions not onlpofgreat waſte, rpot, 
and expences, whereby an vnlooked foz dearth may eftſoones fallon this Realme, but alſo of infinite tdleneſle, thefts, 
and other inconueniences and diſoꝛders within the ſame , tothe great diſpleaſure of Almightie God, and rune of the 
common m eale of this Realme : Cherefoze her Maieſtie traightly chargeth and commandeth, that the ſard vnnecella · 
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rie and ſuperflttous number of Atehoules and victualing houſes,be lrom time to time kept dewne and reſtreined by the 
Juſtices of the Peace, and other her Highnes Officers to whom it ſhall appertaine. And that no Alehouſes noꝛ victu⸗ 
alling houſes be ſuffered, but ſuch as ſhall be very needfull,and the ſame to be onely in fit and needefull places, and to be 
kept by ſuch perſons as ſhalbe thought very fit foz the ſame , and which ball be caretull to obſerue all ſuch good ozders, 
s are oꝛ ſhall be pꝛeſcribed vnto them. 
And where alſo diuers good Lawes and Statutes haue beene lately made fo2 the ſuppꝛelling and puniſhment of 
Rogues and Uagabonds, wandꝛing vp and down this Realme idlelyand inſolently, to the great offenceof Almightie 
God, and ok her Maieſtie, and ol all honeſt and well diſpoſed ſubiectg, and to the great pꝛeiudice ofthis whole common 
weale, which La wegs and Statutes, ſo long as by the good and kaithkull care and diligence olher Highnes Juſtices of 
Peace a other inferio2 Officers they were duelp and carefully purſued and executed, the ſayd Rogues and Uagabonds 
in many places foꝛ a while were greatly diminiſhed, and idleneſle,thefts, and other inſolencies and diſoꝛders very much 
auopded, and the wealth and happineſſe of this Realme were likely thereby to haue increaſed and growen moze abun⸗ 
dant: But when and as ſoone as, thꝛough the negligence and remiſneſle of the ſayd Juſtices and other Officers, the 
ſayde La wes and Statutes were not put in due execution, many great enoꝛmities and diſoꝛders began kooꝛth wich to 
trouble and incumber the happie, quiet and good gouernment ofthis Realme, which are likely daily moꝛe and moꝛe to 
increaſe and grow ik ſome ſpeedie remedy be not applied to rekoꝛme and redreſle the ſame. In conſideration whereofher

aͤnpdekault hath bene that the ſame haue not bene obſerued: And that the Juſtices of the Peace ol euery limit, once eue⸗ 
ry ſixe weekes take a like account of the head Conffables, and other chiefe Officers within their ſeueral limits, how the 
pꝛemiſſes haue bene oblerued, and in whom any default oꝛ negligence hath bene, and that thereupon they bee admoni⸗ 
hed carefully to ſee to the due and ſpeedy puniſhment of the offenders therein accoꝛding to the lawes. And further her 
Matefty willeth and requireth all Juſtices of peace, to whoſe truſt and care her Highnelle hath, and doth chiefly commit 
the execution ofcuery part of this her Pꝛoclamation, that they and euery of them doe faithfully, diligentip, andeffectu- 
ally demeane themſelues in the due perfozmance therof in euery degree accoꝛding to the confidence which her Highnes 
repoſeth in them in that behalfe. Otherwiſe, her Pighneſle hath giuen expꝛelſe oꝛder and commaundement, that the 
ſayd Juſtices, thꝛough whole negligence, remilleneſſe, oꝛ conntuency the ſayde offences ſhalbe continued, chall be called 
to an were, and giue an account thereol, a receiue ſuch condigne puniſhment koꝛ the lame, as to the quality ot ſuch their 
offence and contempt ſhall appeare moſt fit and conuenient. And to the ende that the pzemiſes may the better be obſer: 
ued and kept, her Maieſtie hath cauſedan abſtract ol ſuch Statutes as are thought fit to be put in execution by foꝛce of 
this Pꝛocla mation, to be annered hereunto: willing andcommandfng that the ſayd abſtract be openly read and publt- 
hed bythe Clerke of the Peace foꝛ the time being at euery quarter Seſſions to be holden within this Realme, and once 
eutry quarter at the leaf in euerp Pariſh Church by the Parſon, Miniſter oꝛ Curate thereof, Giuen at her Highs 
neſſe Mannoꝛ of Richmond the riitidap of Januarp, in the two and fourtieth yeere of her Dighnelle reigne,

Such perſons as be of any Pariſhand haue able bodpes to woꝛke, and bee no wanderers abꝛoad out of the Pariſh 
though they refuſe to wozke at ſuch wages as ts taredo2 commonly giuen in theſe parts, arenotwithſtanding not to be

No man is to be put out ofthe Towne where he dwelles, noꝛ to be ſent to their place of birth oꝛ laſt habitation, but a 
vagrant Rogue, noꝛ to be found by the Towne except he be impotent, but ought to ſet himſelt to labour ił he be able: And 
the Ouerſeers muſt ſet him to labour, it he can get no labour, And ſo ol them that haue oꝛ ſhall haue houſes when their 


eſtates be expired, And leruants whole times ol ſeruices are ended though they cannot get houles,fo2 they muſt pꝛouide 
themſelues houſes ane wikthep be not impotent. | 


Such as wi put any out of the Parich that be not to be put out, this is againſt the Statute concerning the reliele of 
the pooꝛe, and finable, Ind if any haue bene ſo ſent, they map be ſent backe againe. 


If any be ſent to a towne, whereto he ought to be ſent, and is refuſed being a ſturdy, oꝛ an impotent Rogue, the per⸗ 
ſons refuſing ſhal fozfeit v. li. And he that is ſo to be ſent, is to be offered to the Church wardens and Dierſcers. 


To ſend the Rogues by a generall Paſpoꝛt, without conue ping them krom Pariſh to Pariſh, is a let to the conueys 


ing ol Rogues accoꝛding to the Statute, and ſo a fozfeiture ofv.li, vpon them, And to goe with ſuch a Paſpoꝛt, is ſtill to 
continue à Rogue to be puniſhed by whipping. 


A Towne will not receiue a Rogue, to conuey him to the place where he was boꝛne oz dwelf, This is a fozfeiture of

None ought to be ſuffered to take Reliefe at any mans doꝛe, though within the ſame Pariſh, vnleſſe it be by the oꝛ⸗ 
derof the Ouerſeers accoꝛding to the Statute, neither may any be ſuffered to begge by the high wayes, though in their 
owne Pariſh.

De Queenes molt excellent Maieſty well vnderſtanding, that partly thzough the coue⸗ 
touſneſle of ſome of her Maieſties naturall boꝛne Subiects, but chiefly thzough the cun ; 
N ning and pꝛactiſe of certaine vngratefull Strangers boꝛne in Fozreigne parts, who haue 
Along time liued within this Realme vnder her Paieſtiesſafe conduct and pꝛotection, the 
Coine, Plate, and Bullion ot Siluer and Golde, and other the treaſure and ie wels of this 
Kealme, haue beene fo2 theſe later peres much moze abundantly tranſpoꝛted and conueyed 
out of this Realme and other her Maieſties Dominions into the parts beyond the Seas 
then in any fozmer times: And finding, by due obſeruation and good experience that the 
pꝛincipall cauſe therot hath growen foꝛ that the good and pꝛoͤuident Lawes and Statutes 
made in the time or her Pighneſle moſt noble Pꝛogenitours foꝛ the auoiding and pꝛeuenting of ſuch inconueniences haue 
not beene duelp oblerued and put in execution as they ought to haue beene, Her Maieſty therefoze (hauing a ſpeciall care 
and regard loꝛ the pzeſeruing and continuing ol the good and welfare ol her people, and to auoid the manikolde dangerg, lol⸗ 
ſes and inconuentences that might inſue vnto her Maieſties Realmes and Dominions and her Subiects thereok, ik the 
ſame ſhould not be looked vnto, and pꝛouided fo2 in time) hath thought good heereby to publich and make knowen vnto her 
louing Subiects, and to all other that do oꝛ ſhall come to lite vnder her Higneſſe obeilance: That her will and pleaſure is, 
and her Mateſty doth hereby ozdaine and ſtraitly command, that allſuchStatutes, bꝛanches and clauſes of Statutes, as 
hereafter are herein particularly expꝛeſſed oz mentioned, ſhall from hencekoꝛth be duelp and effectually obſerued and put in 
trecution: That is to ſay, the Statute made at Yozke in the ninth pere ort king Edward the third, called the Statute ol mo⸗ 
ney, firft, ſixt, and ninth chapters, whereby it is pꝛouided that from thencelooꝛth none ſhould cary any Sterling out ol the 
Realme of England, noꝛ Siluer in Plate, noꝛ Uecſlel of Golde 02 Siluer, vpon paine of fozfaiture ofthe ſame Money, Plate 
02 Ueſſell, And that the Maioꝛs andBatlifs in euerp Pozt where Merchants and Ships ſhouldbe, ſhould take an oath of 
the Maſters and Merchants ol Ships going and comming agatne, that they ſhould doe no fraud againſt the pꝛouiſion of 
that Law in anp point, and that good and ſtraight ward ſhould be made in all places vpon the Sea coaſts in Hauens and 
ellwhere, where any arriuall ſhould be, by good and lawfull men theretoſwozne, That in the Kings name they ſhould 
make diligent ſearch, that no man ot what eſtate oz condition ſoeuer ſhould cary out of the Realme Sterling Money, Sil⸗ 
uer 02 Plate, noꝛ Ueſſelof Golde oz Siluer, without the Kings licence, as by the ſame Statute amongſt other things moꝛe 
fully doth appeare.

vniuerſall deſire expꝛeſſed by moſt of the pꝛincipall Gentlemen of the Shires, that ſome quantity might be illued) 
to grant licence foꝛ tranſpoꝛtation of ſome reaſonable poꝛtion into the Territoꝛies oł ſuch Pꝛinces and States as 
are in amity with her Maiellp, with this kurther direction, That as there ſhould appeare any augmentation 
of pꝛiceg, fo the ſame chould be timely reſtrained. And now perceiuing that fome malicious and wicked ſpirits 
that do lie in wait to ſow ſedition in the hearts ofher Subiects, haue not only raiſed bꝛutes both in the Countrey 
and within her City ol London eſpeciallp, That by immoderate tranſpoꝛtation of Gꝛaine great dearth is made a⸗ 
mongſt her people, but haue falſely tared the laid L. Treaſurer ot England with malicious accuſations conteined 
in leud libels, where he himſelfe (no wing wel her Maieſties in ward care to pꝛeuẽt any ſuch inconuentence)after 
he began to doubt that the great ratnes falling about Chꝛiſtmas laſt might haue hindꝛed the ſeaſon of the Coꝛn foz 
the pere to come, did pꝛeſently ol himſelfe ( accoꝛding to her Maieſties truſt) lend letters in Januarp laſt to reſtraine 
any further tranſpoztation : hereuntodiuers Juſtices ofthe Peace in diuers Counties did againe returne new 
inſtances that the fozmer licences might be continued: without the which they pꝛoteſted the Countrey ſhould be 
vndone. Peereupon her Maieſty hauing duely conſidered how much it toucheth her in honour, to haue ſuch wic⸗ 
kedperſons puniſhed and ſuppꝛeſſed as haue thus leudly ſought to depꝛaue her actions, hath thought good firſt to 
notify by this her Declaration, That albeit che is duly info2med that there is no luch lacke of Coꝛne in the Realme,

onely impꝛiſon our Keeper of our Great Seale of England, our Chiefe Juſtfce 
of England, and others both of our obilitie and Councell, that were ſent in 
our Name to his houfe, to perſwade the ſayd Earle to lay open any his petitions 
92 complaints, wich pꝛomiſe (it he would diſperſe his diſoꝛdered company in his houle) that all his iuſt requeſts 
ſhoulde bee heard, and gractouſly conſtdered: but allo did (after ſtrait oꝛder giuen by him to murder our ſayd 
Counſellers and others, whenſoeuer they ſhould offer to ſtirre out of thatplace) traitourouſly iſſue into our City 
of London in armes, with great numbers, and there b:eczing out into open action ofrebellion, deuiſed and di⸗ 
uulged baſe and fooliſh lies, That their liues were ſought, ſpꝛeading out diuers ſtrange and ſeditious inuenti⸗ 
ons, to haue dꝛawen our people to their partie, with purpoſe to attempt traitouroug actions, both againſt 
our Perſon and State, and ts expoſe ag it now appeareth) our City and people with their goods to the ſpoile of 
anumber ok needy and deſyerate perſons their adherents, continuing ſtill in armes, and killing diuers ol our 
Subiects, after many Pꝛoclamations oł rebellion made hy our King ol Heralds: 

Foꝛaſmuch as notwichſtanding (God be thanked) they haue found themſelues deceiued ol their expectation 
being now all appꝛehended, and within our Tower ol London, as well the thꝛee pꝛincipal Traitozous Carles, 
of Efler, Kurland, and Southampton, as diners others ofthe pꝛincipal Gentlemen their conlederats) our good 
Subiects ot our Citie, and elle where, hauing ſhewed themlelues ſo conſtant, and vnmoueable from their duties 
towards vs, as not any one of chem ol any note (that we can yet heare of) did offer to aſliſt the ſaid Earle and his 
alſoctats; wee haue bene contented, in regard ol the comkoꝛt that we take to linde by ſo notoꝛious euidence, the 
lozall diſpoſition ol our people (whereof we neuer doubted ) not onely to make kno wen to all our laid Subiects 
ol our Citic and elle where, in how thankefullpart wee doe accept both their loyall perſiſting in their duetie, and 
ſtay from lollo wing the falſe perl waſionz ol the Traitours, but to pꝛomiſe on our part, That whenſoeuer wee 
hall haue cauſe to ſhew it. they (hall finde vs moꝛe carelull ouer them, then foz our ſelues, And hereby allo in re⸗ 
gard of our gracious meaning towards our good people, to admonich them, That ſeeing this open Acte was lo 
ſudden. as it cannot pet be thꝛoughlp looked into, how farre it ſtretched, and how many hearts it hath cozrupted, 
but chat it is to bee pꝛeſumed by the common example of the maner ok pꝛoceeding ok all Rebels in like actions, 
that it was not without inſtruments and miniſters diſperſed in diuers places, to pꝛouoke the mindes ol our 
people, to like of their attempts, with calumniating our gouernment, and our pꝛincipall Seruants and mi⸗ 
niſters thereof 3 That ther ſhall doe well (and ſo wee charge them) to giue diligent heede in all places, to the 
conuerſation of perſons not well knowen foz their good behauiour, and to the ſpeaches of any that ſhall giue 
out fllanderous and vnduetifull woꝛdes oꝛ rumours againſt vs and our gouernment: And they that be in autho⸗ 
ritie, to lay holde on ſuch Spꝛeaders of rumours, And ſuch as be not in authoꝛity, to aduertiſe thoſe there⸗ 
ol that haue auchoꝛitie, to the end that bythe appꝛehenſion ol ſuch dangerous inſtrumentg, both the dꝛilt a pur⸗ 
pole ot euill minded perſons map be diſcouered, their deſſeignes pꝛeuented, and our people conſerued in ſuch peace 
and tranquiltitie, as heeretofoze by Gods fauour, we haue mainteined, and doe hope ſtill to continue amongſt 
them, Giuen at our Palace of Weſtminller the ninth day of Febꝛuarie x 600, in the thꝛee and foztieth yeere 
okour reigne.

of the intonnenientes, the layd Juries ſhall call befoꝛe them, and ſend foꝛ anyof the Seruants of any 

| Jnholders, Uictuallers, Tauerners, and Keepers of Oꝛdinarie Tables, and ſuch other that vtter 

Nictuals, to examine them vpon their co2pozall othes, what fleſh is, oꝛ hath bene during the Lent ſea- 
ſon, dꝛeſſed, killed, vttered oꝛ eaten in their houles, which if they ſhall refule to doe, then they ſhal make 
knowen the ſame to the Alderman oꝛ his Deputie ok that Ward, who ſhall commit to pꝛiſon the ſayd 
ſeruants, ſo refuſing vpon their othes to declare the trueth.

That euery of the ſaid Butchers ſo to be licenſed within the City, bee ſtinted not to kill weekelp 

aboue the number oftwentie ſheepe, twentie talues, and twentie lambes, and to vtter and ſell the ſame 

in their open ſhops in ſuch loꝛt, as in open time they are accuſtomed to doe, and at luch rates and pꝛizes 

as ſhall be ſet downe by oꝛder of the Loꝛd Maioꝛ of London foꝛ that Citie and the liberties thereof. 

And belides euery one of them ſhall keepe a perfect booke, what Fleſh they kill euery day, and to what 

- perſons they ſell and vtter the ſame, and be bound in a ſufficient Bond with good Sureties to her Ma⸗ 
leſties vle, to obſerue theſe Oꝛders in enery relpect. 


5 That there be litenſed only to kill and vtter fleſh in the Suburbs ofthe ſaid City, as in the Coun⸗ 
ties of Middleſex and Surrey neere vnto London, onelp ten Butchers to be litenled by the Juſtices 
within the ſeueral limits, that is, two without Temple Barre in the pariſh of S. Clement Danes, two 
without Smithfield Barres in the pariſh of S. Pulchers, oz Clarketonwell, oꝛ one ofthem, one in 
Vhitecroſſe ſtreete, one in Nozton Folgate, one in White Chappell, one in S. Katherines, two in 
South warke, and foꝛ the City of Weſtminſter and the liberties thereof two Butchers to be licenſed 
ppthechiefe Officer of that liberty. And thole to be as is bekoze expꝛeſled foꝛ the ſayd Citie and the li⸗ 

berties, of the pooꝛer ſoꝛt inhabiting in thole plates, and to be licenſed without any money oꝛ other con- 

ſideration to be giuen foꝛ the ſame, and to be bound in the like Bond and Conditions, and to obſerue the 
llke Oꝛders in euery reſpett as thoſe that are to be appointed foꝛ London, and the ſayd Clerke of the 


Parket, Officer and Juſtice, there to ſee them, and to let the pzizes of the victuals to be vttered in 


thole parts.

. r UHHhhe Mueenes moſt excellent Mateſty hauing foundby experience ol late 
peeres , ſince the time that ſhee hath had cauſe to ſend extraoꝛdinarie 
ſummes ok moneys into her Realme of Jreland, koꝛ the payment of the 
ll great Fozces which there ſhe mainteineth, that infinitediſcommodities 
and loſſe doth ariſe to this her Realme of England by tranſpoꝛting ofthe 
ſterling moneys of this Realme into Jreland, fo2 that the ſame do koꝛ the 
moſt part either come into the hands of the Rebels, whereby they are en- 
| * J]| abled to continue their wicked and deteſtable rebellion and treaſons (pꝛo⸗ 
. uiding themſelues by the helpe of thoſe moneys of armes and munitions 
of warres from ſoꝛreigne parts) oꝛels are tranſpoꝛted from thence into other Countreys by Merchants 
fo: lacke of commoditics wherdon to imploy them, and hereby this Realme exhauſted of the treaſure 
which ould be kept within the lame: Her Maieſtie alſo finding by the lawes of this Realme in the 
times other Pꝛogenitours made, and ſpecially by one Act of Parliament made in the ninetcenth peere 
of Her Highneſſe grandfather ofſamous meniozy , king Henry the leuench, (yet continuing in loꝛce and 
effect) that fo2 like inconueniences then felt, the tranſpoꝛtation of moneys out of this Realme into 
J reland was expꝛeſly and ſericrely fozbidden, vnder great penalties : Yer YVighneſſe hath thought good, 
fo: remedy of the line inconuentences in time to come, to put in execution thoſe fozmer lawes reſtraining 
the tranſpoztation of moneys into Jreland, Wherekoꝛe her Maieſtie doeth ſtraightly charge and com⸗ 
mand all Judges, Juſtices, Magiltrates and Officers to whom it ſhall appertaine, to ſee ſeuere and due 
execution of ſuch lawes as doe pꝛohibit the tranſpoꝛtation of her coines of England into Jreland, and 
namely the ſayd ſtatute made in the nineteenth yeere of the reigne of her Maieſties grandfather, and 
doth allo by this Pꝛoclamation admonich all her louing ſubiects of both her Realmes, and all others. 
trading in her Nealme of Jreland, that they ſhall fromhencefoozth fozbeare all tranſpoꝛtation ol moneys 
of England, into Jreland. contrary to the ſaydlawes and ſtatutes, koꝛ that her Mateſtte will cauſe the 
foꝛmer lawes and ſtatutes pꝛohibiting the ſayd tranſpoztation of money tobe fo ſtraightly looked vnto, 
and crecuted, as the penalties thereof ſhall fallheauily vpon the offenders againſt the ſame, without any 
hope ofremiſſion, Giuen vnder our ligne manuell, at our Manour of Greene wich, the third day ol

Hereas her moſt excellent Maieſtie hauing granted diuers Pꝛiuiledges, and 
9) Licences, (vpon many ſuggeſlions made vnto her Highneſle, that the ſame 
A 7 N ſhould tend to the common good and pꝛolit ol her Subiects) hath ſince the 
5 time of thole Grants receiued divers Jnfozmations of ſundzy grieuances 
Il lighting vpon many of the poozer ſoꝛt ot her people (by fozce thereof) contrary 
to her Maieſties expectation, at the time of thoſe Grants: All which being 
/ duely examined, by ſuch as her Maieſtie Hath directed to conſider, and repoꝛt 
75 , the ſtate of ſuch complaints as haue bene made in that behalfe, Jt doth ap⸗ 
e peare that ſome ofthe ſaid Grants were not only made vpon falſe and vntrue 
ſuggeſtions contained in her Letters Patents, but haue beene alſo notozioufly abuſed, to the great loſſe and 
grieuance of her louing Subiects, (whoſe publike good ſhee tendereth moꝛe then any woꝛldly riches:) And 
whereas alſo vpon like falſe ſuggeſtions, there haue beene obtained of the Lozdes of her Highneſſe pꝛiuie 
Counſell, diuers Letters of aſſiſtance , fo2 the due execution of diuers of the ſaid Graunts, accoꝛding to her 
Dighneſle gracious intention and meaning, Fozaſmuch as her molt excellent Maleſtie ( whoſe care and 
pꝛouidence neuer ceaſeth to pꝛeſerue her people incontinuall peace and plenty) doth diſcerne that theſe parti⸗ 
cular Graunts enſuing, namely, of oꝛ inany wile concerning Salt, Salt vpon Salt, Aineger, Aqua vitæ, o 
Aqua compoſita,02 any liquoz concerning the ſame, Salting and packing of lich, Trapne Ople, Blubbergs oꝛ 
Liuoꝛs of fiſh, Poldauyes, and Mildernixe, Pots, Buulbes, and Bottels, and Starch, haue beene found in 
conſequence ſo karre differing from thoſe mayne groundes and reaſons , which haue beene mentioned in the 
Graunts, and haue alſo in the execution of the ſaid Letters Patents bene extremely abuſed, contrary to her 
Highneſſe intention and meaning therein expzeſſed ; She is now pleaſedof her meere Grace and faucurto 
all her louing Subiects, and byher Regall power and authoꝛitie to publiſh and declare (by vertue hereok all 
the laid Graunts aboue mentioned, and euery clauſe, article and ſentence (tn the Letters Patents thereok 
contained) to be void. And doth further expꝛelly charge and command all the laid Patentees, and all and eue⸗ 
rp perſon and perſons, clayming by, from oz vnder them, oz any of them, that they oꝛ any ol them, doe not at 
anytime hereafter pꝛeſume oz attempt to put in vꝛe oꝛ execution, any thing therein contained, vpon paine 
ok her Dighnefle indignation, and to bee puniſhed as contemners and bzealers of her royall and pzincely

And whereas her Maieſtie hath alſo granted diuers other Pꝛiuiledges and Licences, ſome koꝛ the better 
lurniching ol the Realme with ſuch warlike pꝛouiſions as are neceſſary fo2 the defence thereof (ag namely 
that concerning Saltpeter) and ſome of other kindes to particular perſons, which haueluſteinedloſſes and 
hinderances by leruice at Sea, and Land, oz ſuch as haue bene her Maieſties ancient domeſtical Seruitozs, 
02 foꝛ ſome other like conſiderations, as namely, New Dꝛaperie, Jrich Parne,Caluesſkins, Pelts, Cards,

Andfozaſmuch as her Maieſtie (with the aduiſe of her pꝛiuie Cottinſell) is now relolued, 
that no Letters from hencefozth hall be wzitten from them to aſlift theſe Grants, ſeeing they haue ſerued foz 
pꝛetexts to thoſe that haue had them, to terrifle and oppzeſle her people (meerely contrary to the purpoſe and 
meaning of the ſame) Her Maieſtie doth ſtraitly charge and command, that no Letters of Aſſiſtance that 
haue bene granted byher Counſell foz execution ofthoſeGrants,thall at any time hereafter be put in executi⸗ 
on, oꝛ any of her louing Subiects be therby infozced to do oz perfozme any thing therin contained. And that no 
Purlutuant, Meſſenger of her Dighneſle Chamber, oz other officer whatſoeuer doe at any time hereafter pꝛe⸗ 
ſume oꝛ attempt any thing againſt any ol her loning Subtects,by pꝛetext 02 colour of any ſuch Letters ofaſ- 
ſiſtance, fc:execution oꝛ putting in vꝛe of any of thoſe aloꝛeſaid Graunts, oz any thing therein contained, 
And as her Maieſtie doth greatly commend the duety and obedience that her louing Subiects haue peelded 
in conloꝛming themſelues to the laid Graunts, being vnder the great Deale of England: Soher Maieſtie 
doth notifie and ligniſle by theſe pzeſents , Chat if any of her Subiects ſhall ſeditioufly., oz contemptuouly, 
pꝛeſume to call ingueſtion the power oz validitie of her pꝛerogatiue Ropall annexed toherimpertall Crowne, 
in ſuchcauſes,all ſuch perſons ſo offending, ſhUl receiue ſeuere puniſhment, accoꝛding to their demerits 
And whereas che hath alſo bene inkoꝛmed, that diuers of her Dubiects are deſirous to be ſet at libertie fox 
the ſowing of 190ad, reſtrained by a Pꝛoclamation in the loꝛtieth and two yeere of her reigne, at which time 
it was thought by many men of good experience, that ſuch reſtraint would be a meane to pꝛeuent ſundꝛx ins 
conueniences, foꝛalmuch as her Maieſtie had neuer other purpoſe by that reſtraint, then to doe that which 
might be koꝛ the greateſt and molt generall benefite of her Dubtects: Her highneſle is alſopleaſed (and ſo ſhee 
doeth) bythis Pꝛoclamation ſet at liberty all ſuch perſons as ſhall thinke it foz their good, to implop their 
grounds to the vie of ſowing ol nooad, notwithſtanding any ſuch pꝛohibition in any koꝛmer Pzoclamation, 
Pꝛouided alwapes, that it ſhall not be lawfullfoz any perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, to conuert any ground 
that ſhall be within thꝛee miles of the Citie ol London, oꝛ neere any ofher Mateſties houſes of acceſſe, noꝛ ſo 
neere to any other great Citie oꝛ Cowne coꝛpoꝛate, whereby any offence may grow by the nopſome ſauour ol 
the ſame. Giuen at our Palace at weſtminſter the 28. dapol Noyember , in the fourtieth and loure peere ok 
her Maieſties molt pꝛolperous raigne.

he Mucenes Maieſtie being tertainely infoꝛmed, through the manifold 

and dayly complaints made to her Dighnelle, al weil by her owne Subiects,. as others, ol 
„ the continuall Depzedations and Piracies committed on the Seas, by certaine le wde 
2 and ill diſpoſed perſons, pꝛetending to make warre againſt the enemies ol her Maieſtie, 
e Nandokthis Eftate; And finding that the oꝛdinary Pzoceedings helde of late times fox the 
; ſupp:eſſing of theſe enoꝛmities, and offences, haue wꝛought leſſe refozmation then was 
expected: In her pꝛincely care to pꝛeſerue Jultice,as one of the maine pillars of her eſtate, 
and koꝛ the ſpeedterrepzeſſing of al ſuch Piracies and Depzedattons, crimes moſt hateful 
to her minde, a ſcandalous to her peaceable gouernment, And foz the better continuance 
ok amitie with al other Pꝛinces and States, not encmies to her Paieſtie: Path with the aduiſe ol her pꝛiuie Counſelnot 
only bene at charges ſome ke w moneths ſince, to ſend out a Pinnace of her owne now in the Straits to ſcarch thoſe ſeas 
foꝛ ſuch oltenders, and to vſe all good meanes by fozce, oꝛ other wile to take and bꝛing home all ſuch other Subiects,as be- 
ing Pirates doe robbe and ſpoile the Subiects of her friendes, not any way caring to obey any Laweg. oꝛ other Oꝛders 
lately publiſhed vpon the growing on of theſe fo wle crimes, and Piracies, coloured by other Aopages; But alſo foꝛ pꝛe⸗ 
uention of any moꝛe ſuch le wde purpoſes in any that are to goe foozth, Hath ſet downe certaine Articles hereafter fol- 
lowing, Which her Highneſſe commandeth all her Officers whom it may concerne, ol what degree ſoeuer, to ſee ducly 
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executed: Wherein if any maner of perſon ſhalbe found culpable, oz wilfully negligent, Yer Maieſtie declareth hereby, 


that puniſhment ſhalbe inflicted vpon him oꝛ them with ſuch ſeueritie, as the example thereofſhall terrifie all others from 
committing any fo odious crimes,

S the clemencie wherewith wee haue euer found our heart poſſeſſed 


05 towards our Subiects of all ſozts, and our deſire to auoyde all occaſions of dꝛawing 
blood (though neuer ſo iuſtly grounded vpon the rules of policie, and vigoꝛ ofour Lawes) 
= 2. N 2 5 haue bene a great cauſe that of late peeres wee haue vſed greater fozbearance from the 
. le execution otſome Oꝛdinances eſtabliched by aduice ol our Parliaments, foꝛ the conſerua- 
N tionorthe true Religion now pꝛokeſled in our Kingdomes, and kor the reſiſting ot all di- 
(EN : ſturbers a Coꝛrupters of the ſame, Eſpecially from foꝛreigne parts, and the receiuers and 
= harbourers ol them, then the iuſt conſideration ofthe ſafety ok our Eſtate may welendure, 
oꝛ the examples of ſome other Pꝛinces, where one foꝛme of Religion hath euer bene on⸗ 
iy allowed, do regularly appꝛoue: So do we truely confeſle, that our hope was that thoſe Romiſh Pꝛieſts who were ſent 
into this Realme by loꝛaigne Authoꝛitie, to ſeduce our people from their affection to Religion, and ſo by conſequence from 
the conſtancie ol their obedience to vschauing kelt fo2 a time the ſeueritie of our Lawes koꝛmerly inflicted) would either by 
cur Clemencie haue bene mooued,o2 out of their owne Judgment haue learned to foꝛbeare to pꝛouone vs to any ſharper 
courſe of pꝛoceeding, and not ſo notoztoufly haue abuſed our mercy, as they haue done. Foz whileſt wee in our Pꝛincely 
Commiſeration, and pitie of their ſeduced blindneſſe, held this ſo milde and mercikull a hand ouer them, they in the meane 
time greatly foꝛgetting our patience and lenitie, haue ſought liße vnthankefull Subtects, the vtter ruine both ot vs and 
of our Kingdomes.to the vttermoſt of their abilities. It is apparent to the woꝛld with ho w great malice ol late our King- 
dome ol Ireland hath bene inuaded by the King ol Spaine, and how Don Giouan his chieke Commander) publithed a war⸗ 
rant from the See of Rome to depꝛiue vs ol our Crowne, and to pꝛoclaime his Maſter Loꝛd ofthe ſame: The Spaniards 
themſelues hauing not onelp declared, but afterwards bitterlp complained in their mileries and diſtreſſes,that the Secu⸗ 
lar Pꝛieſts and Jeſuits, had both ol them inuited the King their aſter to that vnfoztunate enterpꝛiſe, by abuling him 
groſſely with repoꝛting aur koꝛces to be ſo contemptible,and their owne party ſo powerful, as the conqueſt of that Realme 
was molt aſſured, And that we might not conceiue any better hope of them hereafter, it is in like ſoꝛt made manileſt to 
the greateſt part oſ Europe (ag we ſuppoſe) by their owne Bookes lately publiched, that they haue already very malicioully 
and wickedly combined themſelues together in this our Realme, fo: the aduancement ok our enemies, the peruerting of 
our Subiects, and almuch as in them lieth, the ſubuerſion ol our Eſtate, in that almoſt all the Engliſh Secular Pꝛiells by 
peelding their obedience to anew kinde of Suboꝛdination erected amongſt them, haue in cffect ſubtected themſelues to be 
wholly directed by the Jeſuits (men altogether alienated from their true allegeance to vs and deuoted with all their 
might to the King of Spatne,) whereby both the one ſoꝛt andthe other ſo linked together, not mindful of their dueties to 
God, to vs their lawfull Soucratgne , and to our Kingdome their Natiue Countrep, are become moſt dangerous, and 
moꝛe ſedicious (it it may be) then at any time heretofoze : being growen to ſuch an height of impietie, as that they freely 
in their late Treatiſes pzofeſſe, that our Subiects are bound to light againſt vs; and to ioyne their fozces with any Ene⸗ 
mie that the Pope ſhallſend to ſubdue vs a our Dominions, vnder pꝛetence of reſtoꝛing ol the Romane Religion within 
our Kingdomes. Beſides, ſuch is their pꝛide and pꝛeſumption, as that they thꝛuſt themſelues into all the affaires of our 
Eſtate, aduenturing in their wꝛitings and ſpeeches to diſpoſe ok our Kingdomes and Crowne at their pleaſures, it any of 
their owne ſoꝛt being ol a milder temper, as mooued in conſcience, doe but ſeeme to acknowledge the lenitie ol our pꝛocee⸗ 
dings and gouernment, it is a ſufficient cauſe of their hatred and reuenge to purſue and pꝛoſecute them as their enemies. 
And leſt the generation or ſuch wickedly diſpoſed perſons ſhould in time be rooted out oꝛ decay, they make an vlual mar⸗ 
ket oftranſpoꝛting the youth ol our Realine vnto koꝛraine Seminaries, thereby to coꝛrupt the beſt Families, and to hatch 
vp a ſucceeding bꝛood like to themſelues, that by libelling, treacherp, and all kind ol traiterous pꝛactiſeg, may ſtil ſeeke and 
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And whereas oflate much contention and controuerlie hath ariſen betwixt the Jeſuites a the Secular Pꝛiells combined 
with them on the one part, andcertaineofthe Secular Pzieſtg diſſenting from them in diuerſe pointes on the other part, 
therby agreatdifferenceofoffence againſt vs and our State betwirt the one a the other ſect hath manifeſtly appeared: the 
Jeluites and the Secular Pꝛieſts their adherents ſeeking and pꝛactizing by their continuall plotts a delleignes not onely 
to ſtirre vp fozraine Pꝛinces againſt vs to the inuaſion and Congueſt cfour Kingdome, but allo euen to murther dur per⸗ 
ſon: the other Secular Pꝛieſtes not onely pꝛoteſting againſt the ſame ag a thing moſt wicked, deteſtable and damnable, 
but alfo offering themlelues both in their wꝛitings and ſpeeches to be the firſt that ſhall diſcouer ſich traiterous intenti⸗ 
ons againſt vs and our State, and to be the fozmoſt by armes and all other meanes to ſuppꝛeſſe it. So as it is plaine that 
the treaſon which is lodged in the hearts of the Jeluites atheir adherents is fraughted with much moꝛe violent malice, 
perill and poyſon both againſt vs and our State, then that dillopaltie and diſobedience which is found in the other Dc: 
cular Pꝛieſtes that are oppoſite therein vnto them. In which reſpect, although we haue ſo conceiued ol them, and that we 
could haue bene well pleaſed that the ſame ſhould further haue appeared in diſtinguiſhing betwixt them, by the execution 
of our Lawes: vet ſuch is line wiſe their carriage otherwiſe to wardes vs, as we may not ( accoꝛding to our naturalldiſpo- 
ſition ready at all times to apppꝛehend the leaſt cauſe to ſhewe mercp) any longer permit it with the Honour ok our State, 
good of our Subiects, and ſatetie ot our Kingdome, Fo2 it is euident, that howſoeuer they be at variance with the Je- 
ſuites, and that faction; they concurre notwithſtanding and agree together in apparant dilobedience and difloxalty a⸗ 
gainſt vs, maſking themſelues vnder the vizard of pꝛetended conſcience (aſuggeſtion of all other moſt perillous)there⸗ 
by to ſteale away the hearts eſpectaily of imple and common Subiects from vs their Soueraigne, ſince vnder colour 
thereof they labour day and night to winne and withdzawe them from their ſound and due obedience both to vs and our 
Lawes,and to vnite and knit them to our moꝛtal enemie the Pope, encreaſing thereby his number and diminiſhing ours: 
a matter molt dangerous to our State, and not to bee indured in the rule oz policie of ary well gouerned Common 
wealth: The ſeme our enemie hauing had as a Tempoꝛall Pꝛince his Banner: in the fielde, and ſtill continuing his war: 
like tratagems againſt vs. 

Furthermoꝛe, we cannot coniecture, but doe wonder vpon what grounds they pꝛoceede (except it de our ſullerance and 
benignitie, which is greatly neglected by them) in that they carry themlelues in ſo great and inſolent animolitie, as they 
doꝛ almoſt inſinuate thereby into the minds of all ſoꝛts ol people (as well the geod that grieue at it, as the bad that thirſt 
alter it) that we haue ſome purpoſe to grant toleration of two religions within our Nealme, where God (we thanke him 
foꝛ it, who ſeeth into the ſecret coꝛn ers ot all hearts) doth not onely know our owne innocencie from ſuch imagination, 
but how farre it hath bene from any about vs, once to oller to our cares the perl walion ok ſuch a courſe, as would not only 
diſturbe the peace of the Church, but bꝛing this our State into confuſion, And to the further agrauating ok this their au⸗ 
dacious boldnes. we finde that their fayd conceipt ofa tolcration, is accompanied with very great libertie and intollerable 
pꝛeſumption, in that they dare aduenture to walle in the ſtreetes at noone dayes, to reloꝛt to pꝛiſons publikely, and er⸗ 
ecute their functions in contempt ot our Lawes, neuer cealing the one ſide as well as the other, by theſe and many moꝛe 
their intollerable pꝛoceedings, to waken our Juſtice, which koꝛ the reſpect beloꝛc mentioned, hath lien in a llumber, where 
in all good policie, it had bene their parts (ik euer) by a karre contrary courſe, to haue pꝛeſcribed to themſelues the ſtricteſt 
rules and cautions ot giuing any ſuch notoꝛious ſcandalg, to ſo notable clemencie, neuer moued but by conſtraint to 
thinke vpon any ſeue ritie. From the which our ſayd milde andmerciful conniuencie towards ſuch vnthankefull and in⸗ 
conliderate perſons, we finde this furder miſc3:efe pzoceeding, That ſome other natures (apt to innouation and affected 
much to their owne opinions)haue bzoken foꝛth on the other lide into factious inuectiues inpint,againft our pzeſent go⸗ 
Uernement: whereunto they impute ſuck remillnes, as it no care were had by any, but a few of themſelues,to pzeſerue 
Religion. Of which pamphlets 02 any other to come foozth iniffickinde,as we would quicklx make the auttours(ifthey 
were layd open) to feele the waightofour indignation, in pꝛeſuming to take vpon them to cenſure our gouernement, ac⸗ 
coꝛding to their vaine conceipts, whereby they both iniure our innocencie, and lcandalize many other good and zealous 
perſons, which are free from their vnautet humours, though oppoſite to the aduerſe part: ſo to auoyde (in ſome ſozt) all 
theſe inconueniences, miſchiekes, murmurings, and heart burnings in this Rcalme, The gouernement whereof hath 
bene and is as well in tempozall as Eccleſiaſticall things moſt firmely eſtabliſhed by generall conſent in Parliament) we 
haue thought it neceſſarie to giue ſome generall notice to our ſeruants and officers put in truſt in our ſeuerall countreres 
fo: the gouernement ok our people, how much we millike it, That manyof them conceiuing moꝛe of this late ceſſation 
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of Juſtice, then there was caule, haue bene ſo remiſſe in pꝛeuenting the reſoztof ſecular Pꝛiells and Jeſuites into places 
where they haue authozitte,as they haue ſeldome made ſearches fo2 them, oz taken paines in appꝛehending them, as in loꝛ⸗ 
mer times was vled to be done, and as the Lawes ok the Realme doe require. And therefoze we haue reſolued to publiſh 
this our Admonition and commandement, whereby we firſt require and charge all Jeſuits and ſecular Pzieſts combined 
together, as is beloꝛe expꝛeſſed, who are at libertie within this our Realme (by whole ſole Act of their very comming into 
this kingdome they are within the danger ol our Lawes) That they do koꝛth with depart out ol our Dominions and Ter⸗ 
ritories, and not by their abode any longer, pꝛouoke vs to extend the rigour ol our Lawes vpon them. 

And that the other ſozt alto ol the Secular Pꝛieſtes (that are at liberty and in ſome things oppoſite vnto the Jeſuits) 
doe line wile in the ſame reſpect, depart out of our Dominions and Territoꝛies, betwirt this and the firſt ot Januarie 
nerteuſuing, except ſuch ol them as hall in themeane time pꝛeſent themlſelues to ſome of the Loꝛds oꝛ others of our pꝛi 
ute Counſell, to our pꝛeſidents ot males and Yozke, oꝛ to the Biſhops ol the Dioceſſes, and befoꝛe them acknowledging 
ſincerely their duety and allegeance vnto vs, ſhall ſubmit themſelues to our mercy, with whom we will then (vpon cer⸗ 
tificate from the ſaid Pzeſidents a Biſhops, which we require to be ſent vp to our Counſel within xx. dayes alter ſuch ſub⸗ 
miſſion)tane ſuch further oꝛder, as halbe thought by vs to be moſt meete and conuenient. Next, we do warne and cõmand 
both al thofe who ſhall hereupon depart, as alſo all other Romich Pꝛieſts, be they Secular oꝛ Religious, as well Jeſuites 
as of any other o:der(being our ſubtects)now already out ol our Realme, That they pꝛelume not to returne into our king- 
dome, bpon any pꝛetence whatſoeuer. Foz which purpoſe alſo, we doe hereby giue notice vnto all our Miniſters to whom 
the adminiſtration ol Juſtice is committed, That it the Jeſuites and Secular Pꝛieſts combined with them, ſhal not with⸗ 
in thirty dapes, a the other ſoꝛt of Secular Pꝛieſts ſhal not befoze the firſt of Febꝛuary (except as beloꝛe is excepted) after 
this bepublithed within this our Nealme, repaire to ſome kno wen poꝛt, and therc imbarke themſelues fo fozraine coun⸗ 
treys, That then we leaue them, their Recetuers, Relceuers, and maintainers, to be delt and pꝛoceeded with, accoꝛding 
to the power and Juſtice ol our Lawes, whereſoeuer they ſhall be found within the fame, And to the ende they may 
be the ſooner auopded from hence, and lo our Realme free from the danger and infection, which is deriued from their 
continuall woꝛkings vpon mens conſciences: we doe hereby ſtrictly command and charge all our Lieutenants, Deputy 
lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Julticesof Peace, Maioꝛs, Sherifies, Bayliffs, and all other our officers whatſocuer, 
That they be from henceloꝛth circumſpect and vigilant, each of them in their ſenerallcharges, to ſearch all places ſuſpe- 
cted, 02 whereofthey ſhall haue any inkoꝛmation giuen them, and to appzehendallſuch Jeſuftes and Secular Pꝛieſtes, 
together with their Receiuers, Releeuers, and maintainers, equally ſubiect to the penalties of our Lawes, And to ad⸗ 
uertiſeour Counſell of their pzoceedings, to the ende we may bee infozmed ofthe care and diligence which ſhall be vled in 


that behalte, as they will anſwere the contrarie at their perill.

A Proclamation for Meaſures, publiſhed by the 


Queenes Commandement, 


I A peciſied in a Schedule vnto the laid Acte of 11. H. 7. annexed, Weights and 
S Meaſuresof Bꝛaſſe attoꝛding to the Standards thereok remaining in the 
Treaſurie ofthe Exchequer, to remaine in the keeping of the Maioꝛ, Bapliffe, oz other head Officer 
foꝛ the time being, of euery ofthe ſame Citie oꝛ Towne, as the kings Standard of Weight and Mea- 
ſure, with authoꝛitie and power giuen by the ſame Statute to the ſaid Maioꝛ, Bailiffe, oꝛ other head 
Pffiter, hauing the ſaid weights and Meaſures, to make, ſigne and pꝛint like weights and Meaſures 
vnto euery of the kings ſubietts, duely requiring the lame, as by the laid Statutes moꝛe at large ap⸗ 
pearcth: Our Soueraigne Ladie the Queene, being enkoꝛmed that the ſaid Standard meaſures 
remaining in thoſe Cities and Townes, foꝛ the moſt part are by long continuance ok time, oz foꝛ want 
of good keeping, oꝛ other defects oꝛ abuſes differing and not agreeing with the ancient Standard of 
Mealures remaining in her Highneſſe Exchequer at Weſtminſter, by octaſion whereof the Mealures 
commonly vled within the Realme be vncertaine, and varying one from another tothe great ſlander 
of the ſame, and the deteiuing of many both bupers and ſellers : Hath giuen oꝛder and commande- 
ment to the L. Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer, to cauſe all the ancient Standard meaſures of all 
thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bꝛought in befoꝛe them at the Exchequer at Weſtminſter, to 
beeramined and tryedby the Queenes Standard meaſure there remaining, attoꝛding to which her 
Maieſtiescommandement , the Lozd Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer haue cauſed all the ancient 
Standard meaſures ofall thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bꝛought befoꝛe them into her High- 
neſſe ſaid Exchequer , where dinerſeof them vpon diligent and due triall and examination hane bene 
found defectine, differing and dilagreeing krom the true and ancient Standard of the Exchequer, 
Whereupon her Mateſhie intending the common e publique good of all her louing Subietts, and to 
auoide all differences and deteipts of Meaſure within this her Highneſſe Realme, vpon good and de⸗ 
liberate aduile, and due conſideration therein had, Hath not onely eſtabliched the fozeſaid true and 
ancient Standard ok Mealures remaining in her Maieſties Exchequer, there to tontinue and be, as 
her Maieſties Standard, to examiue, trie, and ſize all other Meaſuresofthe Realme by, from ttme 
to time asoccaſion ſhall require: But alſo hath given commandement tothe Lozd Trealurer and 
bnder Treaſurer to cauſe all the other Meaſures which were bought befoꝛe them (from the Cities 
and Townes afozeſaid) found vpon triall to be differing and diſagreeing from the true and ancient 


Standards of meaſures ofher Highneſſe Exchequer, to be bꝛoken.

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And further her Maieſty Hath giuen oꝛder and tommandemeut vnto the ſaid Toꝛd Treaſurer and 
vnder Treaſurer,fozthwith to tauſe new Standards ok mealures in Bꝛaſſe to be made, tryed, and 
appꝛooued by the ſayd true and ancient Standard of the Exchequer, and after true and iuſt examina⸗ 
tion and triall thereof had and made, to ſize and ſeale (with the letter Etrowned) ſuch and ſo many 
Standard mealures, koꝛ euery of the ſayd ſeuerall Cities and Townes limited to haue the cuſtodie of 
weights and meaſures, actoꝛding to the Queenes Standard foꝛ euery Shire by the ſayd ſchedule an- 
nered vnto the ſaypde Statute made in the eleuenth yeere of the Reigne of King Henrpthe ſeuenth, 
there to remaine foꝛ euer in the keeping ofthe Mayoꝛ, Bayliffe, oꝛ other head Officer foꝛ the time be- 
ing ofthe ſaid City and Towne as the Queenes Standard ok meaſure, as to them ſhallſeeme netel⸗ 
ſary and tonuenient. And allo as many as may lerue and be conuentent foꝛ the Clerke of the Market 
of her HighneſſeHonſhold (and through the Kealme) oz his Deputies, accozding to the Statute of 
Anno 16. R. 2. Cap 3, And alſo as may oꝛ (hall ſerue foꝛ any other her Mateſties Officers 02 Subiects 
within this Realme as ſhall make ſuite foꝛ the hauing and obtaining of the ſame. 

Her Maicſties will and pleaſure therefoze is, That the Mapoꝛ, Bayliffes, Poꝛtreues, wardens, 
and other head Offiters of euery of the ſayde Cities, Bozoughes, Townes, Cinquepoꝛts, and places 
mentioned in the ſchedule annexed to the layd Statute of Anno 11. H. 7, befoꝛe the Feaſt of S. John 
Baptiſt next comming, at the common charge ofthe ſame plate, ſhall ſend ſome ſufficient perſon vnto 
the ſayd Exchequer, authoꝛtʒed to recciue ſuch Standards as ſhalbe deliuered vnto him, by the ozder 
and appointment ofthe ſayde Loꝛde Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer, foꝛ the ſayd City, Bozough, 
Lowne, oꝛ place, And to pay ſuch reaſonable pꝛites foꝛ the ſame, as vpon true valuation of the ſame 
ſhalbe by the ſaid Loꝛd Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer rated oz aſſeſſed : which Standards euery 
of the ſaid Mayoꝛs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers vnto whome it ſhall appertaine, ſhall ſafely 
keepe o2 cauſe tobe kept in ſome ſure and connentent place in the lame City, Bozough,o2 Towne,and 
by them make oꝛ ſize, oꝛ cauſe tobe made and ſized, other common Meaſures foz the ble of all manner 
of people in the ſame City, Boꝛough, Towne, oꝛ place that ſhal haue caule to viſe Meaſures, And ſhall 
alſo make, ſigne, and pꝛint with the firſt letter ofthe name ofthe lame City,Zozough, Towne,ozplace 
where the ſame Meaſure ſhalbe ſo made, ſized,and pꝛinted, like Meaſures vnto euery ofthe Queens 
Subiects duely requiring theſame, taking ſuch fees foꝛ the doing thereof as by the Statutes of the 
Realme are allowed, and no moꝛe. And euery ofthe layde Mayozs, Bayliffes, and other head Offt- 
cersof Cities, Bozoughes, Townes, and places within this Realine ſhall further doe and taule to be 
done, all ſuch other Act and Actes, thing and things, foꝛ the pꝛouiding, hauing, and vſing of the ſayde 
Standards of meaſures as be limited and appointed to their oꝛ any of their authoꝛitie by the ſaidSta- 
tutes made in the eleuenth and twelfth veeres of thelate King Henry the leuenth, oꝛ any other Sta- 
tute oꝛ Oꝛdinante whatſoeuer: So as all the Meaſures thꝛough the Realme may be refoꝛmed and 
made agreeable acco:ding to the Standard of the Exchequer, as bythe Statutes in ſuch caſe is requi⸗ 
red.
